Schlesinger raps Ford 


Hints he was sacked 
for budget objection

WASHINGTON - James R. 


Schlesinger 
said he considered 


President Ford's planned defense 
budget inadequate and indicated 
Ford fired him as secretary of de- 
fense after he objected. 


In his first interview since 


being fired three weeks ago, 
Schlesinger said the defense budget 
being prepared for next fiscal year 
"was an important issue" in events 
leading to his ouster. 


At the same time, Schlesinger 


jabbed at Ford's pledge to main- 
tain a defense second to none. 


"The 
military establishment 


cannot live on rhetoric and senti- 
ment," Schlesinger said in the 
interview Friday. 


"And the real question that we 


will face is not whether we will 
have tributes to the concept of 
America's strength but whether we 
are going to avoid cutting military 
strength and defense purchasing 
power further by additional budget 
cuts." 


Schlesinger said Ford asked 


him to prepare a fiscal 197V budget 
about $10 billion less than Ford 
originally projected for next year. 


Although Ford's new proposal 


of $107 billion would represent a 
small dollar increase over the 
administration request for this 
year, Schlesinger contended it 
would turn out to be a net shrink- 
age of 5 or 6 per cent in actual 
defense buying power because of 
inflation. 


Schlesinger denied reports that 


he had reached the point of decid- 
ing to quit in protest. But, he 
added, "there was a question in my 
mind whether I would be prepared 
to carry a defense budget to the 
Hill which I regarded as inade- 
quate." 


Apart from strong indications 


that he and Ford differed on next 
year's budget, Schlesinger declined 
to discuss what motivated Ford to 
fire him. 


"As far as I'm concerned, 


that's all water over the dam," he 
said. But he sidestepped taking a 
position on whether he would sup- 
port Ford for election next year, 
saying "it's premature for me to 
get into any political issues." 


Schlesinger also said "I would 


not care to speculate" on reports 
that he was a victim of intrigue by 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kiss- 
inger or a power play by Donald 
Rumsfeld, whom Ford named to 
replace Schlesinger.

edged major differences between

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Reagan 
plans tax 


Also eyes change 
in aid programs

Former California Gov. Ronald 


Reagan plans extensive changes in 
the nation's taxing system if he is 
elected president. 


Reagan in an interview in Los 


Angeles also fleshed out his plans 
to shift responsibility for most of 
the nation's social programs from 
the federal government to the 
. states. 


However, Reagan was careful 


to list his ideas as "tentative" and 
if he puts them into effect it will be 
done gradually.so as to ease the 
shock. 


IN ADDITION Reagan plans to 


meet with experts in the field of 
economics and social problems to 
get their advice on how to imple- 
ment his ideas. 


But the former governor is 


determined to change the taxing 
system both to make it more equi- 
table and to spur the development 
of industry and jobs. 


First, Reagan believes that 


everyone should be able to make a 
flat minimum without paying any 
income tax. As an example, a tax- 
free salary of $10,000 was mention- 
ed. 


Then, Reagan thinks that there 


should be no deductions for the 
taxes on money made above the 
ceiling. 


In other words a flat percent- 


age tax would be charged and the 
taxpayer could easily compute that 
charge. The percentage would be 
lower than current percentages 
with deductions. 


"It would be like the Lord's 


way — tithing," he said. 


'• 
"Finally, Reagan favors a limit 


on the percentage of tax that could 
be charged, no matter how high the 
income. 


"This may prove impractical," 


he said indicating an open mind on 
the subject. 


But he did make it clear that he 


wants major changes in the tax 
structure. 


- HE ALSO attacked 
business 


taxes coupled with taxes on those 
living off stock dividends and being 
taxed "twice." 


Reagan also disliked capital 


gains taxes, noting that in the early 
1940s the AFL called for their abol- 
ishment in order to "provide capi- 
tal for new industries and new 
jobs." 


Reagan feels that if such major 


social programs as welfare, health, 
education, and urban affairs are 
shifted to state and local govern- 
ments, then the federal tax needs 
'wifl be reduced. As a result state 
and local governments can then 
raise taxes, including income 
taxes, in order to fund their new 
responsibilities. 


During the next month Reagan 


will be refining his ideas and 
proposals with the help of experts 
in the field. 
• The experts, however, will be 
telling Reagan how he can carry- 
out his goals, not setting those 
goals, the former governor said.

Carrier JFK, missi 
in Mediterranean collision 


1 dead, others 
feared lost 


GAETA, Italy (AP) - The U.S. 


aircraft carrier John F. Kennedy 
and the cruiser Belknap collided 
and caught fire Saturday night in 
the Mediterranean 70 miles east of 
Sicily. 


Navy officials said one man 


aboard the carrier was known dead 
and indicated there were other 
casualties. There are 4,500 crew- 
men aboard the Kennedy and 350 
aboard the Belknap, a missile- 
earrying ship designed for antisub- 
marine and antiaircraft warfare. 


The two U.S. 6th Fleet warships 


collided during night flight opera- 
tions and both caught fire, accord- 
ing to the Pentagon in Washington 
and a London-based spokesman for 
the U.S. naval forces in Europe. 


THE FIRE on the flight deck of 


the Kennedy was put out in about 
10 minutes but it took about 2& 
hours to bring the flames on the 
Belknap under control. 


All fires were completely extin- 


guished, a Pentagon 
spokesman 


said just before 7:35 p.m. PST. 


"The full extent of casualties is 


unknown," the Pentagon said. 
"One man from the John F. Kenne- 
dy is known dead. Fires which 
occurred aboard the Belknap make 
additional casualties likely." 


"Some men were rescued from 


the water, and the John F. Kenne- 
dy and five accompanying U.S. de- 
stroyers assisted in search and res- 
cue assistance," said Lt. Cmdr. 
John Hoshko, a Navy spokesman in 
London. 


Navy officials said casualties 


were first taken to the Kennedy 
and then to the U.S. naval hospital 
at Sigonella, Sicily. Gaeta is the 
headquarters for the 6th Fleet. 


The U.S. naval hospital at 


Naples can also help, if needed, the 
Pentagon said.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - 


Fierce street fighting between Mos- 
lem and Christian gunmen raked 
Beirut on Saturday, leaving at least 
36 persons dead, 76 wounded and 
150 kidnaped. 


The government, after a series 


of desperate negotiations with rival 
militia leaders, announced a new 
cease-fire — the 13th since civil 
warfare erupted last April. Gunfire 
and rocket explosions continued to 
rattle through the deserted streets 
after the cease-fire was announced. 


Premier Rashid Karami warn- 


ed that his bitterly divided country 
"is on the brink of total collapse." 
Karami, a Moslem, told the cease- 
fire committee that Lebanon faced 
famine, bankruptcy and massive 
unemployment. 


"If Islam allows murder, then I 


don't want to be a Moslem," he 
said. "If Christianity allows killing, 
then I am against Christianity. We 
have reached zero level and even 
slipped below it in every aspect of 
life." 


The renewed fighting that 


erupted three days ago blistered 
two-thirds of Beirut. 


Gunmen placed an explosive 


charge in the American Universi- 
ty's experimental farm at Mount 
Lebnon, causing-heavy damage and 
fires, police reported. 


"Fighting is getting more vi- 


cious and citizens have been ad- 
vised to move to shelters to avoid 
rocket fire," a police spokesman 
said. He added that fire brigades 
were unable to enter many districts 
"because gunmen are deliberately 
harassing them with machine guns 
and rocket- propelled grenades." ' 


Bands of armed civilians were 


reported moving through the hotel 
district near the U.S. Embassy 
compound, checking identification 
cards of motorists and pedestrians. 
Two men led away as prisoners. 


In one suburb, police shot and 


wounded two youths who were in a 
gang looting deserted shops., and 
homes.

Teen-ager reads up 
storm in wink of eye

SKOKIE, 111. — Fourteen-year- 


old Beth Jaffee of Skokie has read- 
ing problems you wouldn't believe. 


In school, for instance, her 


English teacher told the class to 
read a play. He turned away for a 
few minutes and, when he looked 
back, Beth was just sitting there 
with her hands folded while the 
other students were straining over 
the dialogue. 


"Beth! Do your work!", he 


ordered. Poor Beth. She had al- 
ready done the entire reading as- 
signment in slightly under five 
minutes and was awaiting further 
instructions. 


A superior speed reader, Beth 


has a cruising speed of about 5,000 
words a minute, with gusts of up to 
13,000 words a minute. To put that 
hi perspective, a typical college 
graduate reads at the rate of 300 
words a minute. 


A slightly built, dark-haired girl 


going through the typical adoles- 
cent trauma of wearing braces on 
her teeth, Beth can whiz through 
and fully comprehend a novel like 
"Jaws" in about 45 minutes. 


SHE IS BOTH a pride and a 


problem to her family. "We don't 
buy books for Beth anymore," said 
her mother, Mrs. Phyllis Jaffe. "At 
the rate she goes through them, we 
couldn't afford to. Instead, Beth 
and I visit the Skokie Public Li- 
brary both loaded with shopping 
bags. We pick out a couple of.shop- 
ping bags worth of books, and then - 
lug them home. That keeps her in 
reading material for about a 
week." 


A reporter decided that no snip 


of a girl was going to show him up. 
On his bookshelf, he had "The 
Seven Pillars of Wisdom" by T.E. 
Lawrence. It had been accumulat- 
ing dust there for several years, 
and the last time the reporter tried 
to stumble through it, he couldn't 
even get one foot up on the first 
pillar. 


SMUGLY, HE handed the book- 


to Beth and said, "Read as much 
as you can in one minute." She did. 
Afterward, she agreed that the 
book was ponderous to say the 
least. That may have slowed her 
up. She checked out at 3,750 words 
a minute and was able to discuss 
what she had read. 


Beth is a product of the Evelyn 


Wood junior rapid reading pro- 
gram, an eight-week course she 
began last February. 


Her teacher, Mrs. Joyce Wag- 


man, admitted that Beth is her 
prize pupil. "We can usually get 
the children up to a reading com- 
prehension of about 1,500 words a 
minute. Beth's progress has been 
phenomenal." 


"At first, I was skeptical about 


letting Beth take the course," said 
her father, Martin, a physical 
education instructor for the Chica- 
go public schools. "I enjoy reading 
myself, and I didn't want to de- 
prive my daughter of the joy of 
reading at a leisurely pace, mulling 
over certain phrases or thoughts 
which she might find beautiful.

who did not want to be identified 
said Saturday that Moynihan's role 
had been discussed hi a meeting of 
Western delegates last week. There 
was nearly general criticism of the 
•American's "cowboy fashion," the 
delegate reported. 


"Those most critical of Mr. 


Moynihan are the Nine," the dele- 
gate said, by which he meant the 
nine-country European Economic 
Community. 


"The Nine say his strategies 


aren't getting results, and at the 
United Nations we need results. We 
are convinced that things^cari be 
done, even occasionally ^through 
confrontational strategy if if is-iwell 
coordinated." 
~*. 


The West European delegate 


said there had been complaints in 
his group, which was more than 
willing to collaborate with the 
United States, that it was not being 
consulted by Moynihan. 


Arab and African delegates-ex- 


pressed their relief Saturday at the 
prospect that Moynihan might quit 
his post. 
.'. ,' 


The Arab group at the. United 


Nations generally charges him with 
having "automatically and .uncriti- 
cally" sided with Israel and with 
having introduced highly charged 
and emotional language in his fight 
against the resolution branding Zio- 
nism as "a form of racism and 
racial discrimination." The. resolu- 
tion was introduced 
by., the 


delegates of radical Arab govern- 
ments and Cuba. 


African diplomats say Moyni- 


han made an unjustified attack on 
the Organization of African Unity 
in a speech in San Francisgo .on 
Oct. 3, reproaching it for having 
elected President Idi Amin of 
Uganda as chairman of the region- 
al group. In the San Fragcisco 
speech, Moynihan also endorsed a 
description of Uganda's president 
as a "racist murderer."

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Municipal insurance rates skyrocket

It happened to doctors 


and now it appears to be 
happening to cities. 


Insurance costs are sky- 


rocketing. Premiums have 
risen as much as 400 per 
cent in the last year, ac- 
cording to worried city 
officials. 


And, according to Cerri- 


tos City Manager Gaylord 
F. Knapp.'The taxpayer 
is eating that premium 
jump." 


Knapp is a member of a 


special league of Califor- 
nia Cities' panel looking 
for a solution to the insur- 
ance cost dilemna. 


Long Beach pays a 


$106,500 annual premium 
for liability insurance on 
general city operations. 
But that's for a policy with 
an.unusually high $250,000 
deductible 
clause—in 


other words, the city pays 
for all damage suits and 
other claims totaling less 
than $250,000. 


The city has budgeted 


another $175,000 for claims 
it will have to pay because 
of the deductible, John 
Williams, a city man- 
ager's assistant, said. 


The 
insurance 
crisis, 


officials say, began in late 


1973 when cities were sur- 
prised by the decision of 
the largest 
national 


municipal policy carrier, 
Pacific Indemnity, to 
leave the business. 


"Apparently the compa- 


ny decided that cities were 
not the place to make 
money," said Knapp. 


The insurance compa- 


nies remaining in the field 
claim they were hit by se- 
vere losses in 1974 totaling 
$2.7 billion. That figure in- 
cludes a drubbing in 'their 
stock market portfolios, 
said R. Scott Jones, vice 
president of George A. 
Richards & Sons. Jones 
negotiates Long Beach's 
insurance contracts. 


Courts, he added have 


drastically increased the 
amounts 
of 
damage 


awards. 


"It was unheard of a 


few years to get awards of 
$2 million against a city, 
and now its relatively 
commonplace," Jones 
said. 
. 
These three jolts were 


compounded last week 
when Pacific Coast Insur- 
ance, another large carri- 
er, served notice that it 
(oo would no longer insure 
municipalities. 


And there appears to be 


no end in sight. Jones said 


that in the first half of 
1975, insurance companies 
lost $2.4 billion-nearly 
equal to the losses for the 
entire year of 1974. 


Cities hit the hardest by 


the crunch on premiums 
are full-service cities such 
as Long Beach, Knapp 
said. 


But communities like 


Cerritos, which contracts 
with the county for some 
services such as police 
and fire, also have suffer- 
ed premium jumps from 
$24,500 in 1974 to $55,500 in 
1975. 


Lakewood, Bellflower 


and other contract cities 
had similiar problems. 


Jones pointed out that 


Long Beach provides other 
services, such as police 
helicopters, 
paramedics, 


cemeteries, stadiums, gas 
department, physicians in 
the health department, 
marinas, water depart- 
ment, harbor, and the air- 
port which present special 
insurance problems. 


The city does save a 


considerable amount by 
using the large deductible 
and having city attorneys 
do much of the legal work 
instead 
of insurance 


company lawyers, Jones 
said. 


Knapp expressed skepti- 


cism lhal the rate boosts 
were justified. 


"The premiums have 


gone up disproportionately 
compared with the compa- 
ny losses," he said, and 
added that "we want 
assurances that the in- 
creases are related to 
insurance losses and not 
losses on the stock mar- 
ket. 


"The remaining compa- 


nies are being very selec- 
tive, they're writing very 
few policies," Jones re- 
marked. 


Insurance companies 


try to collect $2 in profits 


for every $1 they pay out 
in claims, Scott said. 


Many cities are depend- 


ing on insurance to solve 
the problem of predictable 
losses, when they should 
be paying for forseeable. 
losses with cash instead of 
turning in a claim and 
subsequently having their 
rates raised, Jones eon- 
tended. 


Long Beach predicts 


that it will lose about 
$175,000 annually in small 
claims and pays those in 
cash, using the deductible 
to cut costs, he explained. 


Knapp said the Califor- 


nia League of Cities is! 
studying several possible 
solutions, 
including; 


municipal pooling, where 
several cities would join; 
together to get lower' 
premium rates. 


There also is a possibil-; 


Ity that state law could be 
used to lower the rates or 
that other cities could fol- 
low the Long Beach exam- 
ple and take a high 
deductible, Knapp said.

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Radicals spurned SLA, escapee says 


VACAV1LLE (AP) - 


The tiny Symbionese 
Liberation Army stayed 
tiny because its revolu- 
tionary dream world was 
largely spurned by the 
radical community, says a 
convict once falsely identi- 
fied as an abductor of 
Patricia Hearst. 


Thero Wheeler, recap- 


tured in Houston, Tex., 
last July nearly two years 
after he escaped from 
prison, described in an 
interview the SLA's futile 
search for a wide follow- 
ing and its unsuccessful 
attempts to recruit him — 
including once at gun- 
point. Despite the most 
celebrated 
kidnaping in 


recent history, the SLA 
never really amounted to 
much, he said. 


"When I got out, there 


was no SLA," the 30-year- 
old convict recalled at the 
California Medical Facili- 
ty here. "Donald DeF- 
reeze was in the Bay Area 
trying to find members, 
trying to get them to join. 
But nobody was going for 
it." 


WHEELER had 
met 


SLA leader DeFreeze 
through an inmate organ- 
ization called the Black 
Cultural Association. DeF- 
reeze was later transfer- 
red to Soled ad Prison, 
from which he escaped. 


Six months later, on 


Aug. 2,1973, Wheeler, who 
was serving a term for 
battery on a police officer, 
escaped with the aid of 
what he calls "well-con- 
nected" radical acquaint- 
ances, but not the SLA. He 
says he left the prison be- 
cause he believed he was 
failing to get proper medi- 
cal 
attention 
for 
a 


lingering intestinal inflam- 
mation. 


Once a member of the 


now-defunct Maoist Ven- 
ceremos group, Wheeler 
said he traveled to New 
York and Chicago seeking 
medical attention, then re- 
turned to the Bay Area in • 
the fall of 1973., 


Radical 
acquaintances 


steered him to DeFreeze 
and several companions — 
including Nancy Ling 
Perry, Patricia Soltysik 
and Willie Wolfe, an out- 
sider who had attended 
BCA meetings at Vaca- 
ville. The four died with 
SLA comrades Camilla 
Besieged 
suspect 
gives up 


A strongarm robbery 


suspect who barricaded 
himself inside his Carmeli- 
tes apartment with a high- 
powered .22 caliber rifle 
surrendered 
peacefully 


Saturday night after a 
Long Beach police Special 
Tactics and Rescue team 
surrounded the building. 


Arrested on suspicion of 


robbery, assault with a 
deadly weapon and resist- 
ing arrest was Henry 
Gray, 27, of 958% Via 
Wanda. A 17-year-old girl 
who was in the apartment 
with him was charged 
with resisting arrest. 


THE five-man STAR 


team, along with other 
Long Beach units, was 
called in after Signal Hill 
police went to Gray's 
apartment with a warrant 
for his arrest in connec- 
tion with a robbery in Sig- 
nal Hill Saturday morning.

Prutch, the robbery vic- 
tim, Thomas Henry Jack- 
son, of 2014 Junipero Ave.,

The procedures 
were 


prescribed in the 1974 
Budget Control Act, hailed 
as one of the most impor- 
tant 
congressional 


changes in many years. ' 


Under the law, the new 


system must be used in 
1976 and future years. 


But the two budget com- 


mittees decided to start 
with it in 1975 on a trial 
basis, even though' there 
were many unusual head- 
aches, including a record 
deficit in the current fiscal 
year budget.

Military's 
pay beats 
civilians'

WASHINGTON - Mili- 


tary personnel whose 
basic pay has more than 
doubled in the last decade 
now are drawing signifi- 
cantly more compensation 
than their civilian counter- 
parts 'in the federal gov- 
ernment, according to a 
study by the Senate 
Appropriations Commit- 
tee. 


A major general, for 


example, draws $54,713 a 
year in pay and benefits. 
That is $13,465 more than 
received in pay and bene- 
fits by a federal employe 
holding the top 'civil serv- 
ice grade of GS-18. 


The combined pay and 


benefits for a 1st Lieuten- 
ant total $21,729, which is 
$5,326 more than received 
by a civilian employe 
holding 
a 
comparable 


grade (GS-8 or GS-9) in the 
civil service. 


A study comparing mili- 


tary and civilian compen- 
sation was contained in 
the committee's report on 
this year's defense appro- 
priations bill. 


LIKE other congression- 


al committees which have 
hesitated to. provoke the 
political wrath of the size- 
able military community, 
the 
Senate 
committee 


deliberately 
refrained 


from drawing the conclu-. 
sion that military person- 
nel were better paid than 
their civilian counterparts 
in the government. Yet 
that conclusion was self- 
evident in tables in the 
committee report. 


The 
comparisons 


showed that from the rank 
of sergeant up through 
major general, military 
personnel were receiving 
anywhere from $3,610 to 
$13,465 more in overall 
compensation and benefits 
than civilian employes in 
comparable grades in the 
civil service. The only 
military ranks receiving, 
less were privates 'and 
corporals, and even there 
the monetary disadvan- 
tage was only about $500 
annually. 


The committee report 


suggested that the com- 
parisons undoubtedly 
would come as a "sur- 
prise" to "the majority of 
military personnel," who, 
it said, tend to understate 
their compensation. 


AS the report noted, the 


tendency among military 
personnel, when asked 
about their compensation, 
is to cite only their basic 
pay and housing and sub- 
sistence allowances and to 
leave out such other bene- 
fits as a free retirement 
system, free health care, 
commissary store privi- 
leges 
and government 


payments to their Social 
Security accounts. 


The additional benefits 


were included by the Sen- 
ate committee in making 
its compensation compari- 
sons, as well as similar 
but not as extensive bene- 
fits given to civilian em- 
ployes.

gress is powerless to con- 
trol in the short run. 


For example, he said,

Medicare and 
Medicaid $1.7 billion, 
losses in housing subsidy 
programs $900 million,

Congress did follow thv 


priorities set out in the 
hrsl budget resolution in 
May and did not enact any 
new spending programs, 
Muskie emphasized.

The crowd dispersed a 


short time after several 
antibusing leaders were 
allowed inside the conven- 
tion center to speak with 
Democratic 
leaders.

I'm interested in buying a dia- 


• mond solitaire and would like to 
know what would be a reasonable 
price for a good quality one or two- 
carat stone. I'd also like some ad- 
' vice on selecting a reputable jewel- 
ry store. T.P.R., Long Beach. 


Prices are based on four factors, 


or four "Cs" - carat weight, clarity, 
color and cutting, and according to 
spokesmen in the jewelry industry, 
you can expect to pay from $2,000 
to $5,000 for a high quality one- 
carat stone, and from $4,500 to $15,- 
000 for a good two-carat stone. 
They advise you to seek a jeweler 
from among the more conserv- 
ative, long established stores. One 
jeweler suggests that you ask a 
local banker to recommend a reli- 
able store. Sylvia Porter, syndicat- 
ed financial columnist, suggests 
that you avoid a jeweler who tries 
to sell you a "perfect blue-white 
diamond," which doesn't exist. The 
best-colored diamonds have the 
clearness of tap water— not too 


• blue or yellow. Inferior diamonds 


sell for much less than the above 
prices but reputable jewelers con- 
sider many'of them to be barely of 
gemstone quality, and some sold as 
jewels, one noted, "should be on 
the end of a drill."

U.S.-Russ SALT summit seen near

WASHINGTON - United 


States and Soviet officials, 
looking for ways of salvaging 
the talks aimed at limiting 
strategic arms, are leaving 
open the possibility of a high 
level Soviet-American meeting 
in the next two months to seek 
a formula for breaking the 
deadlock in the negotiations. 


Although no date or details 


have been set, interviews this 
past week with key American 
officials left an impression 
that they expected Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger to 
make a trip to Moscow in the 
near future to confer directly 
with Leonid I. Brezhnev, the 
Soviet Communist Party lead- 


Another possibility, consid- 


ered more remote than a 
Kissinger-Brezhnev 
meeting, 


would be a decision by Presi- 
dent Kord to meet with Brezh- 
nev again, for talks similar to 
those by the two leaders at 
Vladivostok last November 
and hi Helsinki last summer. 
Brezhnev may attend 
a 


Communist Party congress in 
Havana late next month, 
bringing him close enough for 
a meeting at sea or in Florida. 


At a news conference on 


Nov. 10, Kissinger virtually 
ruled out a high-level meeting 
until the Russians produced 
what he called "a reasoned 
response" to the most recent 
American arms limitation 
proposals, which they had re- 
jected summarily. 


At that conference, Kiss- 


inger said the talks were in 
"stagnation." But since then, 
Ambassador 
Anatoly 
F. 


Dobrynin has met with Kiss- 
inger, and other signals have 
been sent between Moscow 
and Washington. 


As a result, officials now 


seem to believe the Russians 


EXCLUSIVE 


will make a serious proposal 
that would make a high-level 
meeting worthwhile. 


But the officials all stress 


that this is in part conjecture 
and intuition, based on the 
knowledge that Brezhnev, who 
is in poor health, would very 
much like to achieve an arms 
accord soon. . 


Soviet diplomats and offi- 


cials here and in other capitals 


have been spreading the word 
in recent.weeks that Brezh- 
nev's health has unproved and 
that he would not retire at the 
25th Communist Party Con-, 
gress, which begins Feb. 24 in 
Moscow. 


The Strategic Arms Limi-

stalemated for some time over 
handling of two issues that had 
not arisen when Ford and 
Brezhnev agreed at Vladivos- 
tok on the framework for a 
new accord. 


At 
Vladivostok, 
they 


agreed to set a limit for both 
sides of 2,400 offensive strate- 
gic delivery vehicles — mis- 
siles and long-range bombers. 
Of these 1,320 missiles could 
have multiple independently 
targetable warheads, known 
as MIRVs. 


The two sides then began 


to negotiate what weapons 
would fall under the 2,400 limit 
and how to verify compliance. 
Problems arose when the 
United States asked Uie Rus- 
sians to include a new bomber, 
known in the West as the 
Backfire, as a strategic bomb- 
er subject to the limit. 


The Russians have so far 


produced about 50 Backfires, 
and have insisted that they are 
medium-range and not subject 
to limitations.

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Gun controls 
rise worldwide 
— doubts told

The day came this past July for the people of Italy 


to register their pistols and rifles and turn in any "arms 
of war" listed in the country's new gun control law The 
police were not ready for what they saw. 


Reported for the first time were 153,839 handguns 


171,097 rifles and shotguns, and 154,821 sabers, daggers 
bayonets and scimitars. 


Handed to authorities were 12,487 machine guns, 


submachine guns, and army shotguns and pistols, along 
with 232,129 cartridges, 18 cannons, mortars and gre- 
nade launchers, and about 500 pounds of explosives. 


The new law, directed at growing political violence 


and armed robberies that had jumped 27.6 per cent in a 
year, also banned the carrying in public of clubs, sticks, 
bars, chains, slings, bolts and "any other object that in 
view of the circumstances of time and place can clearly 
be used to harm people." 


Italy had joined the growing club of nations that 


control guns. From Brazil to France to the Soviet Union, 
the trend is toward more restrictions on who can own 
firearms and how and when they can be used. Some 
governements say that restrictions reduce crime. 


Even in the United States, one of the last nations 


with largely unrestricted gun ownership, control legisla- 
tion is being examined seriously in congressional com- 
mittees despite a strong progun lobby. 


BELGIUM ALSO HAS a strong gun lobby, which is 


credited with blocking government efforts since 1970 to 
strengthen a 1933 gun control law. 


Several bills to restrict gun sales in Brazil are 


moving through the legislative process, including one by 
legislator Edgar Martins to require a "psychotechnical" 
exam for a permit to carry a gun. 


"Every day there are more armed criminals, and 


the guns used by those enemies of society generally 
come from those who get them without emotional and 
technical qualifications," Martins said. 


In France, where nearly half of all homicides last 


year involved guns, officials are less concerned about 
legal gun sales than they are about gun thefts and 
smugglings. 


"The sales of arms are not the main problem for us 


to curb crime," an ulterior ministry official said. "Arms 
are used either by gangsters and other underworld 
people who smuggle them from neighboring countries, 
or by ordinary citizens who use their hunting guns in 
crimes of passion. To forbid the manufacture and sale of 
arms to prevent crime would be as absurd as forbidding 
the making and selling of cars to prevent road acci- 
dents " 


'Government press reports in Russia, where hand- 


guns are rare but hunting guns can be bought with 
approval, indicate Soviet concern. 


"Something is wrong if a person can buy a hunting 


gun and not register it," the government newspaper 
Izvestia said in a February article. "In the last 18 
months, 7,000 unregistered hunting guns have been dis- 
covered hi the (White Russian) Republic." 


GUN CONTROL PROPOSALS before the U.S. Con- 


gress would set stringent registration procedures but 
allow ownership for most law-abiding, mentally compe- 
tent adults. The laws of many nations, however, seek to 
limit ownership to certain classes of people or ban it 
altogether. 


In Sweden, for instance, permission to buy and 


carry weapons is granted only to those who can prove 
they are members of the Swedish Sportsmen's Associa- 
tion, shooting and rifle clubs, or the Swedish Central 
Federation for Voluntary Military Training. 


Sweden's law was amended last year to lengthen 


prison terms for violators and add new qualifications for 
hunters. That may help explain a slight downturn in the 
number of crimes involving guns. 


Singapore's law is more exacting. "Private citizens 


are totally discouraged from owning guns," an official 
said. "Penalties are severe and it is very difficult to buy 
or sell guns." 


The situation is similar in South Korea, where even 


legitimate owners of guns must leave them in police 
custody when they are not being used for hunting. 
"South Korea has a very strict gun control law and it is 
unthinkable for ordinary Koreans or subversive domes- 
tic elements to acquire guns," a police spokesman said. 


It is difficult to measure the effectiveness of gun 


control laws In reducing crime, because many govern- 
ments either don't compile statistics on gun-related 
crimes or refuse to reveal them. But there are indica- 
tions that the laws are working in some countries. 


"I think our gun control system is very effective," a 


government official in Hong Kong said. "There have 
been only three homicides attributed to guns this year 
and only one in 1974." 


IN WEST GERMANY, the federal crime agency 


says it is difficult to statistically trace the effects of a 
1973 gun control law. But the number of crimes in which 
guns were fired dropped from 10,487 in that year to 8,081 
in 1974. 


Singapore police won't release homicide figures, but 


a police source said "armed robberies have declined 
sharply since the imposition of the death sentence on 
accomplices who do not even possess a gun."

Despite hard times, fis- 


CD! safeguards enacted 
years ago are worlang 
weir enough to keep most 
of America's state govern- 
ments well ahead of their 
debt obligations. 


A few states in the 


Northeast have encounter- 
ed severe financial prob- 
lems as the recession has 
cut down ort tax revenues 
while contributing to the 
number of people eligible 
for welfare, unemploy- 
ment benefits and other 
costly state services. 


But an Associated Press 


survey shows that in most 
of the country a conserv- 
ative 
pay-as-you-go 


approach to government 
spending has prevented 
financial discomforts from 
becoming the sort of finan- 
cial crises that have beset 
New-York's city and state 
governments. 


Pay-as-you-go is a tenet 


of the constitutions of 35 
states; they require the 


governors and legislatures 
to cut spending rather 
than incur deficits to pay 
for operating expenses. 


All states allow borrow- 


ing by means of bond 
sales for long-term capital 
projects such as highways 
and buildings. The major- 
ity, however, have erected 
barriers that effectively 
prevent their governments 
from getting too far into 
debt. 


North Carolina is an 


example of a state that 
feels its traditional policy 
of fiscal conservatism is 
paying off. Despite having 
one of the lowest per capi- 
ta incomes in the nation, it 
has a credit rating of 
AAA, the highest granted 
by the Wall Street rating 
firms. 


North Carolina has in- 


deed felt the recession's 
impact. Layoffs in the tex- 
tile and furniture indus- 
tries 
have 
pushed 


unemployment above 10 
per cent for most of the 
year. And, like most other 
states, North Carolina de- 


pends heavily on sales and 
income taxes. When peo- 
ple are out of work, they 
buy and csrn less. State 
revenues go down. 


So the state legislature 


faced a novel problem this 
year. For 10 years, infla- 
tion had made budgeting a 
matter of how to spend 
surplus money, (he result 
of revenues that had in- 
creased 
faster 
than 


operating costs. This year, 
however, costs outpaced 
income, and the legisla- 
ture was forced by the 
constitution to forego 
some programs. A cost-of- 
living pay raise for teach- 
ers and state employes 
was postponed indefinite- 
ly. Other services could be 
cut if revenues do not im- 
prove. A freeze on hiring 
is now under discussion, 
along with a delay on capi- 
tal improvement projects. 


Despite the crunch, the 


state was judged healthy 
by bond investors when it 
sold some previously ap- 
proved water pollution 
bonds in June. It paid an 


interest rate of 3.6 per 
cent, well below the pre- 
vailing market rate for 
municipals, now averag- 
ing almost 5 per cent but 
going as high as 11 per 
cent for New York State's 
short-term notes. 


North Carolina, where 


the voters must approve 
any bond issue, has built 
up a state debt of $458 
million. Debt service re- 
quires only 2 per cent of 
the state's revenue each 
year. 


The percentage of reve- 


nue required to service 
existing debt is a key indi- 
cator of a state's health 
for bond analysts, who 
look askance at a state 
which must devote more 
than 10 per cent of its 
revenues to retiring bonds. 


Across the country, 


state debt loads vary. All 
bonds floated by Texas, 


, for example, are self-liqui- 
dating, paid off automati- 
cally 
from 
designated 


revenues, such as univer- 
sity dormitory rents. Cali- 
fornia devotes 2.1 per cent 


of its revenues to debt. 
Pennsylvania pays about 
4.4 per cent. Massa- 
chusetts is about 8 per 
cent. At the other end of 
the 
spectrum, Vermont 


and Connecticut each pay 
15 per cent. New York 
pays about 12 per cent, 
including the debt service 
of independent state agen- 
cies. 


Many 
states 
with 


favorable debt loads have 
been blessed by factors 
unrelated to their fiscal 
conservatism. In largely 
rural states like Arizona, 
Tennessee, South Dakota 
and 
to a lesser extent 


North Carolina, agricul- 
ture provides a healthy 
economic base. The major 
cities are newer and 
smaller than in the North- 
east industrial belt. They 
have not been surrounded 
by suburban communities 
that debilitate the tax base 
of the central city and 
force it to depend on state 
government for financial 
aid. 


In North Carolina, the 


major cities have subur- 
ban areas within, the 
cities' limits, so these 
areas contribute to city 
revenue. 


Such healthy states 


usually do not have the 
welfare loads of a state 
like Massachusetts. Arizo- 
na's total welfare cost, for 
example, comes (e less 
than $50 a year for each 
person in the state, while 
in Massachusetts the per 
capita figure is nearly $200 
and in New York over 
$200. 


North Carolina's crusty 


treasurer, Edwin Gill, put 
it this way: "North Caroli- 
na is not a wealthy state 
like New York. We have 
had to be financially con- 
servative and responsible 
to insure that we'd be able 
to do anything for our peo- 
ple." 


Gill, 76, was a legislator 


in 1929 when the Great De- 
pression pushed m a n y 
state and local govern- 
ments to the brink of 
bankruptcy. North Caroli- 
na survived, despite the 


fact that the 1930s were a 
time of deflation, when 
debts grew relatively larg- 
er. In inflationary times, 
they grow relatively 
smaller. 


Gill emerged from that 


experience committed for 
life to a philosophy he 
calls prudent. "You don't 
obligate yourself to more 
debt than you can expect 
to be able to pay," he 
says. 


Of course, the fiscally 


conservative states do not 
enjoy the pinch that is re- 
quiring most of them now 
to cut spending to match 
revenues. 


From 1967 to 1974, North 


Carolina's payroll grew by 
24 per cent to pay for 
more teachers, mental 
hospital attendants and 
police. 


During that period, 


state and local govern- 
ment employment across 
the nation rose 28 per 
cent, according to a study 
by the Joint Congressional 
Economic Committee. In 
the same period, federal 
employment rose 6 per 
cent and private employ-

In the 20 states with the 
highest 
unemployment 


rates, they dropped to 
practically nothing — a 
total of ?800 million. 


In Illinois, for example, 


Gov. Daniel Walker had to 
cut $330 million from his 
budget for the current fis- 
cal year to avoid a deficit. 
The state's revenues are 
stretched so tightly that it 
has developed a cash flow 
problem and has been 
forced to postpone pay- 
ment of some bills until 
the revenues have become 
available. 


Massachusetts has 
a 


?400 million deficit in this 
fiscal year, 14 per cent of 
Ihe budget, and Gov. 
Michael Dukakis has 
asked the legislature to in- 


crease taxes and cut 
spending, mostly for social 
services and higher educa- 
tion, to eliminate the defi- 
cit. 


In the last fiscal year, 


only Massachusetts and 
Connecticut 
actually 


closed the books in July 
with deficits: $70 million 
in Connecticut and $450 
million in Massachusetts. 
The other states, despite 
declining revenues and 
rising costs, managed to 
balance their budgets. And 
a few, like Texas, had big 
surpluses because of the 
tax revenues from boom- 
ing energy and agricultur- 
al industries. The Texas 
surplus was nearly $1 bil- 
lion. School aid was 
increased $700 million. 


But even Texas feels the 


pinch when it tries to sell 
bonds. Since they are tax 
free, state bonds have 
always sold for low inter- 
est rates. Ten years ago, 
the average rate was 3 per 
cent, nearly two percent- 
age points below the cur- 
rent average. 


John K. Pfeiffer, vice 


president in charge of 
bond rating for Standard 
and Poor's of New York, 
says he's received visits 
from 10 state governors in 
recent months. Each tried 
to persuade him that his 
state deserved a high 
credit rating, despite the 
New York City crisis. 


The rising interest rates 


have helped to trap sever- 
al Northeastern states in a 
cycle of debt they are now 
struggling to break. These 
states have been the hard- 
est hit because of high 
unemployment. They im- 


port much of their food 
and energy. Most have 
decaying inner cities that 
place severe demands on 
state governments. 


In addition, the North- 


eastern states are those 
which have the lowest 
debt barriers built into 
their statutes and state 
constitutions. 


Officials in Northeast- 


ern states are incensed 
that their budgets bear the 
burden of welfare recipi- 
ents who often come from 
places like North Carolina, 
where 
payments 
are 


lower.

Hannaford, D-Long Beach, 
charged that the decision 
was "a shocking betrayal 
of California taxpayers 
which will cost the state of 
California $200 million in 
lost revenues annually." 


Hannaford, whose dis- 


trict includes oil wells on 
state-owned tidelands, as- 
serted that unless the 
price increases are grant- 
ed "it will be no longer 
economically feasible to 
continue production at 
many wells." 


He said the FEA deci- 


sion "will hamper the ef- 
forts of California inde- 
pendent oil producers to 
compete with the major 
oil companies who have 
their own wells." 


The Lands Commission 


had asked the FEA for 
price hikes which would 
narrow the current differ- 
ential between California 
old oil, averaging $4.21 a 
barrel, and the national 
average price of $5.25 a 
barrel. 


The designation "old 


oil" applies to oil from 
wells drilled before 1973, 
up to the amount produced 
by those same wells dur- 


ing corresponding months 
in 1972. Other domestic oil 
is now free from federal 
controls. 


California oil prices 


have been lower than the 
nationwide average be- 
cause the oil is heavier 
and had been more costly 
to refine than other oils. 
However, state officials 
contend that new tech- 
niques have been de- 
veloped to make refining 
California oil less costly. 


The FEA spokesman 


said Zarb had decided that 
"an upward adjustment of 
the differential cannot now 
be justified." 


"Although the FEA 


fully recognizes the neces- 
sity for new price incen- 
tives to maintain old oil 
production at or above 
current levels, it finds no 
reason to believe that 
greater incentives are 
needed in California than 
in the rest of the nation," 
he said. 


The spokesman said 


there was no "particular 
inequity" affecting Cali- 
fornia oil and "no evi- 
dence to believe that 
production costs have in- 
creased there more rapid- 
ly than elsewhere in the 
United States."

Judge Klein tells NOW courts j 
discriminate against women

Court Judge Joan Demp- 
sey Klein criticized her 
profession Saturday for 
prolonging what she called 
sexually discriminatory 
laws. 


"Since the beginnings of 


this nation, judges, 99 per 
cent of whom are males, 
have utilized generaliza- 
tions and 
stereotyping 


about men and women in 
then- reasoning to prolong 
the existence of blatantly 
sexually discriminatory 
laws," Mrs. Klein told 
delegates to the fourth 
annual convention of the 
California branch of the 
National Organization for 
Women (NOW) in Los Am- 
geles. The feminist group 
is holding two days of 
meetings. 


"Such generalities as all 


women are weak, fragile, 
emotionally unstable, shy 
and retiring, passive, un- 
able to handle money mat- 
ters nor make decisions, 


dependent, and akin to 
children in their need for 
care, play an all-too-fre- 
quent and large part in the 
collective American male 
thinking process," the jur- 
ist said. 


Mrs. Klein urged dele- 


gates to work for passage 
of the 
Equal Rights 


Amendment, which has 
been ratified by 34 of the 
required 38 states. 


"Whether ratification 


becomes a reality by 1979 
will depend on the pres- 


sures exerted upon legisla- 
tors in those state where 
the issue is pending," she 
said. 


Mrs. Klein called oppo- 


nents of the proposed 27th 
Amendment 
"well-fi- 


nanced, aggressive and 
articulate, if oftentimes 
misinformed factually." 


Mrs. Klein said passage 


of the ERA was needed to 
correct discrimination in 
all areas of the law. 


"It is not only in em- 


ployment that 
sexually 


discriminatory 
laws 


abound," she said. "An 
examination of laws relat- 
ing to credit, housing, 
education, sports, the mili- 
tary, marital and criminal 
legislation, etc., disclose 
the same faulty logic 
being used to justify dif- 
ferent treatment of the 
sexes." 


Delegates will elect offi-

SACRAMENTO (AP) - 


California may run short 
of timber if a federal court 
ruling banning the clear- 
cutting of trees in national 
forests is extended to the 
state, says a federal for- 
estry official. 


Ted Koskella, the U.S. 


Forest Service official in 
charge of resources in 
California, said hi an 
interview that the ruling 
could cut timber produc- 
tion from national forests 
in the state by as much as 
60 per cent. 


"We'd have to com- 


pletely rethink our timber 
management plans," Kos- " 
kella said. 


One timber industry 


official said the ruling 
could prompt companies 
to strip private lands of 
their trees to make up for 
the loss of wood from na- 
tional forests. 


THE RULING in August 


stemmed from a suit 
brought in West Virginia 
by several conservation 
groups. It. is not being 
applied in Western states, 
but it could be if a similar 
suit is brought and upheld. 


A federal appeals court 


ruled that both clear-cut- 
ting and thinning in the 
Monongahela 
National 


Forest in West Virginia 
violated the 1897 federal 
law which established the 
national forest system. 


Clear-cutting is remov- 


ing an trees in an area. 


Thinning means cutting 
selected trees, including 
young ones, in crowded 
areas. Both are common 
logging practices. 


The court said clear-cut- 


ting violated a rule that 
national forest trees must 
be marked before being 
cut for sale, and thinning 
violated other restrictions. 


THE SIERRA Club, one 


of the groups that brought 
the suit, said in its news- 
letter, that the ruling 


meant "the Forest Service 
will have to give up tree 
farming and go back to 
practicing forestry." 


Officials say national 


forests hold about half 
California's 
commercial 


timber and yield about 
two-fifths of its lumber. 


George Craig- of the 


Western Timber Associa- 
tion, a group of companies 
that buy timber from na- 
tional forests, says those 
forests yield 2 billion 
board-feet of lumber a 
year in the state.

has encountered sharp 
hostility in the past. 


The agency has not 


changed its 
recruiting 


techniques, a spokesman 
said in Washington. 


"We have about a dozen

We place 
ads in colleges news- 
papers, we work through 
college placement agen- 
cies, and we have a fair 
number of walk-ins, the 
same as it has been since 
the inception of the agen- 
cy."

State university seeking funds as enrollment surges

State university officials will 


a s k ' f o r $2,195,000 in additional 
funds this week to offset a surprise 
enrollment surge that has unbal- 
anced college budgets. 


Although they think they'll get 


the money, planners at the 19 state 
colleges are weighing unpleasant 
alternatives they'll have to resort 
to- this spring if the State Finance 
Department turns them down. 


Those alternatives include plac- 


ing lids on new enrollment—at en- 
tire colleges or hi "impacted" 
programs—and laying off some 


part-time faculty. Larger class 
sizes are also possibile. 


Some college officials believe 


that if enrollment continues sharply 
upward, instead of leveling off or 
growing slowly as they had expect- 
ed, economy-minded state officials 
may push harder for imposing tui- 
tion. 


The enrollment increase, a na- 


tionwide phenomenon that appears 
to be caused primarily by unem- 
ployment, has already forced 
colleges hi other states to severely 
limit enrollments. 


The State University of New 


York has decided to hold enroll- 
ment at present levels for the next 


five years at 20 of its campuses. 
Michigan State University is mov- 
ing to decrease its student body. 


When California 
enrollment 


records were tallied this fall, the 
state university system had three 
per cent more students than its 
budget provided for. The increase 
at Long Beach State University 
was 3.7 per cent (for a total of 
almost 33,000 students). Dominguez 
Hills had 5.1 per cent more than 
expected. 


Each state college has reacted 


in a different way to this fall's 
surge of students. But each has had 
to make contingency plans to cut 
back services next spring to make 


Hearings slated 
on condemnation, 


project

Public hearings on two signifi- 


cant Long Beach permit applica- 
tions.— one for demolition of a 
downtown building, the other for a 
proposed housing project in Naples 
— will be held Monday by the South 
Coast Regional Commission. 


They will be among about 70 


applications to be considered dur- 
ing the all-day session, starting at 9 
a.m., in the council chambers at 
Huntington Beach City Hall. 


THE CITY of Long Beach is 


seeking approval to demolish the 
11-story Omar Hubbard Building, 
310 W. Broadway, on the site of the 
proposed Long Beach Art Musuem 
in the Civic Center superblock. 


Its 118 units have been vacated 


to make way for the proposed 
demolition. The building once of- 
forded a magnificent view of the 
ocean and was one of the first own- 
your-own apartment complexes on 
the West Coast. 


New construction has virtually 


obliterated the view, however, and 
'— according to the commission's 
staff report — it would cost: $2 
million to bring the deteriorated 
building up to code. 


COASTAL commission staff 


planners are recommending ap- 
proval of the project, with one 


condition, that before the permit is 
issued, the city "submit proof that 
demolition will not result in making 
low or fixed-income housing more 
difficult to obtain (specifically hous- 
ing of comparable quality- and 
cost)." 


The Naples housing project, 


proposed by Read & Faubus Devel- 
opment Co. of Costa Mesa, would 
allow for construction of five two- 
story duplexes, each 25.5 feet in 
height, with attached covered park- 
ing for 20 cars. 


The plot, at 5934-5952 Naples 


Plaza, is zoned strip C-l with R-l 
zoning on surrounding streets. 


PROPOSED land uses for the 


parcel have been a controversial 
issue in the Naples community for 
more than two years. 


An 18-unit condominium' project 


was denied by the regional com- 
missioners in November, 1974. 
They approved a modified propos- 
al, however, for 15 units with 
increased on-site open parking. 
This was appealed to the state com- 
mission by area residents. 


The regional 
commission's 


decision was reversed by a unani- 
mous vote of the state commission, 
which denied the project on the 
grounds of excessive height (51 
feet), lot coverage (81 per cent) and 
nonconformity with the character 
of the neighborhood. 


CONTROVERSY again arose

when the Ix)ng Beach Planning 
Commission certified an environ- 
mental impact report on the cur- 
rent proposal, even though the 
Naples Improvement Association 
had asked for a two-week postpone- 
ment. 


Tom Seegar, NIA president, 


said delay was sought because the 
association, having received the 
EIR only five days before the plan- 
ning commission meeting, did not 
have time for resident review and 
an evaluation of the project. 


up for the overload this fall. 


Fullerton State University an- 


nounced a collegewide enrollment 
ceiling. 


At Long Beach State Universi- 


ty, college officials said enrollment 
lids would probably have to be 
placed on even more "impacted" 
departments than this semester 
and some part-time faculty would 
probably be laid off. 


"We hope the money comes 


through from the state," said LBSU 
vice president David Gray. "Other- 
wise we'll have to take some action 
in the spring. We can't operate this 
far out of balance." 


University system officials will 


ask their Board of Trustees to re- 
quest additional money from the 
State Finance Department Monday. 
"We're optimistic about getting it," 


one official said. (LBSU would get 
from $200,000 to $300,000). 


The proposal for more funds 


states that the enrollment jump 
"has placed critical demands on 
faculty and support resources

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L.B. lawyers find surprise, 
sentiment on Soviet trip

Three Long Beach lawyers on a 


whirlwind trip to Russia found 
apprehension and surprise, a senti- 
mental reunion, exasperation, 
beauty and a host of diverse, con- 
tradictory impressions. 


And, 
although three lawyers 


anywhere would have trouble 
agreeing on anything, these three 
concurred that Russia offers: 


—The appearance of affluence 


by city dwellers. 


—Complete equality for women. 
—No litter anywhere and gener- 


ally few consumer goods. 


—Bureaucratic snafus equal to 


those anywhere in the world. 


For one of the three, Deputy 


Public Defender Elvira Austin, the 
highlight was a tearful, joyous 
meeting with the 83-year-old grand- 
father and aunt she last saw when 
she fled Kiev in 1943 with her moth- 
er and father. 


FOR DEPUTY City Prosecutor 


Ron Brodsky the trip was an eye 
opener, a surprise. 


And for attorney Richard 


Smith, the experience was both a 
surprise and a confirmation of 
previous convictions. 


The three were part of a group 


of 161 Americans on an Aeroflot 
inaugural flight from Los Angeles 
to Moscow Nov. 7-15. 


On the itinerary were Moscow, 


Leningrad, Odessa and Kiev—the 
museums, public buildings, cafes, 
streets and parks. 


IF THE TRIP was an endur- 


ance contest because of the time 
schedule, it was also an exercise in 
frustration because of the intransi- 
gence of Intourist, all agreed. 


Says Smith: "It wasn't that we 


couldn't go anywhere we wanted, 
but they were insulted if we didn't 
want to look at the missile display 
or stand in long lines to visit 
Lenin's tomb." 


Unnerving, too, was the inci- 


dent when a 9-year-old Russian 
boy, 
given a Polaroid picture of 


himself and his dog, showed it to a 
policeman and then was roughly 
dragged away by the officer. 


"We were appalled and de- 


manded an explanation from our 
guide," says Smith. "She said it 
was because he was a truant and 
was in the habit of begging gum 
from tourists." 


HOWEVER, explains Brodsky, 


the member of their group who 
took the picture said the boy had 
said nothing to her before she click- 
ed the camera. Later Brodsky's 
wife, June, saw the youngster 
released and darting down a side 
street. 


Mrs Austin's grandfather, she 


says, is the same shouting,-unre- 
constructed enemy of the state she 
knew as a child—still damning 
those who took away his home and 
art gallery. Otherwise, he is com- 
fortable in an austere apartment, 
his physical needs provided for in 
his old age, his days made happier 
by her gifts of his favorite "Black 
Doctor" wine. 


The aunt, also 83, lives in one 


room of her 40-room home in Mos- 
cow,

Even though her vocabulary is still in its formative 
stage she is more articulate than most of the young 
"method" actors you see on the Merv Griffin and 
Johnny Carson shows. 


Money is no object where Summer Anderson's 


wardrobe is concerned, which is why my wife, Mike, 
plunked down a fast $1.50 for two Junior League 


rummage sale outfits for her. The costumes are a bit 
large, but Summer will grow into them, for she's a 
chip off my old block. 


We had rummage sales when I was a child, but 


in those days we called them "Dad." At least that 
was true in my case. When my father gave up on a 
suit after 10 or 12 years it became my property. One 
such legacy was the vested, dark blue pinstripe I 
wore to Confirmation when I was in the sixth grade. 


I stood out among my knicker-clad male class-

A censor in Nebraska

In Nebraska, a county judge 


'imposed severe limitations on 
•what news organizations could 
•publish or broadcast about a man 
;accused of murdering six persons. 
•': Some of those restrictions have 
'been lifted by U.S. Supreme Court 
..'Justice Harry A. Blackmun, but 
/others remain, and their presence 
•as disquieting. 


JUSTICE BLACKMUN ruled 


that the trial court could tempo- 
rarily ban any publicity linking 
the facts of the crime to the per- 


.' son accused of committing it. This 
'"would ban reporting of the fact 
...that the accused man has confess- 
•jed to the mass murder. It would 
.; ban reporting the statements of 
-•• -persons who say the accused man 
~%ld them about the slayings. It 
'.':.; would ban publication of the infor- 
...'•mation that the accused man left 
•-,;a note at the murder scene. 


... The Nebraska secrecy order is 


'"•'^different from the usual court 
/order barring law enforcement 


officials and parties to a case 


-/from providing information about 
" ;the case. The Nebraska order di- 
;: 
rr_ectly bars newspapers and others 
^Trom publishing information re- 
j-;.yealed in open court and also 
"'from publishing information about 
•••the defendant's criminal record. 
•;",. The First Amendment to the 
,'.'tJ-.S. Constitution bars any 
-'..abridgement of freedom of the 
. press, but Justice Blackmun sug- 
"gested that while this amendment 
would come into play to protect 
reporting of the trial, it does not 
apply to news stories before the 
trial starts. 


The justice's intentions are 


laudable. He wishes, as did the 
trial court judge, to ensure that so 
far as possible jurors will not 
have been subjected to prejudicial 
publicity. Once a jury has been 
chosen, Justice Blackmun must 
reason, it can be sequestered if 
necessary to protect its members 
from being influenced by news- 
paper and television reports on 
the case. 


IT MAY WELL be that in this 


particular case delaying the publi- 
cation of information will do the 
public no harm. But there can be 
cases hi which such a delay would 
be harmful. It might increase pub- 
lic fears. It might even make it 
easier for a corrupt judge to dis- 
miss a case. 


Newspapers and broadcasters 


should use discretion in reporting, 
information such as criminal 
records that might not be admissi- 
ble as evidence in a trial. Ordi- 
narily, publication of that sort of 
information can be delayed until 
the jury verdict is in without de- 
priving the public of information 
it needs to have. But the First 
Amendment clearly leaves the re- 
sponsibility for exercising such 
discretion with the press and not 
with the courts. 


An order issued by a Supreme 


Court justice in a case such as 
this is only temporary. His rulings 
do not become binding on other 
judges in similar cases. Justice 
Blackmun's assent to court-im- 
posed censorship is regrettable, 
however, and we hope it is a one- 
time anomaly that neither he nor 
other judges will repeat.

contained. Thurber lay awake 
nights trying to think of an exam- 
ple of the reverse of this: the 
thing contained for the container. 
He finally found one, which as we 
recall required him to make up a 
small scene in which someone 
brandished a milk bottle at a loud- 
mouth. "If you don't shut up," 
Thurber imagined him saying, 
"I'll smack you on the head with 
the milk."

Reagan was in a private compartment 


up front. The reporters and campaign staff 
were forced to endure the back of the bus, 
where there were large, comfortable seats, 
tables, a shower, a kitchen, and a bar, well 
stocked. 


What eastern writers will probably 


learn first about Ronald Reagan is that he 
digs organization, smooth, punctual, effi- 
cient organization. If the travel schedule 
reads "Arrive Topeka 11:32 a.m.," that is 
when Ronald Reagan and party will arrive 
in Topeka. 


AND SO IN 1970 as reporters were

Medical malpractice 


EDITOR: 


One of the proposals now being ad- 


vanced by various medical groups is to 
limit physicians' liability for medical mal- 
practice damages to $100,000. Any balance 
of a jury verdict in excess of that would be 
paid from a state fund created by taxes on 
insurance policies or group insurance poli- 
cies. 


Limiting the recovery for the victims 


•of malpractice would imply those victims 
suffer less pain than the victims of other 
types of injuries. Not even a medical doc- 
tor could convince any patient of that. 


If the balance of the jury verdict were 


paid from a fund created by the contribu- 
tions of income from doctors who make in 
excess of $100,000 a year, the plan might 
have some merit. 


Unfortunately, the great majority of 


the medical profession is being forced into 
a high premium situation due to the prac- 
tices of some of the higher risk fields of 
medicine. Yet it is those same higher risk 
fields that are producing the higher in- 
comes for the practitioners. 


Perhaps the costs of medical malprac- 


tice could be reduced by simply requiring 
the doctor found to have not rendered 
appropriate care to contribute all fees re- 
ceived in the treatment of this particular 
patient toward the payment of the mal- 
practice insurance premium. In this way 
the doctor who practices good medicine for 
40 years without a malpractice claim 
against him will not be penalized for the 
carelessness of another practitioner.

Dealer, the Cleveland Press, and 
the Ohio black press, dominated by 
W. 0. Walker of the Call-Post. 


Seeing the life of a city in these 


terms, you get a better understand- 
ing of American democracy.' The 
Western Reserve University was 
founded in 1826, when John Quincy 
Adams was President. Thomas Jef- 
ferson and John Adams died that 
year on the same day, appropriate- 
ly on July 4. 


This university is not only edu- 


cating young undergraduates and 
administering one of the best medi- 
cal, 
dentistry, 
and 
nursing 


professional schools in the world,- 
but it is also dealing with the 
human and technical problems of 
its own community here in Cleve- 
land. 


IT IS INVITING the old people 


of the Cleveland community into its 
classrooms, and it is making the 
thoughtful minds of its faculty 
available to help deal with-the dis- 
tracting and troubling problems of 
this entire nprthern Ohio area. 


Still, Cleveland, like Boston, 


and many other major cities, is 
now involved in a major political 
and legal problem over the racial 
integration of its public schools, 
and this is an odd and troubling 
situation. 


In some ways, Cleveland has 


been more progressive on racial 
questions in the schools than any 
other American city. Forty per 
cent of its school-teaching staff is 
black, as compared to 5 per cent 
for Boston. Forty-five per cent of 
Cleveland's administrative staff is 
black. Two of the five leaders of 
the Board of Education here are 
black. 


Yet it is true that 57 per cent of 


the Cleveland school population is. 
black and because of the "white 
flight" from the central city to the 
suburbs there is clearly segrega- 
tion of the races in the city schools. 


ACCORDINGLY, the NAACP 


has brought the Board of Education 
into the federal courts this past 
week, charging "intentional" seg- 
regation and calling for "compre- 
hensive reassignment of students" 
— which of course means substan- 
tial and controversial busing. 


The local black leaders are 


very dubious about the wisdom of 
all this. Even the local NAACP 
leaders, in contrast with the nation- 
al NAACP leaders, have their 
doubts. 


And the whole community is 


Wondering whether the racial situa- 
tion would be better after a court 
order for busing than it is now. 


The other day, Henry Kissing- 


er, the secretary of state, asked, 
"Why do we insist on tearing our- 
selves apart?" and this is what 
many people in the Cleveland com- 
munity are now asking about the 
situation here. 


NEW .YORK - The outlines 


were generally known but still it 
was hard to credit the details dis- 
closed in Washington about the 
Central Intelligence Agency's plots 
to assassinate foreign leaders and 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion's efforts to assassinate the 
character and career of the Rev. 
Dr. Martin Luther King. 


In fact, if King was right in 


believing that the FBI was trying 
to drive him to suicide — and docu- 
mentary evidence appears to sup- 
port that interpretation — then the 
bureau can be said to have tried to 
assassinate 
him physically. 
Its 


method was only slightly more 
devious than the CIA's poisons and 
its deals with Mafia killers. 


CAN THESE things actually 


have been done in the name of the 
American people, by their author- 
ized security agencies, through the 
consent or indifference of their 
elected political leaders? The an- 
swer is "yes," and that fact has to 
be faced in all its implications be- 
fore anything effective can be done 
to prevent such obscene actions in 
the future. 


The Senate Intelligence Com- 


mittee, for example, is going to 
offer legislation to outlaw assassi- 
nation plots against foreign 
leaders. But what good will that do, 
if nothing else is done? Both CIA 
and FBI officials have shown them- 
selves repeatedly willing to ignore 
and break the law. Even the com- 
mittee's own report tells how a 
former CIA official, Richard Bis- 
sell, waved aside suggestions that 
planning to Mil Patrice Lumumba 
might be legally a murder plot; 
and Richard Helms, the former 
CIA director and still this country's 
accredited ambassador to Iran, 
told the committee himself that it 
had never occurred to him to check 
on the agency's legal authority for 
the mail intercepts it used in snoop- 
ing on American citizens. 


But the intelligence committee 


is centering its recommendations 
on greatly improved congressional 
oversight, including a joint House- 
Senate Oversight Committee. Here 
again, the intention is good, but if 
nothing else is done little will be 
changed in the actual operations of 
the FBI, the CIA and other security 
agencies. They have shown time 
and again their ability to co-opt or 


. to dupe their congressional over- 
seers, not to mention their sup- 
posed political masters in the 
executive branch; and a major rea- 
son why they so frequently disclose 
then- great desire for more formal 
oversight arrangements, is that 
they know such committees as that 
now being proposed usually become 
the ardent defenders and propo- 
nents of the agencies supposedly 
being overseen and controlled. 


The more important necessi- 


ty, without which oversight is likely 
to be futile, is for Congress to re- 
write and sharply restrict 
the 


missions of the security agencies to 
clearly defined activities. The open-

ended authority the CIA now has to 
do virtually anything either direct- 
ed by the National Security Council 
or not specifically prohibited by it 
is one root of its troubles. Another 
probably is the linkage between its 
intelligence-gathering and analysis 
function, and its covert operations. 


NOT ALL covert operations are 


bad — for example, the clandestine 
organization of democratic labor 
unions in third-world countries 
where there might otherwise be no 
such unions — but to vest the 
power to conduct them in a huge 
secret agency that also provides 
the government's basic intelligence 
estimates give that agency too 
much power to influence rather 
than serve foreign policy. And the 
very scope of the CIA's mission 
now insures that it can usually find 
some justification and necessity - 
not to mention means — for doing 
almost anything it thinks useful to 
"national security." 


Somewhat similarly, the FBI's 


sweeping authority to conduct 
counterespionage operations gave 
it the opening to engage in domes- 
tic political spying; since American 
Communists or Fascists or dissi- 
dents might become foreign agents,

they had to be watched and report- 
ed on, in the bureau's view. And 
Congress itself, by requiring such 
abominations as the "security 
register" of Americans to be ar- 
rested and confined in the event of 
a war, gave the bureau an even 
broader mandate to check up on 
the political views and activities of 
thousands of citizens. 


BUT OVERNIGHT, new laws 


and more restricted missions still 
will not "control" the security 
agencies unless the example is set 
for them at the top, in Congress 
and the executive branch. Who 
stood up to, and demanded account- 
ability from, J. Edgar Hoover in 
his prime? In fact, when President 
Johnson and Congress combined- to 
exempt him from mandatory re- 
tirement in 1965, they gave him 
license to pursue his own peculiar 
version of "national security" — 
including his war on Martin Luther 
King, which became known at the 
time both in the White House and 
Congress. 


As for the CIA, if its efforts to 


murder Fidel Castro and Patrice 
Lumumba were not actually order- 
ed by President Kennedy, the 
agency still drew in no small part 
its impressions of what was desira- 
ble and permissible from 
the 


political atmosphere in which it 
operated. More than any other fac- 
tor, that atmosphere, in the execu- 
tive branch and Congress, deter- 
mines finally whether oversight 
and the law will prevail or become 
ciphers.

LBSU audience told 
Reagan a 'potential 
hazard9 to President

The Illinois Congressman who holds.the third- 


ranking position in House Republican leadership said 
in Long Beach this weekend that Ronald Reagan is a 
"potentially hazardous" threat to President Ford's 
political health. 


But Rep. John B. Anderson, who aligns himself 


with Ford hi the growing intraparty struggle between 
the two candidates, said Reagan would have to do 
more than "tick off a lot of charges" about what's 
wrong with the country "if he's going anywhere." 
| 
"Reagan's conservatism is not mirrored in the 


country to the extent that he could win the race for 
president," Anderson said. 


Although he avoided strongly attacking Reagan 


himself, Anderson denounced the ultraconservative 
economic philosophy of unnamed Reagan supporters. 


Noting that some Republicans have charged that 


Ford's deficit budget disqualified him from claiming 
the mantle of fiscal conservatism, Anderson said the 
nation's recession gave Ford no choice. 


"I don't think the future of my party lies with 


latter-day Neanderthalism in fiscal policy." he said. 
"Americans want new ideas, not a retreat behind old 
cliches." 


ANDERSON, chairman of the House Republican 


Conference and second-ranking Republican on the 
House Rules Committee, made his remarks in a 
press conference and in a speech to about 75 persons 
Friday at the Graduate Center of Long Beach State 
University. His talk was sponsored by the college 
administration. 


He said the Republican Part)- is in trouble with 


the nation'? voters because of its "elitism." 


"The party is becoming more exclusive instead 


of appealing to a broader spectrum in society," 
Anderson said. "The GOP must respond to the needs 
of a new and changing clientele." 


It's vital to the party's health that its leaders 


ask, 
"What are we doing wrong that millions of 


Americans have deserted us?", he said. 


Anderson said that only 21 per cent of the 


country's registered voters are Republicans, as op- 
posed to 38 per cent in 1940. He said 96 per cent of the 
party's members are white, only 18 per cent are 
under 30 and 81 per cent are Protestants. 


Only 15 per cent of the nation's college students 


consider themselves Republicans, as opposed to 32 
per cent Democrats, Anderson said. 


AT THE SAME time, an increasing number of 


Republican incumbents are being 'defeated or are 
retiring, he said. 


Although Anderson noted that the party faces a 


"potentially divisive fight" between Ford and Rea- 
gan, he said it's too early to term Reagan's presiden- 
tial bid so divisive that it will damage the party. 


"It's not the candidates who will cause such 


division, but over-eager supporters looking for a 
fight," Anderson said. 


He said that Repulicaris should look for new 


solutions to problems such as welfare instead of 
suggesting "patchwork solutions" such as crack- 
downs on welfare fraud. 


"Reform of the welfare system will take total 


consolidation of all systems into a single, cash-dis- 
pensing agency," he said. 


"People will listen to the party that gives them 


ideas for positive reform," Anderson said.

More folks read more books 
than ever at L.B. libraries

Circulation of books and 


periodicals in the Long 
Beach Main Library was 
up 21.8 per cent in the fis- 
cal year ending last June 
30 and has jumped another 
21 per cent in the past four 
months, City Librarian 
Frances Henselman re- 
ported. 


That gain, and a 9.9 per 


cent increase at Burnett 
Branch Library, helped in- 
crease circulation in the 
Long Beach Public Li- 
brary system by 4.2 per 
cent over fiscal 1973-74, 
Mrs. Henselman said. 


A study of circulation 


figures indicates that the 
increase at both the Main 
Library 
and Burnett 


Branch stems from the 
purchase of a large quan- 
tity of books for the two 
facilities, she said. 


"It shows t h a t when 


people have the materials 
they use them," she said. 


USING MONEY which 


was the library's share of 
possessory-tax 
litigation 


on oil two years ago, the 
Main Branch added 21,638 
books in 1974-75. It had 
purchased 13,666 in 1972- 
73, by comparison. 


Burnett Branch, at the 


start of last year, began 
receiving federal funds 
under a special program, 
and most of the money has 
gone into book purchases, 
Mrs. Henselman said. 


The branch bought 4,376 


books last fiscal year, as 
compared to 1,957 the 
prior year. 


From 
July through 


October of this year, she 
said, the Main Library's 
circulation figures have 
increased another 21 per 
cent, and Burnett has 
recorded a 30 per cent in- 
crease.

"Without additional re- 


sources, enrollments in 
the winter and spring 
terms will by necessity 
have to be curtailed." 


The report points out 


t h a t 
the 
Legislature's 


Budget Act allows the 
Trustees to declare an 
"enrollment 
emergency" 


when enrollment projec- 
tions are 
exceeded by 


more than 2 per cent. 


The enrollment rise at 


LBSU was primarily caus- 
ed by more present stu- 
dents continuing in college 
and taking more classes. 
But there were also more 
new students. 


"My own belief is that 


this is a temporary phe- 
nomenon," Gray said. 
"But 
since we can't pre- 


dict the impact of future 
social change and the fu- 
ture state of the economy, 
we don't know for sure." 


College officials won't 


know until next month 
whether spring registra- 
tion is up also. Applica- 
tions are being taken for 
next fall starting this 
month. 


Some qualified students 


applying to LBSU pro- 
grams in physical ther- 
apy, 
nursing, and art are 


already being turned 


away, according to Leo 
Goodman-Malamuth, aca- 
demic vice president. He 
said the radio-TV depart- 
ment also has more stu- 
dents than it can handle. 


Students who want to 


major in some popular 
subjects such as account 
ing are being admitted to 
the college but have been 
unable to get the classes 
they need, he said. 


Gray ruled out placing 


enrollment ceilings on the 
college as a whole for next 
spring. 


He said that LBSU offi- 


cials want to accommo- 
' date all qualified student 
• who apply. 


However, many faculty 


members would rather 
have an enrollment ceiling 
imposed than see the sizes 
of their classes continually 
increased. 


Jim Ryan, chairman of 


LBSU's Academic Senate, 
said he believed some 
classes have already 
grown larger because of 
this fall's enrollment 
surge and the class size 
trend in recent years has 
been upward. 


"Administrators 
are 


reluctant to put a lid on 
enrollment because it 
would put them in a poor- 
er position to get more 
funds," Ryan said. "But 


the larger classes get, the 
less effective professors 
can be and the less learn- 
ing will take place." 


Although college offi- 


cials have considered dis- 
missing part-time faculty 
next spring, Ryan said the 
long-term trend seems to 
be to hire more part- 
timers to cope with in- 
creased enrollment, in- 
stead of recruiting more 
expensive full-time profes- 
sors. 


However the college 


reacts to this fall's enroll- 
ment increase, no one 
wants to over-react and 
discourage too many stu- 
dents from applying. 


If the up-trehd continues 


for 
several semesters, 


that's probably what col- 
lege officials will end up 
doing. But if it's only a 
one-time "blip" in enroll- 
ment patterns, turning 
away too many students 
could be disasterous. 


"We've been working to 


attact more students for 
the past several semesters 
because we were worried 
about falling enrollment," 
one college official said. 
"If word gets around that 
we're overcrowded—and 
enrollment suddenly drops 
off—then we'll have more 
budget troubles." 


is opened, Mrs. Hensel- 
man said the money is 
being spread out so funds 
will be available to buy 
additional volumes when 
the increased space is 
available. 


SHE SAID the library 


staff anticipates an in- 
crease of from 20 to 40 per 
cent in circulation when it 
moves into the new Main 
Library.

75, 'Mrs. Henselman re- 
ported, the Long Beach 
Public Library had a stock 
of C52,185 books. Of these, 
467,143 were adult books, 
including 341,839 nonfic- .

Juvenile books totaled 
185,042, of which 119,161 
were nonfictoon and 65,881 . 
were fiction. 


The totals represent a 


gain of 20,810 volumes in 
adult books and 6,173 in 
juvenile books. The li- 
brary also had 
17,817 


records and 816 films 
available for loan, as of 
the end of the fiscal year, 
Mrs. Henselman said.

having served nine years 
on the group's executive 
committee. 


He also held member- 


ship in the Royal and 
Ancient Golf Club of St. 
Andrew's, Scotland. 


HE WAS awarded a 


Gold Card; signifying life 
membership in the South- 
ern California Profession- 
al Golfers Association, on 
his selection as "Man of 
the Year in Golf" for 1958.

Back when this writer 


was in the Marine Corps, 
we used to 'call the type of 
action taken this week by 
the Los Angeles Board of 
Harbor Commissioners as 
"blowing smoke." 


The board passed a 


resolution praising Spyros 
S. Skouras for serving as 
chairman of the Admiral 
of the Ocean Sea Awards 
Committee, which will 
host a dinner in New York 
honoring Sen. Warren G. 
Magnuson, D-Wash., who 
is chairman of the Sen- 
ate's Interstate Foreign 
Commerce Committee. 


It just so happens that 


Skouras is owner, presi- 
dent and chairman of the 
board of Prudential Lines. 
It also so happens that 
Prudential recently an- 
nounced it is moving from 
Long Beach Harbor to Los 
Angeles Harbor. 


Los Angeles port offi- 


cials were understandably 
happy with the return of 
the shipping line to their 
port and estimate the 
move will increase port 
revenue by about $250,000 
a year. The company, then 
known as Grace Line be- 
fore it was purchased by 
Skouras in 1967, called at 
Los Angeles Harbor for 
nearly 40 years before 
moving to Long Beach. 


In a resolution adopted 


by the Los Angeles board, 
Skouras was saluted for 
"...serving in an instru- 
mental role in paying trib- 
ute to a great and out- 
standing 
American 


(Magnuson)." 


The commission had 


previously voted to spend 
5550 for a full page adver- 
tisement in a souvenir pro- 
gram to be distributed 
during the New York ban- 
quet and to authorize a 
harbor 
representative, 


possibly Mayor Tom Brad- 


ley, a city councilman, or 
a harbor commissioner, to 
fly to New York to attend 
the Magnuson dinner. The 
air fare, hotel, taxi fares, 
and other incidental ex- 
penses would be paid by 
the harbor department out 
of port revenues. 


Magnuson is sponsoring 


a Senate bill that would 
extend U.S. coastal juris- 
diction out to 200 miles. 
Owners, operators, skip- 
pers and-more than 2,000 
fishermen who man the 
commercial fishing boats 
operating out of San Pedro 
and San Diego oppose 
adoption of the Magnuson 
bill. Supporting them are 
thousands of cannery 
workers who process the 
fish landed by the fishing 
boats. So do the workers 
making the cans in which 
the processed fish are 
sealed. So do the truck 
drivers who haul the can- 
ned fish. 


The reason? 
It is feared that if Sen. 


Magnuson's bill becomes 
law (a similar bill already 
has cleared the House of 
Representatives) that 
many of the 148 maritime 
nations will take similar 
action. Already 11 nations 
have claimed the 200-mile 
jurisdiction. 


The general manager of 


the 40-boat Fisherman's 
Cooperative in San Pedro 
has stated that if the fleet 
home-ported in Los An- 
geles Harbor were prohib- 
ited from fishing within 
200 miles of the coasts of 
Mexico, Central America 
and South America it 
would "kill" the fleet and 


eliminate thousands of 
jobs of Terminal Island 
cannery workers—mostly 
women 
of 
minority 


groups. 


John Royal, secretary- 


treasurer of the 550-mem- 
ber Local 33 Fisherman's 
Union, labeled the action 
by the commission salut- 
ing Sen. Magnuson as a 
"slap in the face" to the 
California fishing indus- 
try. 


Royal, who served as a 


member of the Harbor 
Commission for four 
years, asked: 


"Has the commission 


allocated any monies to 
honor our own California 
senators and congressmen 
who have and are fighting 
to protect our fishing 
industry? 


"At the risk of sounding 


like a disgruntled former 
harbor commissioner, 
which I am not, I wonder 
about the legality of 
spending nearly a thou- 
sand dollars to pay tribute 
to a man who is backing a 
law that could kill the 
Southern California fishing 
industry," Royal said.

The first thing Gene Bartow no- 


ticed about UCLA was that it's the 
biggest city he's ever coached in. 
Not Los Angeles. Just UCLA. 


The next thing he noticed was 


that the basketball players are a 
little taller than the ones he had at 
Greentop High. 


People have wondered how J.D. 


Morgan, the big kahuna of West- 
wood, ever found Bartow. It would 
have been easier a few years ago.. 
There were only 412 people in 
Browning, Mo., his hometown. 


But by the time John Wooden 


withdrew blushing after his 10th 
national championship, Bartow had 
progressed into prominence, in 
spite of himself. 


"I started out at a small high 


school," he says. "1 had no great 
ambitions to be a major college 
coach." 


But up he came from Greentop 


to St. Charles to Shelbina to Central 
Missouri State to Valparaiso to 
Memphis State to Illinois, collect- 
ing a state title here, a small col- 
lege title there, some conference 
successes arid even some interna- 
tional renown for his work with the 
Puerto Rican team that finished 
fifth in the '72 Olympics and the 
U.S. National team that swept 
through the People's Republic of 
China, 8-0, like Chiang Kai Shek in 
the good old days. 


Just a smalltown kid with no 


ambition at all. 


SUDDENLY, UCLA was calling 


him on the phone. 


"My first impulse when J.D. 


talked'to me," Bartow says, "was, 
is this the right thing to do—to try 
to follow John Wooden? Some peo- 
ple don't feel it can be done, with 
peace of mind. 


"But then I got to thinking, 


here is the -best basketball program 
in the country, and I'm a basket- 
ball coach. If you're a politician 
and somebody gives you the chance 
to be President, I think most people 
would go that route." 


Actually, Bartow already has 


outstripped Wooden. John never 
won a national championship in the 
first game of the season. 


Of course, it was the Australian 


national championship, which the 
Bruins may or may not claim after 
Friday night's warmup to their 
serious season opener next Satur- 
day. 


They'll be playing in St. Louis,

I Griffin gets 
lthe accolades 
; ANN ARBOR, Mich. 
(AP) — A disbelieving Ray 
Griffin, the younger broth- 
er of Ohio State's record- 
shattering tailback, stole 
the glory Saturday. 


'.'I've been waiting for 


this for a long time. 1 
couldn't believe it," said 
Griffin of his first college 
interception that led Ohio 
State to victory over 
Michigan. 


The 5-foot-9, 177-pound 


sophomore safety picked 
off a Rich Leach pass at 
the Michigan 33-yard line 
in the dying minutes and 
raced to the Wolverines' 
three. One play later, with 
just over two minutes to 
go, fullback Pete Johnson 
rammed in for the clinch- 
ing touchdown as a record 
regular season college 
crowd of 105,543 sat stun- 
ned. 


"I think the quarter- 


back (Leach) underthrew 
the ball," said Archie 
Griffin's younger brother 
of the play which clinched 
a Rose Bowl trip for Ohio 
State. 


Ray's 
performance 


helped erase some of the 
sting that Archie felt from 
the Wolverines' defense. 
The 1974 Heisman Trophy 
winner settled for 46 
yards, ending his national 
record 
of 31 regular 


games of more than 100 
yards rushing. 


Woody Hayes, Ohio 


State's irascible coach, 
was nearly as startled as 
his little defensive star. 
"We thought we could get 
into field goal range after 
we tied it up. But we did- 
n't figure on Ray inter- 
cepting and taking the ball 
to the three," said Hayes. 


Hayes paid tribute to 


the Michigan defense, 
especially in shutting off 
the older Griffin, major 
college football's all-time 
rushing champion with 
,5,177 yards. 


"That's the best defense 


Arch has seen in his ca- 
reer," said Hayes. "But it 
doesn't worry him that his 
streak was stopped, any 
more than it does me. All 
he's interested in is win- 
ning." 


HAYES will be leading 


the undefeated Buckeyes 
to the Rose Bowl for a 
fourth successive year. 
Who would he prefer to 
play? 


"I have no preference," 


he said. "Whoever they 
(the Pac 8) send will be a 
good representative." 
' Hayes was asked if he 
thought Ohio State should 
still be ranked No. 1. "I 


think we, should be," he 
said. "We beat the No. 4 
team." 


What about another na- 


tional championship? "I 
wouldn't be against it," he 
said, looking up at his 
questioner with a smile. 


Bo 
Schembechler, 


Michigan's coach, defend- 
ed his strategy of having 
Leach pass after Ohio 
State's tying touchdown. 


"We decided before the 


game we would not settle 
for a tie. Ties always 
seem to go against us. You 
either play conservatively 
or you play to win. We had 
to gamble late in the game 
and you know what hap- 
pened when we had to go 
to the air," said Schembe- 
chler, who has lost only 
four games—all to Ohio 
State—in his last 70 regu- 
lar season contests. 


"No loss is easy to take, 


for me or my team. Not 
after that kind of an ef- 
fort Our team played one 
hell of a game," said 
Schembechler.

New DFG chief discusses 
-outdoor goals, dangers

Charles Futterton, director of the California Deparl- 


ment-pf Fish and Game, was the guest speaker of the 
Southern California Sports Council at a dinner meeting 
in the Winchester Inn last week, and he reeled off facts 
and figures about the DFG so fast that it was almost 
impossible to absorb even the most pertinent facts. 


Yet, when Fullerton finished his speech and answer- 


ed a:large number of questions, it was apparent that he 


is more concerned about 
the habitat of fish and 
wildlife than he is about 
the production. That is not 
to say that he wants to 
decrease the number of 
fish to be planted; he 
would like to increase that 
number. 


He is most concerned, 


however, about where to 
put those fish; where the 
deer herds will roam, and 
all of the habitat of fish 
and wildlife that is disap- 
pearing so rapidly that by 
the year 2000 there may be 
no place to find fish and 
animals. 


Also, Fullerton is 


quite concerned about the 
sportsman's dollars and 
getting the most results 
from such funds in the 


ry he listed the special interest groups. Asked to define 
special interests, he named a few—those who want the 
sea otters protected, those who want special protection 
for the reptiles, the mountain lions, wild burros and wild 
horses. 


• Reverse the 10-year decline in California's deer 


herds by improving the habitat. Deer will disappear 
from California unless such a program is undertaken 
and is successful. He discussed the "unit plan" at great 
length. 


• Work to change the federal government's order 


that prevents stocking of fish in the high lakes of the 
National Parks. He feels that such a program is keeping 
people out of the parks and that trout plants do not 
degrade the environment such as the federal govern- 
ment charges. He feels that the people of the state and 
our visitors have rights to fish in all lakes if the 
environment is protected. 


EFFORTS TO IMPROVE OCEAN fishing were list- 


ed as one of the main goals, not for the 1976-77 fiscal 
year, but immediately, and Fullerton told of some of

those projects, such as the artificial reefs at Redondo 
Beach, Huntington Beach, Ventura Marina and even the 
Bolsa Chica program. 


About Bolsa Chica, he said that the department had 


acquired some rights to the marshlands from Signal Oil 
and Gas, and that immediate plans called for levees and 
water control to protect the now-degraded area. He 
foresees limited public use for some time when the 
preliminary work is done. 


In the end, however, he thinks that Bolsa Chica 


should have an entry to the ocean, with certain types of 
fishing and a program similar to that of Upper Newport 
Bay, which he calls one of the most important projects 
that the DFG has undertaken hi years. It and Bolsa 
Chica are the only wetlands between the San Francisco 
Bay region and the Mexican border. 


When Fullerton was asked to define "special inter- 


ests," he said: "We must not forget one special interest 
—fishing and hunting." 


On offshore oil drilling, he said that the department 


was very much involved and also very much concerned 
and that the state and federal governments must pro- 
ceed with extreme caution, particularly in the areas 
around such faraway fishing fishing grounds as those 
offered by the Cortes Bank and others. 


ONE OF HIS MAIN CONCERNS is the recent 


opinion given by a federal judge that the federal govern- 
ment has the right to use the water in California's rivers 
and streams the way it sees fit. That means, said 
Fullerton, that the federal government could dry up 
streams in the north where steelhead and salmon run 
and eventually spawn. He is convinced that every per- 
son interested in the outdoors should let his Representa- 
tive or Senator hi Washington know that we don't want 
that.. 


He hammered away at the decreasing habitat for 


fish and wildlife, citing such figures as these: Thousands 
of miles of steelhead streams already lost; three million 
acres of wildlife habitat lost since 1900; 90 percent of the 
coastal marshlands lost for all time; 30,000 acres being 
lost each year to subdivisions, highways, farms.

of Charlie Fnllerton, a man I have known for a long 
time. It took months for Gov. Brown to make up lus 
mind on a. DFG director. In the end, he picked the best 
possible candidate for the job. Charlie served as deputy 
director under Ray Arnett and he served well. He is as 
dedicated about keeping the outdoors and fish and 
wildlife on a high level as any person could be.

At the threshold of IS — her birthday is Thurs- 


day — Caroline Kennedy is a quixotic mixture of 
personalities. She is a sensitive teen-ager, pathetical- 
ly seeking the approval of her friends. She is an 
uninhibited young hoyden, acting silly and engaging 
in uproarious stunts when the mood conies upon her. 
She is a serious-minded young woman who thinks 
deeply about the world and her place in it. 


But. she is not yet ready to enunciate her views 


about herself and the world in a formal interview. On 
the telephone, she tells why, simply but poignantly: 
"I've never been interviewed before." There is a 
pause and she continues: "I'm afraid the questions 
will bring up memories from the past." 


Her voice is low and strong with a cultivated 


Eastern prep school accent which tears no trace of 
the flat Bostonian tones of her father or the little-girl 
breathiness of her mother. She appreciates being 
asked but she declines and in her brief explanation 
there is a hint that the world will some day hear from 
her: "IJiave nothing to say," she says, and pauses 
again before adding: "right now." 


In private, however, Caroline has strong views 


and feelings which she does not hesitate to express 
and, in fact, acts in a manner that has to shatter, 
once and for all, the legend of "shyness" and "re- 
serve" that has grown up-with her. 


Actually, at times she is astonishingly 


uninhibited. ("A pure nut!" one friend says admiring- 
ly.) 


Caroline and her brother John have been among 


the most closely guarded children of our times, but 
for her the sheltered days are over. 


AFTER GRADUATION from Concord Academy. 


Caroline went to England for a year's study at the 
London art auction house, Sotheby's. With 49 other 
students, she will spend the year in an art-apprecia- 
tion course which includes visits to galleries and 
museums in England and on the continent, attending 
lectures and learning how to appraise the value -of 
works of art. Caroline had applied and been accepted 
at Radcliffe College, the women's division of Harvard 
University, but decided to put off college in favor of a 
year's art study. 


Her stay in London has not been without inci- 


dent. On Oct. 23, a bomb exploded outside the resi- 
dence of Hugh Fraser, a member of Parliament with 
whom she was staying. One man, a leading British 
cancer specialist, was killed in the blast. No motive 
has yet been discovered for the bombing, but police 
said they did not believe Caroline was the target. 


If there are many sides to Caroline, the facet 


that gleams brightest, and is inescapable to anyone 
who knows her, is her abiding interest in and love for 
John F. Kennedy. 


There is a special relationship between all fa- 


thers and daughters but, given the tragic circum- 
stances of his death and his place in history, Caro- 
line's attachment, to the memory of the murdered 
President is deeper than most. 


"I really loved him," she told young Juan 


Cameron. A tall youth from Washington with 
shoulder-length brown hair. Cameron was Caroline's

Juan, a 180-pound varsity football and lacrosse 
player, met Caroline in the fall of 1974 at Hickory 
Hili, the home of Ethel Kennedy.

Is it true love? Or mere infatuation? 
That's a big question in military circles 


these days as increasing numbers of women 
seem to be losing their hearts to the Reserve 
Officers Training Corps. 


According to statistics released by Army 


National ROTC headquarters in Monroe, 
Va., the number of women cadets has more 
than doubled since campus ROTC programs 
first began accepting women three years 
ago. 


At many schools, an Army spokesman 


said, women comprise more than 30 per cent 
of this year's freshmen classes. The percent- 
age at individual colleges may run higher, 
he said. 


"Our percentage is going up all the 


time," said Mark Kodama, an information • 
assistant for the Army ROTC program at 
UCLA. 


"The first two years we made special 


efforts to recruit women," he admitted. 
"But this year we haven't done much at 
all." 


The same kind of increased participation 


was reported by Maj.. Isadore Washington 
Jr., a recruitment officer for the Air Force 
ROTC program at USC. 


"As of 31 October 1975 we had 15 women 


enrolled in our program," Maj. Washington 
said. "This compares with eight women en- 
rolled as of 31 October 1974." 


Total enrollment in USC's AFROTC pro- 


gram, which involves students from 41 col- 
leges and universities in the Southern 


California area, is 240 students, Ma]. Wash- 
ington said. 


Maj. Washington, who is also a professor 


of aerospace science at USC, explained that 
the Air Force has long been an advocate of 
female participation in its officer training 
programs. 


Women first participated in an AFROTC 


experimental program 
in 1956 and have 


been admitted to campus programs on a 
regular basis since 1970. 


"In fiscal 1970 there were six women 


nation-wide in Air Force ROTC programs," 
he said. "This year there are 2,246 women 
participating in programs at 168 colleges." 


WHY THE SURGE of interest among 


women in ROTC programs? 


There are several reasons, military 


spokesmen agree. A major factor — or at 
least the most immediate one — is that 
participation in. ROTC offers a way of fi- 
nancing the ever spiraling cost of higher 
education. 


"I read about the four-year scholarships 


that were available if you got in the ROTC," 
said Gale Wuchner, a Long Beach State 
University freshman who is enrolled in 
UCLA's Army ROTC satellite program at 
LBSU. 


"I didn't get the scholarship," the 18- 


year-old pre-medical student explained. 
"But I thought I'd try it out anyway to see 
howl liked it." 


In addition to the four-year tuition and 


expenses scholarship, Army ROTC offers 
three-, two- and one-year scholarships for 


qualified students. Air Force ROTC cadets 
may compete for four-, three- and two-year 
scholarships. 


Participants in advanced programs of 


either service (juniors and seniors) receive a 
$100 a month stipend. Scholarship recipients 
and those who receive the monthly stipend 
must agree to a period of active duty service 
upon graduation. 


No commitment is required of freshmen 


and sophomore ROTC participants. 


"Our experience has been that women 


compete favorably with men for scholar- 
ships," Maj. Washington said. "Of the 15 
women now participating in our program, 
two are on three-year scholarship pro- 
grams." 


Military spokesmen believe that favora- 


ble publicity about the military as an equal 
opportunity employer and expanded oppor- 
tunities for women also have contributed to 
the increased participation of women. 


They explained that women are now 


fully integrated into the military service, 
barred only from flying planes (other than 
helicopters), serving aboard warships and 
bearing arms in combat. 


Another factor, they added, is that the 


service is viewed as a good job in an unccr 
tain economy.

IT WAS A NIGHT of show-stoppers, with each 


successive performer trying to top everybody else. 
But one major surprise that knocked the audience off 
its feet was the unexpected appearance of that saucy, 
sexy, Southern spitfire Elizabeth Ashley, wrapped in 
a black satin slip cut up to her Christmas decora- 
tions; swinging and saying the Gershwin-Kurt Weil! 
"Saga of Jenny" while six chorus boys tossed her 
toward Heaven. The screaming crowd went berserk, 
and that was only the first act. 


After intermission, during which voices came 


from everywhere echoing approval ("They should 
have recorded this night!" "It makes me feel alive 
again!"), Barbara Cook,'who has one of the most 
beautiful voices ever heard by man, electrified the 
stately old Avery Fisher Hall with her moving rendi- 
tion of "The Man I Love," Elizabeth Ashley got 
sawed in half by Doug Henning of "The Magic Show" 
while singing "Do Do Do What You Done Done Done 
Before," Kitty Carlisle Hart made one of her rare, 
magic appearances shimmering like a summer sun- 
dae in pink lemonade chiffon while her still gorgeous, 
lyric soprano voice hauntingly recreated "My Ship" 
from "Lady in'the Dark," a show Ira Gershwin 
worked on with Kitty's late husband, Moss Hart. As I 
said, it was one of those nights that made history and 
made you wonder where all that beauty and genius 
and wit has gone in the declining years of musical 
theater. 


We soon found out .where it went when they 


brought out Jerry Orbach, a tone-deaf mediocrity 
who appears in the current musical, "Chicago." This 
was the kind of evening that separated the men from 
the boys, and .poor, ossified Orbach proved what 
league he belongs in by turning out to be the night's 
only non-professional embarrassment. For some 
mysterious reason that can only be explained by the 
producers, Orbach was handed a plum in two of 
Gershwin's greatest triumphs, "How Long Has This 
Been Going On" and "S'Wonderful." He turned them 
into dirges, his voice wandering unsteadily through 
several keys beyond his range and ability. 


BUT IT WAS ALSO the kind of night in which 


even .a grave error like that could be forgiven. 
Quickly, dismissed by mild, polite applause, he was 
immediately replaced before the audience whispers 
of 'astonishment could, accelerate by the magnificent 
Chita Rivera, who woke everybody up to a standing 
ovation with her splashy production number, "Sam 
and Delilah" from "Girl Crazy." 


And there was more: Bobby Short, demonstrat- 


ing the ease and polish that has crowds filing in to 
hear him nightly at the Cafe Carlyle, waxing "I Can't 
Get Started" to a thrilling sheen. Gotham, that daffy 
singing trio, appeared in safari suits and pith helmets 
doing Gershwin's pastiche, "Sunny Disposish," and 
then the fireworks exploded. Another big-game hunt- 
er skated forth from Ihe wings to tumultuous ap- 
plause. Her name was Bette Midler, and if anybody- 
still needs proof that Ira Gershwin is just as relevant 
and applicable to 1075 as he was to the music of the 
better musical years, she sealed the legend 'in gold. 


After setting off a few kegs of her own dynamite 


with the obscure comedy tune "My Cousin From 
Milwaukee," she gleefrliy chided the audience ("This 
is the classiest night I've ever been associated with") 
and the orchestra ("We're all working free tonight 
except the band -- right, fellas and gals?"), and paid 
her own rhythmic tribute to Ira Gershwin by singing, 
with great feeling and emotion, her own contempo- 
rary arrangement of a song that could well be the 
theme of all artists who have achieved individuality 
and originality. The song was "They Can't Take That 
Away From Me," and until you hear Bette Midler 
sing Ira Gershwin, you don't know what love is. 


What seemed like 10 high school marching bands 


suddenly descended upon Lincoln Center at that pre- 
cise moment, playing "Strike Up The Band" while 
baton-twirling nymphels and acrobats and cheerlead- 
ers turned the night into :i cheering, screaming, 
riotous circus of joy and happiness. And above it all. 
.the smiling caricature of Ira Gershwin beamed down 
from the massive slage with amusement and pride. A 
great night for a great man, and long may his 
cherished lyrics reign supreme.

Discover new use 
for gout medication 


A RARE BUT DISABLING illness 


for which there is no known effective 
treatment may now have a remedy, 
researchers report. 


The disorder is Mollaret's meningi- 


tis. 


And..the remedy is colchicine, a 


medication ordinarily used in the treat- 
ment of gout. 


Four doctors in London, England, 


describe the case of a 63-year-old man 
who has had recurrent bouts of menin- 
gitis since January, 1972. 


Mollaret's meningitis is character- 


ized by attacks which recur at regular 
intervals of several weeks or months. A 
virus is suspected to be the cause of the 
disease. 


This, particular disorder begins as 


sudden attacks of recurrent fever, as- 


ben 
zinser 


sociated 
with headache, nausea, 


vomiting, neck rigidity, muscular pain 
and general discomfort. 


The patient had suffered monthly 


recurrences. 


Given colchicine, he has had only 


one attack since July, and it was much 
less severe than previous episodes. 


Colchicine has a stabilizing effect on 


white cells, the doctors say, and Molla- 
ret's meningitis is marked by an in- 
crease in white cells in the cerebrospi- 
nal fluid. 


The report is in the Lancet, a medi- 


cal journal. 


Immunity levels among children 


one to four years old in the United 
States are still low enough to permit 
substantial spread of various diseases, 
reports the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, 


immunization levels among Ameri- 


can children are no longer declining, 
bu{ 'hey arc still dangerously low. 


Immunizations increased last year 


for polio, measles, rubella (German 
measles), diphtheria, whooping cough, 
tetanus and mumps among those one to 
four. 


But a national survey indicates that 


some 5.3 million children of nearly 13.2 
million in this age group still are inade- 
quately protected against all these dis- 
eases. About eight million are still sus- 
ceptible to mumps. 


WORLDWIDE incidence of 


smallpox has fallen sharply this year, 
notes the World Health Organization. 


• ;; Only two countries, Bangladesh and 
Ethiopia, have been reporting active 
smallpox -cases during the past few 
months. 


;••" But the number of new smallpox 
cjases in Bangladesh has decreased 
greatly compared with the number of 
active cases reported during 1974. 


In Ethiopia, 117 villages in 13 differ- 


ent geographic locations have reported 
smallpox. 


Details are in the Journal of the 


American Medical Association. 


YELLOW FEVER poses a threat in 


Bolivia. 


Nearly 150 cases of jungle yellow 


fever, including 75 deaths, occurred in 
Bolivia during the first part of 1975. 


Practically all of the reported cases 


occurred' in persons who had not been 
vaccinated. 


Newcomers to jungle areas have 


been especially vulnerable to yellow 
fever infection, according to the Nation- 
al Institute of Communicable Diseases, 
Bolivian Ministry of Health. 


A NEW STUDY conducted in Great 


Britain shows that the drug sodium val- 
proate can significantly reduce the fre- 
quency of both major and minor 
epileptic seizures when added to other 
anticonvulsivc medications. 


The drug is also known in Europe 


by the names Epilim and Depaliine. 


Details of the study are reported in 


the British Medical Journal. 


THE PAIN RELIEF obtained with 


acupuncture may be merely a placebo 
effect, says a doctor. 


Both acupuncture and a placebo 


(dummy pill) were effective in relieving 
shoulder discomfort in most of 42 per- 
sons tested. 


A slightly greater number of the 


placebo group improved than did the 
acupuncture group, says Dr. Mary E. 
Moore of Temple University School of 
Medicine. 


A HOT DOG, hamburger or even ice 


cream is a far better breakfast for the 
American worker than no breakfast at 
all.

So says Muriel S. Pappert, a.mem- 


ber 
of the American Association of 


Industrial Nurses. 


Mrs. Pappert, coordinator, of health 


education for American Telephone & 
Telegraph, says that employes who eat 
breakfast tend to-make fewer mistakes, 
have fewer accidents, are less irritable 
and get along better with co-workers.

explains. 


PHYSICAL FITNESS 
is directly 


related to reduced risk of coronary 
heart disease, says a noted authority on 
the topic, Dr. Kenneth H. Cooper. 


In a study of 3,000 persons, blood 


pressure and blood-fat levels were 
found to be lower in physically fit indi- 
viduals. These risk items were higher in 
persons in very poor physical condition. 


Dr. Cooper, director of the Cooper 


Clinic, Dallas, Tex., devised in 1964 an 
exercise system for the astronauts. The 
system, called aerobics, builds the car- 
diovascular system. He has written 
best-selling books on the topic. 


His latest report on fitness and coro- 


nary disease appears in Family 
Practice, a newspaper for physicians.

Finally, the 
governor compiled his own 
bill and on Sept. 30 the 
new California Arts Coun- 
cil was created. It will be- 
come effective Jan. 1." 


FOSTER reviewed the 


role of the County Music 
and Performing Arts Com- 
mission which has been 
active for 27 years. "Of 
the $1 million the board of 
supervisors this year allo- 
cated for the arts, only 
five per cent went for 
administration.

FASCINATING FABRICS 
Spotlight on melton coating 


The word "melton" evokes a mental 


picture of a man's overcoat of many years 
ago, heavy, elegant and practically inde- 
structible. The fabric was phased out to 
make way for lighter weight more casual 
topcoats. 


Now, 
melton is being reintroduced; 


recognition of one of the all-time classic 


franees 
diet rich 


wool fabrics, which is just the ticket for 
today's smart sports outerwear for women 
and men. 


There has never been a time when cold- 


weather sportswear was more in demand, 
whether in spectator styling or designs for 
rugged, active wear. Melton is also favored 
by designers of women's wear, who use it in 
long roomy coats, pea jackets, duffel coats 
and in wrap-styling. 


Mundane "overcoat" colors have given 


way to orange, bright blue, camel color, red, 
green and bright plaids. 


THE ORIGINAL melton was designed 


with a purpose: to provide the fox-hunting 
gentry of wooded Melton Mowbray in Lei- 
cestershire, England, with a sturdy, warm 
cloth for riding habits, which could be super- 
bly tailored. 


Melton is still created in very much the 


same way. There are varying weights, and 
quality depends upon the richness of the 
wool used. It is a plain woven woolen-cloth, 
which is deliberately felted. 


The newly woven cloth is run through 


warm, soapy water, then pounded and twist- 
ed to make the fuzzy woolen fibers interlock. 
After a cold rinse, which shrinks the weave 
and tightens the interlacing yarns, it goes 
through another torturous process. It is 
drawn through a series of rollers covered 
with fine wire hooks, which pluck up surface 
fibers. 


This napping process gives the tough 


fabric a soft, smooth feel. The felting and 
napping combination makes the fabric 
warm and increases its durability. Melton 
has a distinctive appearance, being subtly 
napped and nonlustrous. 


MELTON IS unique among felted and 


napped fabric such as kersey, beaver cloth 
and woolen broadcloth in that it has the 
shortest raised nap. In addition to all the 
other processes that melton goes through, it 


is double-sheared in order to get the close- 
cropped effect. 


There is not a large amount of melton 


retail yardage or ready-to-wear, but if the 
wool growers of America have anything to 
do about it, you'll be seeing a lot more of 
this fabric and olher woo! classics. More 
sheep are being raised in more scientific 
ways to Droduce more wool. 


It is expected that as petroleum feed- 


stock for the textile industry gets higher 
priced, fashion designers and clothing manu- 
facturers will turn more and more to wool 
as a basic fiber. 


Meanwhile, when you find a beautifiil 


piece of melton for home sewing, treat it 
with the care it deserves. You'll find it 
shapes and stitches like all fine wool. Often, 
it is in the pressing process that your careful 
work may be negated. 


Though melton is sturdy, its napped sur- 


face requires a light hand with the iron. To 
prevent overpressing, which gives a shiny 
look, use low iron temperature, light pres- 
sure and a barely damp, not wet, press 
cloth. You can control the amount of mois- 
ture by dampening one-third of the cloth, 
then roll and wring to distribute moisture. • 


Press all seams as they are sewed. Do 


not wait until the garment is completely 
constructed. 


Pots, pans kept mirror 
bright at very little cost

Finished metals are, at 


least in my opinion, beau- 
tiful materials. They are 
made in many degrees of 
hardness and are there- 
fore very versatile. But to 
keep them looking bright 
requires occasional clean- 
ing and polishing.' 


This formula will keep 


all metals looking the way 
they did when they came 
from the mills. Take one- 
eighth- cup of TRI SODI- 
UM PHOSPHATE (TSP) 
(available at paint or 
hardware stores) and dry- 
mix with one cup of ordi- 
nary SODA ASH (also at 
hardware store) and add 
one-fourth cup of BAKING 
SODA, available at your 
grocers. Dip a damp cloth 
or sponge in the mixture 
and rud the metal. Rinse 
with clear water and dry 
with soft cloth. 


The cost of making your 


own metal polish and 
cleaner is approximately 
five cents per ounce. To 
determine your savings, 
divide the cost of your 
store-brought brand by the 


number of ounces it con- 
tains. The compare the 
per-ounce cost — you'll be 
surprised at how much 
you can save for so little 
effort. 


Note: Material costs are 


based on the prices at re- 
tail outlets of national 
drug, grocery and hard- 
ware chains. These costs 
will vary, depending on 
the geographic area. If 
you wish to make up a 
larger quantity — and 
save even more — buy 
your materials at a chemi- 
cal supply company.

and noting any cautions — 
and keep it out of reach of 
children.)

The second boy whispered to 
his friend: "Hey, that's Caroline Kennedy." To this, 
the youth responded, using an obscenity: "I don't 
give a — 
who she is. She doesn't have to be so 


arrogant." 


Everyone in the vicinity heard and turned to 


look. Caroline flushed and her eyes filled with tears. 
She put her hands over her face, rose and quickly left 
the shop. She cried, not because of the four-fetter 
word which she doubtless knew as well as any teen- 
ager, but. because she had been accused publicly of 
being arrogant, the very thing she has tried so hard 
not to be. 


But Caroline does not weep much or often. Most 


of the time she is ebullient, with an off-beat sense of 
humor that delights her friends and would astonish 
people who still think of her as a sad and serious 
little girl. To her Concord classmates interviewed at 
the school and in the village she is "punchy" ... 
"impulsive" ... "notorious for her pranks" ... 
"outrageous in a fun-loving way." Incident upon 
incident bears out the assessment: 


On"e she poured bubble bath liquid into a foun- 


tain dispensing ice water. At Brigham's one after- 
noon she lost a dare game and had to pay a "penal- 
ty" — perform a Hawaiian hula in the middle of the 
floor and afterward kiss a strange boy. Uninhibitedly, 
she wiggled her hips in the aisle, kissed the youth and 
sat down to applause and laughter. 


Early last spring, Caroline and a friend. Sarah 


Logan of Boothbay Harbor, Maine, managed to lock 
themselves out of their dormitory at 7 a.m. On a 
whim, they had gone outside. To their shock, the door 
clicked shut behind them. They shrugged and, in 
slippers and robes, began walking the short distance 
to the town center for breakfast. On the way a 
policeman in a squad car picked them up and return- 
ed them to school, arousing the occupants of the 
dorm. The law firmly told Caroline and friend not to 
go wandering around Concord in the future in night- 
clothes. 


She played hide and seek — literally — with the 


Secret Service agents who guarded her night and day 
until she was 16. It can now be told: they lost her 
frequently or, rather, she lost them. Once she slipped 
away to Boston in a car to hear her uncle, Sen. Ted 
Kennedy speak. The agents, who thought she was in 
her dormitory, were amazed and chagrined to learn 
by radio that she was 17 miles away. Another time, 
she boarded a bus but left it at once through a rear 
door without being observed. The agents followed the 
bus while Caroline went her own way. 


HER INTERESTS, ranging over a broad spec- 


trum, peak and ebb as she grows and changes. Her 
newest artistic hobbies are painting, writing poetry 
and growing house plants which she would buy her- 
self at the Concord Flower Shop on Walden Street. At 
15, she became an eager photographer, reaching such 
a level of expertise that her mother planned an 
exhibition of her character studies and nature pic- 
tures in New York. It was quickly cancelled when the 
press heard about it and the show threatened to get 
out of hand. However, her $1,000 Leicaflex. one of the 
world's most expensive cameras, is used less these 
days as her enthusiasm roams elsewhere. 


Her passion for horses, begun in childhood and 


flaming throughout much of her adolescence, has 
also dimmed. It was supplanted last year by a hew 
excitement, unpublicized until now — flying. 


Skiing and tennis have been favorite sports for 


years, but this year Caroline has taken to jogging in 
the countryside, field hockey and lacrosse. Last sea- 
son, she was first-string defense for the Concord girls 
lacrosse team and performed credibly, though the 
team lost more games than it won. 


What is she like in more personal terms as she 


nears 18? She is five feet, six inches tall, has a heavy 
sprinkling of freckles across the top of her nose and 
under her eyes and, like most teen-agers, is concern- 
ed about her weight. ("She always thinks she's too 
fat," Juan says, "so she eats a lot of yogurt and 
salads.") She resists temptation for days, then back- 
slides with pizza, rich desserts and, occasionally, 
beer.

..Lou." The military gets into the act with a section ol 
'patriotic songs, the highlights of which include Pa- 
trjce Munsel doing a rousing "Over Here" with 
•'dancing doughboys and valentine-faced Lillian Gish 
"piercing the heart with "I Didn't Raise My Boy to be 
'a' Soldier." The waltzes of Lehar and Strauss, the 
;e|rly. refrains of Friml and Romberg, and the star- 
spangled rhythms of George M. Cohan bring the first- 
act curtain to a rousing finale. 


The second half of the evening is devoted to Cole 


Porter, Noel Coward, Dietz and Schwartz, and other 
Broadway legends. There's a section on jazz in which 
%trice Munsel simply knocked me unconscious with 


her heartfelt "Why Was I Born," and the whole thing 
is worth the price of admission just to watch Tammy 
grimes make mincemeat out of "I'm Just Wild About 
Harry." 


Audiences are flocking to this show, and I don't 


think it's because they are hungry for musicals. I 
think the world is ready once more for good taste, 
real music that sings in the heart and the head long 
after the final curtain, and a feeling of being uplifted 
and enriched the way only good music can perform 
the job. Even the kids are listening to better music 
than they were 10 years ago. 


If nobody is willing to write anything this good 


today, then I strongly approve of dipping into the old 
piano bench and bringing back the taste we lost 
before body odor and the Rolling Stones took ovor. If 
it takes music to get people out of their doldrums, 
then I'm happy to announce that Broadway is doing 
its part in the war against mediocrity.

PUERTO VALLARTA, Mexico - As the 60-foot 


trimaran puiied away from the dock, bikini-clad 
cuties were swabbing themselves with lotion. It was 
only shortly after nine in the morning but already the 
sun was bearing down through a smog-free, cloudless 
sk.v. '.. 


About 45 of us "turistas" were off on a day-long 


cruise down the coast from this picturesque fishing 
village with its hand-made cobblestone streets to a 
remote, isolated sand-covered cove. Although there 
was »p wind, the captain of our boat, the Bora Bora, 
hoisted the mainsail as shade for those among us sun 
shy. " 


It was somewhat of a surprise to learn that our 


fare for the trip ($14 per person) included free cock- 
tails—all day! 


During the smooth leisurely cruise southward, 


our skipper stopped near a rugged mini-sized rock of 


Gibraltar. A young crewman. Phillipe, swam to the 
rock and slowly made his way up to the top of the 60-; 
foot high rock island. As cameras clicked Phillipe 
made; a graceful arching swan dive into the ocean. 
His derring-do was warmly lauded by the Bora Bora 
passengers as he climbed back aboard. 


Opon reaching the cove the boat was maneuver- 


ed close to shore and anchored. The shout went up, 
"Everybody in the water!" The water was unbeliev- 
ably warm and as clear as a bottle of Sparkletts. 
Wading ashore we explored the cove which boasted a 
small clear stream cascading down the steep moun- 
tain side and into several cool pools at the back of the 


GETTING BACK to the boat was no problem 


even for those who couldn't swim. The non-swimmers 
were put onto inflated air mattresses and floated 
back to the boat. 


It was lunchtime. The buffet lunch consisted of 


fried chicken, cheeses, hard rolls, watermelon, pa- 
paya, bananas and cold beer. We ate and drank in 
the shade of a light canvas tarp rigged by the crew 
which extended from gunwale-to-gunwale of the 
boat's 28-foot-wide cockpit area. 


Our trip to our own secluded cove near Mismo- 


lya iwhere Richard Burton and Ava Gardner starred 
in the movie "Night of the Iguana") about 15 miles 
south of Puerto Vallarta was on the second day of a 
four-day trip arranged by Aeromexieo, the national 
airline of Mexico. 


The airline has flights leaving Los Angeles Mon- 


day, 
Wednesday and Friday for the 3£ hour flight 


which includes a brief stopover at Tijuana's new 
modern airport. Round trip fare is $196 plus a $3 
departure fee. The planes are a stretched version of 
the Long Beach-built McDonnell-Douglas 115-oassen- 
ger DC-O's. Catering to passenger's needs, and com- 
fort is a team of friendly, bilingual, pretty dark-eyed 
hostesses. 


We spent three nights in the newly-opened (two 


days before) modern, nine-story, 234-room Holiday 
Inn located between the downtown section and the 
new steamer dock north of the city. The nights at the 
inn seemed short. That's because much of the late 
evening hours were spent in the hotel's huge mean- 
dering pool, so large there is an island complete with 
palm trees in the center of the fresh water pool. 


CRUISE PARTY VISITS MEXICO'S MINI-GIBRALTAR 


NEAR THE SHALLOW end where the water is 


thigh-high deep, bathers can wade up to a cocktail 
bar and sitting on stools in the water may order such 
exotic drinks as a Coco-Loco served in a freshly- 
opened coconut Money is not needed at the bar.

• ITW.J:e talking about a 
down payment, then we're 
talking about the amount 
of monev that the seller is 
willing^ accept. If we're 
talking 3bout "enough" 
repayment of money owed 
to a loan shark, then we're 
talking about a sum that 
will persuade him not to 
have out arms broken.

ANSWER: Different

problems. The average 
family, that is, starts 
house-hunting with two 
questions that have to be 
resolved: How much can 
we afford to pay as a 
down payment; and how 
much is it going to cost us 
per month? 


Your case is different 


because you have enough 
ready cash to buy virtual- 
ly any house that suits 
your fancy — and that is 
the danger. There's going 
to be a temptation here to 
over-buy and take on a 
house that you really can't 
afford to maintain on your 
relatively fixed income. 


So, start a little bit 


backwards and try to 
determine how much per 
month you can afford to 
pay and what size mort- 
gage fits into this scheme 
of things. Once you've 
determined this, then 
you'll know how much of a 
down payment is going to 
be required to leave a 
mortgage that you can 
handle. 


According to the "Rule 


of tiO." your monthly pay- 
ments (principal, interest, 
taxes, insurance and 
maintenance) shouldn't ex- 
ceed V"'th of your annual 
income — or, in your case, 
about $300 a month. To be 
on the safe side, we should 
think in terms of a house 
with a $24,000 mortgage 
because, at (Ms level, ap- 
proximately $200 a month 
is required to amortize it.

time capital gains treat- 
ment on the sale of your 
home, you're either going 
to have to wait until you, 
yourself, are 65 or, prefer- 
ably, change the papers 
now to joint ownership.

house? The value put on it 
is the "fair market value" 
at the time the inheritance 
was made.

When Don Adams was a boy growing 


up in New York City, he uas crazy about 
movies and dreamed of becoming a film 
star himself. 


."I spent as much time in the movie, 


theaters as I did in school," he told me 
the other day at lunch in-the Polo Lounge 
of the Beverly Hills Hotel. "The truant 
officers knew where to look for me. 


"I used to dream that maybe some- . 


day I'd gel to make a screen test and 
would become another Errol Flynn or 
somebody like that." 


Adams rose to fame in television 


rather than the movies — he is best 
known for his portrayal of the bumbling 
Agent SB, Maxwell Smart, in the "Get 
Smart" series for five years — but he 
remains a movie nut. 


And he has parlayed l|is love of films 


and his TV comedic talents into a new 
television series this fall, "Don Adams 
Screen Test." 


ON THE SHOW, which is meant to be 


funny but also has a serious purpose, 
Adams provides amateur acting hopefuls 
the opportunity to win a role in the 
movies or on'anothor TV show. 


The series, taped at Universal 


Studios, is a nationally syndicated show 
— rather than a network offering. In the 
Los Angeles-Long Beach area, it airs on 
KNBC (Channel'4) on Saturdays from 
7:30 to 8 p.m. In other cities, it-might be 
telecast on a different day and in a 
different time period. 


"In New York, we've been No." 1 in 


our time period for five weeks," Don told 
me. He admitted it hasn't been doing that 
well in Los Angeles, where it is up 
against "Space: 1999," "Wild, Wild World 
of Animals," "Lawrence Welk Show" and 
"Let's Make a Deal." among other 
things. The show is being preempted this 
week, incidentally, by a special on Chan- 
nel 4. 


At least it's not up against ."Get 


Smart." a former Emmy-winning come- 
dy series that still is being carried twice 
a day on Channel 13 in syndicated reruns. 


•' ADAMS, WHO got his own first big 


show business break in 1954 by audition- 
ing on the "Arthur Godfrey Talent Scout 
Show," offers novices, the chance to do a 
screen test with a famous performer in 


' recreating a famous scene trom a 
.movie. 


The series was Don's idea, and he is 


the executive producer, host and on-cam- 
era "director." He talked noted director 
Marty-Pasetta into taking over the job of 
producer-director. 


"I got the idea from the out-takes 


. that all TV shows have," he said. Out- 


takes, he explained, are the goofs and 
flubs that occur during the taping of a 
show but are never seen or, the air. 


"These out-takes, are often funnier 


than anything on the show," he pointed 
out. "They're funny because they're not 
written, they're not contrived, 


"It's human comedy. It's people with- 


out their masks on—goofing up." 


The three-time Emmy Award winner 


said "Screen Test" lends itself well to 
out-takes because there are no rehear- 
sals. 


"The performers do it cold turkey," 


said Don. "They have cue cards, but don't 
even have to use them. 1 direct them on 
camera, shooting a show within a show. 
It can be pretty hilarious — and lots of 
fun." 


DON LOOKS upon the show as "sort 


of a combination of the old Sid Caesar 
movie routine, 'Candid Camera' and 'Ar- 
thur. Godfrey's Talent Scouts'" all rolled 
into one. 


He ran newspaper ads last April ask- 


ing: "Do you want to be a movie star?," 
with forms for contestants to fill out and 
mail in. From more than 5,000 responses, 
about 2,200-unknowns were invited to the 
Universal Studios back lot one Saturday 
in May .to be interviewed by 20 casting 
directors. After studying reports by the 
casting directors, Adams and Pasetta 
winnov/ed the" list to 400 semifinalists, 
who were given 'follow-up auditions and 
interviews. 


Then in May and June and early 


July, the first year's 24 shows were taped 
before audiences at Universal. Six of the 
amateur thespians were notified to be in 
the audience for each show as finalists, 
and the two chosen to perform on each 
show—working separately- with a differ- 
ent celebrity—didn't know they would be 
picked until their names.were called out. 


After being introduced to his or her.

professional costar, the novice then view- 
ed a three-minute film clip from an old 
movie before being asked to re-create, the 
scene. 


AFTER EACH of the two amateurs 


selected to compete on a particular show- 
has performed, a prominent director se- 
lects one as the winner—and that person 
gets a role in a movie or TV^show. Both 
the winner and the loser get a tape 
casette of his or her screen test, plus 
movie equipment. 


. Stars taking part in the shows- 


two, to a show—are Zsa Zsa Gabor 
and George Kennedy, Phyllis Diller and 
Peter Lawford, Jackie Cooper and 
Shecky Greene, Danny Thomas and Doug 
McClure, Ernest Borgnine and Barry 
Newman, Lyle Waggoner and Barbara 
Feldon {Adams' spy partner on "Get 
Smart"), Shirley Jones and Bob Newhart, 
Totie Fields and Edward Asner, Jack 
Cassidy and Jan Murray, Mel Brooks and 
Loretta Swit, Don Rickles and William 
Shatner, Steve Lawrence and Carol 
Wayne. 


Also, Ruth Buzzi and Dick Gautier, 


Sally Struthers and Milton Berle, Leslie 
.Nielsen and Ross Martin, Jane Russell 
and Robert Wagner, Miss Struthers and 
Bobby Morse, Jo Ann Pflug and Martin

- In the GO-minute pilot, the guest stars 


were James Caan, Connie Stevens, Jason 
Miller-and Patty Duke Astin. 


"Did you have any trouble getting the 


stars to.participate?" I inquired. 


"No, not much." replied Don. "Peter 


Lawford just wanted to know if he could 
compete for the part in the movie." 


ADAMS, WHO contributed two fa- 


mous catch-phrases to the American lan- 
guage as Maxwell Smart—"Would you 
believe?" and "Sorry about that, chief- 
is hopeful but not yet sure that the series 
will go inio a second season. And would 
you believe there's a possibility it may 
return next season not only as a weekly 
evening show but also as a five-times-a- 
week daytime program? 


If "Don Adams Screen Test" does 


continue as an evening show next fall, 
auditions will be held in various cities 
across the country, the. producer-host 
said. And if it becomes a daytime series, 
-he added, the amateur participants for 
those shows would be chosen from the 
audience, without auditions.

Do sports heed television 


more than TV needs sports?

Could television survive 


if it never carried another 
sports event? Easily. 


But it isn't at all certain 


that the sports establish- 
ment, would exist if televi- 
sion coverage suddenly 
evaporated — not in its 
present form; anyway. 


"Television money is so 


important," says ABC 
sports czar Roone Ar- 
ledge; "that if.it were 
withdrawn, the whole 
structure 
would 
fall 


apart." 


That isn't network 


hyperbole. The fees paid 
by television for the right 
to place cameras at .sports 
events provide millions of 
dollars to sports. 


'There isn't a single 


NFL team that could oper- 
ate in the black without 
TV income," states Jim 
Kensil, executive director 
of the National Football 
League..., .Commissioner, 


>aia 


of the 25 NFL teams re- 
ceives more than {2 mil- 
lion- a year from the 
league's sale of TV rights. 


Executives in other 


sports sing a similar tune. 
A national television con- 
tract often can .spell the 
difference between suc- 
cess and failure for a new 
organization — not only 
because of the financial 
implications but also be- 
cause of the fan interest 
generated through mass 
exposure of the game. 


.NBC, for example, is 


generally credited as the 
savior of the old American 
Football League. Back 
when the AFL was floun- 
dering in 1964, NBC paid 
$42 million for a five-year 
contract. 


That money — five 


time's more that what ABC 
had been paying for AFL 
television rights — helped 
make it possible for AFL 
clubs to lure top college

When the World Foot- 


ball League blasted off 
last year, NBC, CBS and 
ABC already were glutted 
with professional and col- 
lege football, and 
the 


financially pressed league 
could only attract a $12 
million national contract. 
This year it didn't get any, 
and WFL officials said the 
lock of that kind of insur- 
ance definitely contributed 
to the league's collapse on 
Oct. 22. 


E. M. (Bud) Erickson, 


executive director of the 
Ladies Professional Golf 
Association, says the occa- 
sions they've had national 
TV coverage have made 
noticeable differences. 


Besides providing extra 


cash to boost the prize 
purse, Erickson reports, it 
focuses new attention on 
the women — from people 
who decide to attend the 
next LPGA event in their 
area, from groups that 
offer to sponsor a new 
LPGA tournament now 
that they've seen the 
caliber of play, and from 
advertisers 
who realize 


the potential in tying in 
with the lady golfers. 


That's how dependent 


the sports world has 
grown on television. And 
for its part, the television 
industry, while it could 
survive without sports, 
isn't about to try. Sports 
evenls generated an esti- 
mated $284 million in 
advertising sales last year 
at ABC, NBC and CBS 
alone. And there were mil- 
lions more for local TV 
stations.

A In the final year of the Nixon Presidency, 1973-74, 
Gen Alexander Haig, Nixon's chief of staff, pretty 
much ran the office. As Henry Kissinger revealed, 
Nixon "barely governed" during that period. Nixon 
was so unnerved by the Watergate scandal that 
he found it difficult to function completely on any 
project except the containment of Watergate. He 
became distraught, indecisive, neurotic, anxious, 
worried and, finally, in a desperate effort to save 


"himself, dishonest and deceitful. Haig thereupon 


administered the Presidency. Haig was an excellent 
administrator but he was shortsighted, gullible, and 
in the judgment of many, more obsessively loyal to 
Nixon than to the country. Haig's role, for example, 
in executing Nixon's firing of Archibald Cox as 
Watergate prosecutor in October, 1973, was an 
example of a political general in action at his very 
worst. Histoty's assessment of Alexander Haig as 


..-Nixon's chief of staff will be tinged with doubt.

Thanks to a WHET public 
television series, "The 
Adams Chronicles," which 
starts next January, and to 
"The Book of Abigail and 
John," a selection of fam- 
ily letters just published 
by Harvard University 
Press, Abigail is taking 
her place as a spunky, out- 
spoken feminist far ahead 
of her times. 


Although her husband 


left her at home with the 
children in Braintree, 
Mass., while he was in 
Philadelphia from 1774 to 
1778 with the Continental 
Congress, Abigail kept 
reminding him to "Remem- 
ber the Ladies" as she 
pressed her demands for 
laws to protect and 
educate women. 


"Remember all Men would 


be tyrants if they could," 
she' wrote him, then added 
half-seriously: "If par- 
ticular care and attention 
is not paid to the Ladies 
we are determined to 


foment a Rebellion, and 
will not hold ourselves 
bound by any laws in whiih 
we have no voice, or Rep- 
resentation." In another 
letter she complained: "I 
can not say 1 think you 
very generous to the 
Ladies, for whilst you are 
proclaiming peace and good 
will to Men, Emancipating 
all Nations, you insist 
upon retaining an absolute 
power over Wives." 


John Adams replied to 


his wife in a bantering 
tone: "As to your extraor- 
dinary Code of Laws, I 
cannot but laugh...Depend 
on it, we know better than 
to repeal our Mar-culine 
systems." Despite'Abigail, 
the Continental Congress 
didn't do much to affirm 
the right of women. But ._ 
presumably Mrs. Adams 
would be very pleased at 
what her descendants are 
accomplishing nowadays.

n the American history books, Alf M. 


Landon and James A. Farley are al- 
ready indelible fixtures as characters 
in the political drama of this century. • 


But Alf Landon and Jim Farley, 88 and 
87, are also involved in today's world. 
They are as active, keen and cheerful 
as ever. 


Both' men will regard next summer's 


national conventions as occasions for 
nostalgia. The upcoming Presidential 
campaigns will mark the 40th anni- 
versary of the race between Gov. Alf 
Landon of Kansas, the Republican, and 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt, running for 
his second term in the White House. 
Managing FDR's strategy that year, 
1936, was Postmaster General Jim 
Farley. 


Landon and his wife still live in 


Topeka, Kan., the state capital. Their 
home is a stately white mansion with

along the way. 


To them he is a familiar figure, smil- 


ing from behind black-rimmed spec- 
tacles and puffing on his ever-present 
pipe. In style and outlook, Alf Landon 
is "just folks" the way he always was, 
preferring to dress casually and eat 
lunch at a place called Tommy's, where 
both the food and the people are 
down-to-earth like himself. 


Keeping at it 


At home and at a small office in 


downtown Topeka, Landon 
plunges 


into a day filled with telephoning, an- 
swering mail and studying. He talks 
with workingmen, scholars and public 
figures, gaining their views on current 
problems. And he's always working on 
some new speech that might take up 
pressing issues of our age. 


If Alf Landon is the country squire, 


then Jim Farley is the urban gentleman, 
living in the heart of Manhattan in New 
York City. In his 12th-floor suite at the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, he wakes reli- 
giously at 6 a.m. to catch the latest radio 
news. By 7 he is showering and then 
watching TV while he dresses in his 
business suit. 


At 8 a.m. the tall, affable Irishman is 


downstairs in the hotel for breakfast, 


Thirty-nine years after his defeat by Rooseve/t. Alfred M. Landon can sit on 
veranda at Topeka and reflect, ride his horse and speak out bluntly; he 
urged detente in 1955 with China and Russia if "we're not foolish about it." 


a "Kansas Coolidge" who was both 
thrifty and progressive in outlook. 


"Frugal Alf" toured the country from 


the back of a campaign train. The 
papers played up his Methodist back- 
ground, his Midwest twang, his love for 
home, family and squash pie. They 
printed stories about his folksy ways, 
such as betting nickels on baseball 
games and wearing his clothes until 
they wore out. 


Balanced budgets 


A tireless and active speaker, Landon 


explained how he'd balanced his state 
budgets by declaring, "Don't spend 
what you haven't got!" An influential 
poll even had him winning. 


Meanwhile, Jim Farley was managing 


President Roosevelt's reelection cam- 
paign with typical optimism and ilair. 
When the poll showed Landon ahead, 
Farley pointed solemnly to the fact thai 
it had been taken by telephone. "So 
it has to be wrong," he said with a grin, 
"because the Democrats who are going 
to vote for Roosevelt by the millions 
don't even have any phones." 


Then, five days befpre the election, 


Farley outdid his own reputation as a 
prophet. He forecast not just a Demo- 
cratic landslide, but that Landon would 
carry only two states, Maine and Ver- 
mont. When the votes were counted, 
the prediction proved right. "As Maine 
goes," the old saying went, "so goes 
the nation." With impish glee, Farley 
turned the phrase around and quipped 
"As Maine goes, so goes Vermont." 


Landon and Farley provide a study in 


similarities and contrasts. Both had the 
"feel" for politics, a common touch, 
enabling them to get along with people 
in all walks of life. At the same time, 
Farley was the practical politician, the 
eternal Democrat and loyal party man, 


continued 


at his usual table. And after a quick 
shave in the barbershop, he is off on 
his walk to a nearby building on Madi- 
son Avenue. .Up on the 18th floor, he 
puts in a full day behind his desk at 
the Coca-Cola Export Corp., where he 
is honorary chairman of the board. 


Farley's office, like Landon's, is filled 


with photographs of Presidents and 
other public leaders whom he has 
known intimately through the years. 
The former Democratic national-chair- 
man is still in frequent contact with a 
dazzling array of prominent friends 
who seek his opinions and predictions. 
At the moment, too, he is completing 
a book of recollections. 


"It will cover all my political activi- 


ties," he says, "from the beginning in 
Stony Point, N.Y., when I was elected 
town clerk in 1911." By any standard, 
it was an incredible journey through 
the labyrinth of American politics. 


But the high point was probably that 


1936 election. The Republicans that 
year had great hopes for Alf Landon. 
As leader of the liberal GOP faction in 
Kansas, he had won election twice as 
Governor despite national Democratic 
sweeps. At the convention, delegates 
answered Roosevelt's "New Deal" with 
a "sound, sensible, friendly" candidate,

any restrictions on his independence. 


"I always loved politics," Landon 


says, "but I never liked being tied down 
to party positions that I didn't agree 
with. The words 'liberal' and 'conserva- 
tive' don't mean much to me. I take 
different stands on different issues." 


When he left the Governor's office 


shortly after his Presidential campaign, 
Landon remained in Topeka but retired 
to private life, attending to his business 
as an independent oil producer. But 
since then he has continued to speak 
out, especially on foreign policy, and 
over the years his views have been 
singularly his own. 


As early as 1955, Landon urged 


detente with Russia and China "so long 
as we're not foolish about it." He has 
been critical of the United Nations for 
having ber-n "oversold at the start" and 
for raising false expeclations. In the 
1960's, he supported inquiries into the 
commitments that the United States 
was making on behalf of Vietnam and 
the rest of Asia. 


Opposed Ike 


He has also proved an independent 


when it comes to supporting Re- 
publican candidates. "My record for 
party regularity hasn't been too good," 
he observes. 


In 1952, for example, he was against 


.Eisenhower's nomination 
because "I 


didn't think his military background 
fitted the demands of a President." A 
strict moralist, Landon was also wary 
of Nixon's alleged use of campaign 
funds for personal expenses. After 
listening to Nixon's "Checkers" defense 
speech that year, Landon turned to his 
wife and said, "Well, it's corny, but 
maybe he got away with it." 


""I wasn't for Nixon in '60 or '68, 


either," Landon recalls. "I didn't sup- 
port Goldwater's nomination, for that 
matter. I felt better about Nixon when 
he moved toward detente, but then 
came Watergate. That was a shocking 
and terrible disaster, not because of 
Mr. Nixon personally at all, but be- 
cause we're at such a crucial stage of 
world affairs in this nuclear age. For 
the President to resign, it's bound to 
raise the question of just how stable 
our government is, from the viewpoint 
ofcother nations." 


Wary of Nikita 


At the moment, Landon's attention 


is focused on the shaky settlement in 
the Middle East and our delicate rela-

lions with the Soviet Union. Written

"When Premier Khrushchev came to 


| the United States,"_.he explains, "I said

Farley's note ca//s (he shot in 1936: 
"As Maine goes, so goes Vermont," he 
chortled over stunning Landon defeat. 


What is needed, Landon says, is a 


peace agreement based on "good trade 
relations." "The Soviet Union needs 
and must have imports of food and 
grain from us, and we need their influ- 
ence for stability in the Middle East." 


... A wheat-for-oil trade with Russia 


could, Landon believes, not only boost 
our economy but help in other areas 
such as limitation of arms. "It could 
provide a real basis for the strongest 
kind of agreements," he goes on. 


In New York, meanwhile, Jim Farley 


is certain that what this country needs 
is a good Democrat in the White House. 
He considers Lyndon Johnson our last 
great President, joining the ranks of 
Washington, Jefferson, Jackson, Lin- 
coln, Wilson, FDR and Truman. 


"A President needs good advisers," 


he says. "The trouble is that few people 
like to take an opposite point of view. 
I remember Cabinet meetings with 
Roosevelt, where very rarely would 
members disagree with him. I guess 


they were afraid of losing his favor. I 
always spoke up. I wasn't always right, 
but I'd tell the truth as I saw it." 


In 1940, Farley spoke up a bit too 


loudly. He opposed Roosevelt's run- 
ning for a third term and, at the Demo- 
cratic convention that summer, he even 
permitted his own name to be put up 
as a Presidential candidate. (His wife 
Elizabeth, who died in 1955, never for- 
gave FDR for having "misled" her 
husband into thinking he would not 
run for another term in the White 
House.) After Roosevelf s renomination, 
Farley resigned both as party leader and 
as Postmaster General, positions he liad 
held concurrently for nearly eight years. 


There has never been a national 


chairman like him, in either party. 
Farley's influence over patronage was 
monumental, with literally thousands 
of government jobs flowing out of his 
office. "I've always believed in the two- 
party system," he explains. "And to the 
victor belongs the spoils. After all, 
members of a President's own party are 
inclined to be more loyal and helpful 
to him." No one, however, accused Jim 
Farley of possessing anything less than 
total honesty and integrity. 


Find the jobs 


Such a reputation has stopd'him well 


over the years. He has traveled all over 
the world, as a kind of American 
ambassador, and serious Democratic 
candidates still come to him for advice. 


"I tell them we can win on the issue 


of unemployment," he says. "There are 
at least eight million out of work, un- 
doubtedly more. Ifs the paramount 
problem. We have to get building con- 
struction moving again. If that industry 
is busy, you have the others, too, like 
carpenters and road builders and elec- 
tricians and so forth. The automobile 
business, too, has to improve." 


What about the political system it- 


self? Has the state of the art declined? 
Is government corrupt? Both Farley and 
Landon look on the bright side. 


On his 88th birthday the Governor pays a visit to Jopeka's Landon lunior High 
where students turn out with the Kansas sunflower, his campaign symbol. 


Farley: "Politics starts down in the 


election districts, at the grassroots. Even 
if you take the money out of it, you 
won't stop people from going to the 
polls. And the independent vote can 
always sway elections." 


Landon: "There can still be a grass- 


roots movement, and that's the dom- 
inant saving grace in America. I always 
appreciated the men and women who 
got out and worked in their precincts 
more than I cared for the fat cats who 
gave the money." 


Few are corrupt 


Farley: "Corruption exists as a small 


percentage. Out of the thousands of 
men and women I recommended for 
public office, all politically, none ever 
betrayed my trust." 


Landon: "On the one hand, you have 


the love of power and control. It's a 
factor that has to be recognized. But 
there's also a genuine spirit of public 
service, a sense of responsibility, at 
every level. You don't have to be a 
candidate or hold public office in order 
to serve. And that spirit is what makes 
our unique American system work." 


Alf Landon says he will not attend 


the Republican Convention next sum- 
mer, even though it will be held in 
nearby Kansas City. "It gets awful 
hectic," he says, "and I try to take good 
care of myself." He did, however, send 
a note to President Ford, saying that in 
1977 he would like to celebrate "your 
first full term in office and my 90th 
birthday." 


|im Farley does hope to attend the 


Democratic Convention in New York 
City as a delegate-at-large. "I've been 
at every one since 1924 up until the 
last, in 1972," he says. "The McGovern 
crowd kept me out and, besides, I had 
a heart attack that year. I'm glad this 
one will be here in Manhattan and not 
Los Angeles, but I would've gone out 
there anyhow." 


A word for 'Scoop' 


Does Farley know which Democrat 


will be nominated to run for President? 
"Certainly not, but I hope it won't be 
Ted Kennedy. He says he won't run, 
and he shouldn't. And I've told 'Scoop' 
Jackson that he just isn't lighting a fire." 


In Topeka, Kan., Alf Landon sits 


down and writes a letter to a friend in 
the news media, saying that he still 
believes "that the basic weakness of 
our foreign policies since our. infancy 
as a republic is trying to reform the 
world en masse in our own image." 
In New'York City, Jim Farley tells fel- 
low Democrats that they had better 
avoid the bitterness of recent years and 
get behind a candidate who can win, 
"because the Democratic party has 
always shown the ability to handle the 
problems of this country well." At 88 
and 87, their moments in the limelight 
have come and gone; but they remain 
two splendid examples of elder states- 
men in our midst. .

Now 
there's "kid news." In an unusual 
educational project in the San 
Francisco Bay area, sixth-graders 
are putting together news broad- 
casts which are aired weekly over 
three cable and commercial TV 
stations: 
KEMO-TV, 
General 


Electric Cablevision and Moraga 
Cahlevision. 


Four anchorkids appear 
on 


each of the programs, which run 
from 20 to 30 minutes. Using a 
format similar to adult news 
broadcasts, the anchorkids pre- 
sent international, national and 
state news along with entertain- 
ment, sports and school events. 
Other children appear on the 
show holding props, such as 
photos of President 
Ford or 


trophies won in athletic meets. 


The TV project, known as 


Newsroom 6, kicked off its season 
this fall with a celebrity inter- 
view with YuZ Brynner. Eleven- 
and 12-year-old reporters fred 
questions at the actor about his 


hold head. Enjnner, who once 
sported long brown locks, told 
the kids he first shaved his hear} 
for the leading role in "The King 
and I" at the suggestion of his 
costume designer. He revealed 
that poodle clippers were used to 
crop his hair. 


Newsroom 6 is the brainchild 


of Elizabeth Frandsen, a former 
advertising account executive 
and mother of two boi/s from 
Walnut Creek, Cal, who pro- 
duces the shows for four school 
districts. Once a week, students 
go to a cable TV station where in 
two liours they rehearse and tape 
the final- program. Each sixth- 
grade class takes a turn prepar- 
ing a show, and Mrs. Frandsen 
estimates that by the end of the 
school year more than 2400 chil- 
dren will have appeared on TV. 


Who's footing the bill for 


Newsroom 
6? Mrs- Frandsen 


drummed up financial support 
from several local sponsors who 
are given plugs during commer- 
cial breaks. "We want kids to 
know how TV works," she says. 


Shy Men And Dotes 


Two Indiana University as- 


sociate psychology professors 
have found so many undergrad- 
uate males intimidated by fe- 
males that they've offered two 
free courses to help them: "Get- 
ting Along Better With Mem- 
bers of the Opposite Sex," and 
"Increasing Self-Confldence and 
Assertion." 


Associate professors John 


Cottman and Robert levenson 
have enrolled approximately 75 
students in each course.

Caspar Fleming inherited $800,- 


000 when his father died in 1964. 
Later he worked as salesman of an- 
tiques. 


"I think he felt very strongly that 


he had not got a proper place in 
life," says Dr. William Knapman, 
who treated Caspar. "He always 
had great difficulty sleeping and 
began taking barbiturates when he 
was 16. Over the years the dosage 
increased along with trips to the 
hospital to cure depression."

Bom With a Smile Instead of a Slap

T 


hey are known as "Leboyer babies," 


and perhaps as many as 400 of 
them have been born in this coun- 
try in the past six months—400 


children who have spent their first mo- 
ments on earth smiling, instead of being 
slapped into a scream. 


And because of it, they may grow up 


to be different from the rest of us. 


That, at least, is the claim of Dr. Fred- 


erick Leboyer, a 57-year-old French 
obstetrician and author of the inter- 
national best seller, Birth Without 
Violence. It is his dramatic—and con- 
troversial—new method of child deliv- 
ery which has caplured the imagination 
of many Americans. 


"The Leboyer method is really ter- 


rific," says Mrs. Carol Case of Carson 
City, Nnv., one of a growing number 
of women who have had Leboyer-style 
deliveries. "It's Very natural and peace- 
ful—a very rewarding thing to go 
through. And it's especially nice for the 
baby." 


"Leboyer," says Dr. DeWitt Baldwin 


in nearby Reno, "believes thai birth 
should be as gentle a process as pos- 
sible. I happen to support that."

Essentially, Leboyer's method is de- 


signed to ease the baby's transition into 
the new world. 


"Yes, hell exists ..." he states in char- 


acteristic poetic style in Birth Without 
Violence. "This hell is not at the end of 


life. It is here. At the beginning " 


After delivering more than 9000 


babies in the conventional manner, 
Leboyer says he found himself less and 
less able to accept either as normal or 
inevitable the cries and screams and

generally pained and even tormented 
expressions of the newborn infant. 
Why, he began asking himself, must 
the new human being, emerging from 
the darkness and silence of the womb, 
be brought out in a blaze of blinding 
lights and loud voices? 


Other questions followed: Why must 


we insist on making the infant's first 
breath traumatic when nature has sup-' 
plied the means for a far gentler initia- 
tion into life? Why, when the spine is 
curved in the fetal position, do we hold 
the newcomer upside down and jerk 
its back straight? Why is the baby— 
"after the terrifying ordeal of being 
separated from the womb"—then im- 
mediately separated from the mother? 
In short, why do we treat the infant not 
as a human being—but as an object? 


We do it, Leboyer says, not out of a 


sense of cruelty, but because we never 
really through! about the infant, never 
recognized that the infant is a person. 


"It took me years to see this simple 


truth," the veteran obstetrician told 
PARADE during a recent visit to the 
United States. "The newborn is a sensi- 
tive, feeling human being, and in the 
first few moments afterbirth, he should 
be treated that way. We must introduce 
a baby to the world gradually." 


The method 


So, about four years ago, Leboyer 


developed his method—involving the 
following basic steps: 


• The ordinarily intense, 
bright 


lighting of the delivery room is con- 
siderably dimmed—and no one speaks 
above a whisper. 


• The infant, as soon as it is out, is 


placed stomach down on its mother's 
warm abdomen to retain the pre-birth 
curved position of the spine. 


• Waiting up to six minutes before 


the umbilical cord is cut, doctor and 
mother gently massage the baby. 


• After the cord is cut, the baby is 


bnthed in water similar in temperature 
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to its familiar environment inside the 
mother. 


"A lot of tender loving care—and 


some plain old common sense—that's 
what Leboyer is all about," says Dr. 
David Kliot of the Brookdale Hospital 
Medical Center in Brooklyn, N.Y. 


But not everyone agrees. Reaction 


from the U.S. medical community to 
Leboyer—and, in turn, to his "dis- 
ciples"-- has ranged all the way from 
mild interest to amusement to, in 
some cases, open hostility. At best, say 
some critics, Leboyer's techniques are 
unnecessary; at worst, they are down- 
right dangerous. 


Many doctors, for instance, object to 


the darkened delivery room, arguing 
that a well-lit environment is essential 
to check the color of the baby and to 
make sure that he's not sluggish. They 
contend too, that babies are held up- 
side down to make sure fluids aren't 
clogging their breathing .tracts. As one 
physician put it: "Perhaps none of these 
things are very nice to look at—or even 
maybe to experience—but safety nnd 
precaution must take precedence over 
both appearance and psychology." 


'They ridicule me' 


Leboyer's response is pointed. "They 


ridicule me," he says of his skeptical 
colleagues, "by misrepresenting my 
method and pushing it to extremes. But 
there should be no misunderstanding 
about what I'm saying. Whenever there 
is reason to believe that breathing is not 
all right, or there is difficulty in oxygen- 
ation, I say, 'Go ahead! Turn up the 


lights and do whatever you want—use 
suction, give oxygen.' I am not denying 
the progress of obstetrics. I am only 
saying that birth is a physical and an 
emotional affair—and you cannot deny 
this second aspect. 


"You know, I get more questions 


about the business of the slap than any- 
thing else. Somehow, people have a 
feeling that you must initiate breathing 
in the child. It is because they are so 
conditioned by their cars, which they 
turn on with a key. But the baby is not 
a machine. The moment the head of the 
child is out the breathing is there. You 
can see it yourself in a film I've made. 
So there is no necessity to do anything 
—at least not with the vast majority 
of normal, healthy babies. But modern 
man feels he must help nature—that 
nature is waiting for him to help it. It 
is sheer arrogance." 


Born to cry 


"In modern obstetrics," Dr. Kliot ex- 


plains, "we've come to feel that a baby 
born crying is a healthy baby—and, so, 
we tend to feel that we must stimulate 
him to cry." 


Before retiring nearly two years ago, 


Leboyer had delivered overlOOO babies 
with his new method. He still performs 
a delivery now and then; but, he points 
out, the important fact to note is that 
other physicians are picking up where 
he left off. In New York, Nevada, 
Illinois, California, Florida and other 
states, Leboyer-style deliveries have 
taken place—perhaps as many as 400 
in all—a small, but nevertheless, signif- 
icant number, given the resistance and 
opposition of many conservative hos- 
pital administrators. 


Because of this opposition, most of 


the physicians performing Leboyer-style 
deliveries have, until now, been reluc- 
tant to discuss them openly. 


"There's another factor, too," 
says 


Dr. Kliot, who has performed over 
50 Leboyer-style deliveries. "You must 
understand that the wrong kind of 
publicity — sensationalist publicity — 
could set this concept back 10 years— 
or even kill it altogether." 


Adds his partner in the deliveries, 


Dr. Max Lilling, who directs a special 
high-risk newborn unit at Brookdale 
Hospital: "We were brought a tech- 
nique by our patients. What Dr. Leboyer 
had to say appealed to them, and they 
wanted very much to give it a try. And 
though we were somewhat skeptical 
at first, we went along with their desire; 
and I have to say I've been impressed 
with what I've seen so far." 


"It was fantastic," says Joyce Meren- 


dino of Brooklyn. "When Dr. Kliot put 
my baby on my stomach I stroked her 
back and she picked up her head and 
looked around. She's a very alert baby." 


"Before," 
says 
another 
mother, 


whose first child was delivered in (he 
traditional manner, "it seemed I heard 
my little girl crying all night. This time, 
my little boy was quiet as can be." 


"I've been absolutely amazed by the 


results," says Dr. Henry Davis, a family 
practitioner who delivers babies at the 
Carson Tahoe Hospital in Carson City. 
"I've delivered at least 35 babies with 
the Leboyer method in the last five 
months -and I just can't say enough 
about it. These babies are so different 
from the others, so graceful in their 
movements. They seem to be- reaching 
out instead of protecting themselves. 


"Our son 6e//eves everybody loves him," says Dr. Henry 
Davis, a Carson City, Nev., family practitioner, of his 


Wth child, Michael—a Lehoycr baby. Dr. Davis has per- 
formed about 35 Leboyer deliveries since the spring. 


"My wife and I recently had our 10th . 


child with the Leboyer method—a col- 
league of mine did the delivery. All I 
can say is that our son Michael seems 
to believe that everybody in the world 
loves him. He's so calm ... he didn't 
even cry when he had to have an in- 
jection—only four hours after birth! I'm 
convinced that the Leboyer method re- 
sults in a better child." 


Whether or not that's true is, of 


course, the critical question. Leboyer 
believes that the way an infant is treated 
during roughly the first 10 minutes after 
birth sets the pattern for the rest of his 
life. 


"As adults," he said in slightly ac- 


cented but flawless English, "we are 
constantly re-experiencing what we 
have experienced as a baby. The infan.t 
whose birth is violent, frustrating and 
difficult will not have an easy life." 


The scientific approach 


However, his message is not so easily 


accepted by the scientific community. 
Says Dr. Lilling: "There is nothing we 
can really comment on in an accurate, 
scientific manner; and until we can— 
until there is some solid research to 
back up what we think we know and 
understand the medical establishment 
will probably not be persuaded." 


But what of the 1000-or-so children 


Leboyer has delivered in his native 
France- -who now range in age from 
8 months to 4 years—might not they 
provide us with the answer? One hun- 
dred and four of the children are being 
studied at the Sorbonne in Paris; and 
while the child psychologists in charge 
of the study are unwilling to share their 
findings with the public before publica- 
tion of an official report sometime with- 
in the next two years, this much has 
already leaked out: Leboyer children 
are noticeably different—in their over- 
all attitude and behavior, and, more 
specifically, their unusually avid interest 
in the world around them. 


Growing interest 


Meanwhile, the interest in Leboyer— 


despite official caution and even op- 
position—continues to grow: "We've 
been inundated with phone calls ever 
since Birth Without Violence first ap- 
peared," says publicist Maria Temechko 
of Alfred A. Knopf Inc., Leboyer's pub- 
lisher. "Most of the calls have been 
from pregnant women—some quite 
frantic—demanding that we put them 
in touch with an obstetrician who will 
agree to a Leboyer delivery." 


"I've 
had calls from around the 


country," says Dr. Davis, "from women 
willing to fly out-here to Nevada so 
they could have a Leboyer delivery. But 
I couldn't permit that kind of thing be- 
cause it would be ethically questionable 
and obviously hazardous from a medi- 
cal point of view ... It's a shame more 
doctors aren't doing Leboyer deliveries, 
though, because I know that if they 
ever tried it—just once—they'd never 
go back to the old way."

22 contests, lack of money may shut many young women off from going to college. 


A 


pproximately $10 million in schol- 
arships are awarded to beauty 
contest winners every year. Many 
of these beauty contests are uni- 


versity-sponsored or related. 


According to Title 9 of the Educa- 


tional Amendments Act of 1972, the 
specifics of which became law only last 
summer, any federally funded 
uni- 


versity, college, or junior college which 
gives scholarships at functions which 
limit participation to one sex is in viola- 
tion of the law. Such is the case with 
many beauty contests. 


Two Republican Congressmen from 


Alabama, John Buchanan and Jack Ed- 
wards, are up in arms over Title 9. 
They've introduced amendment 
HR9308, which would permit any col- 
lege to give scholarships to beauty con- 
test winners. 


At present, women who enter uni- 


versity-sponsored beauty contests in 
which only.females participate are leg- 
ally prevented from cashing in on their 
scholarships. 


What kind of women will enter col- 


legiate-sponsored beauty contests if 
scholarships or tuition credit is not 
available? 


"If scholarships aren't offered, only 


those women who want to break into 
dance or movies will enter these uni- 
versity beauty contests," predicts Jean 
Stein, America's 1962 Junior Miss win- 
ner. "I think, these contests will be- 
come talent shows. You know, kind of 
like Ted Mack's Amateur Hour. " 


To date the Civil Rights Division of 


the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare has not prevented any col- 
legiate beauty queen from using her 
scholarship funds. 


However, Title 9 has prevented uni- 


versities from giving scholarships to 
participants in beauty contests like the 
Miss America Pageant. For instance, 
Janice Walker of the Birmingham News, 
who runs the Miss Alabama contest, says 
that about 80 per cent of the $150,000 
worth of scholarships that were once 
available to contestants in that state has 
now dried up. 


Abides by the law 


The University of Alabama ended its 


scholarship support as soon as the law 
was passed, says university official 
Cathy Randall, adding that even the 
winner of the Miss University of Ala- 
bama title receives no tuition help. 


Similarly, universities may not now 


offer scholarships to twirlers and major- 
ettes. 


And the government appears to be 


sticking by its guns. "If any federally 
assisted university sponsors or is asso- 
ciated with the promotion of a beauty 
contest and we believe there was dis- 
crimination 
against any 
participant, 


we'll take action," explains Dale Pullen 
of HEW's Civil Rights Division. "The 
question is to what extent the university 
in question was involved in a beauty 
contest."

have tributes to the concept of 
America's strength but whether we 
are going to avoid cutting military 
strength and defense purchasing 
power further by additional budget 
cuts."

Schlesinger said Ford asked 


him. to prepare a fiscal 1977 budget ' 
about $10 billion less than Ford 
originally projected for next yeaiv 


Although Ford's, new proposal 


of $107 billion would represent a 
small dollar Increase .over the 
administration - request 'for this 
year, Schlesinger contended it 
would turn out to be a net shrink- 
age of' 5 or .6 per cent in actual 
defense buying power because, of 
inflation. 
: 
Schlesinger denied reports that ' 


he had reached the point of decid- 
ing to quit in protest. But, he 
added, "there was a question in my 
mind whether I would be prepared 
to carry a defense budget to the 
Hill which I regarded as inade- 
quate." 


Apart from strong indications 


that he.and Ford.dlffered on next 
year's budget, Schlesinger declined 
to discuss what motivated Ford to 
fire hum. 


"As far as' I'm concerned, 


that's all water over the dam," he 
said. But he sidestepped taking a 
position on whether he would sup- 
port Ford for election next year, 
saying" "it's premature for me to 
get into any political issues." 
,' Sehlesinger also said "I would 
not care to speculate" on reports 
that he was a victim of intrigue by 
. Secretary of State .Henry A. Kiss- 
inger or a power play by Donald 
Rumsfeld, whom Ford named to 
replace Schlesinger.

Reagan plans extensive changes in 
the nation's .taxing system if he is 
elected president. 
! 
Reagan in an interview in Los 


Angeles also'fleshed out his plans 
\o shift, responsibility for most of 
the nation's social programs from 
I he federal government to the 
states. 
i 
However, Reagan was careful 


to list his ideas as "tentative" and 
if he puts fhem into effect it will be 


• done gradually so as to ease' the 
>hock. 


• 
IN ADDITION Reagan-plans to 


.meet'with experts in the field of 
economics and social problems to 
.get their advice on how to imple- 
ment his ideas. 


But the 'former governor is 


determined to change the taxing 
system both to make it more equi- 
table and to spur the development 
of industry and jobs. 


First, Reagan believes that 


everyone should be able to make a 
flat minimum without paying any. 
income;.tax. As an example, a tax- 
free salary of $10,000 was mention- 
ed. 
-. 
Then, Reagan thinks that there 


should be no deductions for the 
taxes on money made above the 
ceiling. 
" 
In other 'words a flat percent- 


age tax would be charged and the 
taxpayer could easily compute that 
charge. The percentage would be 
jower than current percentages 
with deductions. 
; 
"It would be like (he Lord's 


way —tithing," he said. 
; 
"Finally, Reagan favors a limit 


on the percentage of tax that could 
be charged, no matter how high the 
income. 


"This may prove impractical," 


he said indicating an open mind on 
the subject. 
1 .But he did make it clear that he 
wants major changes in the tax 
structure. 


""-HE ALSO attacked business 
taxes coupled with taxes on those 
living off stock dividends and being 
taxed "twice." 


,Reagan also disliked capital, 


gains taxes, noting that in the early 
1940s the AFL called for their abol- 
ishment in order to "provide capi- 
'taf for new industries and new 
jdbs." 


'Reagan feels that if such major 


social programs as welfare, health, 
education, -and urban affairs- are 
shifted to state and local govern- 
ments, ,lhen the federal tax needs 
Will be reduced. As a result state 
and local governments can then 
raise .taxes, including income 
taxes, in order to fund their new 
responsibilities. 


During the next month Reagan 


will be refining his ideas and 
proposals with the help of experts 
in the field. 
1 The experts, however, will be 
telling Reagan how he can carry 
out'his goals, not setting those 
goals,-the former governor said.

Carrier 
in Mediterranean collision 
1 dead, others 
feared lost 


GAETA, Italy (AP) — The U.S. 


aircraft carrier John F. Kennedy 
and the cruiser Belknap collided 
and caught fire Saturday night in 
the Mediterranean 70 miles east of 
Sicily. 


Navy officials said one man 


aboard the carrier was known dead 
and indicated there were other 
casualties. -There are 4,500 crew- 
men aboard the Kennedy and 350 
aboard 'the Belknap, a missile- 
carrying ship designed for antisub- 
marine and antiaircraft warfare. 


The two U.S. 6th Fleet warships 


collided during night flight opera- 
tions and both .caught fire, 
1 accord- 


ing to the Pentagon in Washington 
and a London-based spokesman for 
the U.S. naval forces in Europe. 


THE FIRE on the flight deck of 


the Kennedy was put out in about 
10 minutes but it took about 2% 
hours to bring the flames on the 
Bel knap under control. 


All fires were completely extin- 


guished, a Pentagon spokesman 
said just before 7:35 p.m. PST. 


"The full extent of casualties is 


unknown," the Pentagon' said. 
"One man from the John F. Kenne- 
dy is known dead. Fires which 
occurred aboard the Belknap make 
additional casualties likely." 


"Some men were rescued from 


the water, and the John F. Kenne- 
,dy and five accompanying U.S. de- 
stroyers assisted in search and res- 
cue assistance," said Lt. Cmdr. 
John Hoshko, a Navy spokesman in 
London. 


Navy officials said casualties 


were first taken to the Kennedy 
and then to the U.S. naval hospital 
at Sigonella, Sicily. Gaeta is the 
headquarters for the 6th Fleet.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - 


Fierce street fighting between Mos- 
lem and Christian gunmen raked 
Beirut on Saturday, leaving at least 
36 persons dead, 76 wounded and 
150 kidnaped. 


The government, after a series 


of desperate negotiations with rival 
militia leaders, announced a new 
cease-fire — the 13th since civil 
warfare erupted last April. Gunfire 
and rocket explosions continued to 
rattle through Ihe deserted streets 
after the cease-fire was announced. 


Premier Rashid Karami warn- 


ed that his bitterly divided country 
"is on the brink of total collapse." 
Karami, a Moslem, told the cease- 
fire committee that Lebanon faced 
famine, bankruptcy and massive 
unemployment. 


"If Islam allows murder, then I 


don't want to be a Moslem," he 
said. "If Christianity allows killing, 
then I am against Christianity. We 
have reached zero level and even 
slipped below it in every aspect of 
life." 


The renewed fighting that 


erupted three days ago blistered 
two-thirds of Beirut. 


Gunmen placed an explosive 


charge in the American Universi- 
ty's experimental farm at Mount 
Lebnon, causing heavy damage and 
fires, police reported. 


"Fighting is getting more vi- 


cious and citizens have been ad- 
vised to move to shelters to avoid 
rocket fire," a police spokesman 
said. He added that fire brigades 
were unable to enter many districts 
"because gunmen are deliberately 
harassing them with machine guns 
and rocket- propelled grenades." 


Bands of armed civilians were 


reported moving through the hotel 
district near the U.S. Embassy 
compound, checking identification 
cards of motorists and pedestrians. 
Two men led away as prisoners. 


In one suburb, police shot and 


wounded two youths who were in a 
gang looting deserted shops and 
homes.

Long Beach pays a 


$106,500 annual premium 
for liability insurance oh' 
general city operations. 
'But that's for a'policy with 
an unusually high $250,000 
deductible 
clause—in 


other words, the city pays 
for all damage suits and 
other claims totaling less 
than $250,000. 


The city has budgeted 


another $175,000 for claims 
it will have to pay because 
of the deductible, John 
Williams, a city man- 
ager's assistant, said. 


The 
insurance crisis, 


officials say, began in late 


1973 when cities were sur 
prised by .-the decision of 
the largest national 
municipal policy carrier, 
Pacific- Indemnity, to 
leave the business. 


"Apparently the compa- 


ny decided that cities were 
not the place to make 
money," said Knapp., 


The insurance compa- 


nies remaining in the field 
claim they were hit by se-

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Radicals spurned SLA,, escapee says 


VACAV1LLE (AP) - 


The 'tiny Symbionese 
Liberation Army stayed 
tiny because its revolu- 
tionary dream world was 
largely spurned by the 
radical community, says a 
convict once falsely identi- 
fied as an abductor of 
Patricia Hearst. 


Thero Wheeler, recap- 


tured in Houston, Tex., 
last July nearly two years 
a f t e r he escaped from 
prison, described in an 
interview the SLA's futile 
search for a wide follow- 
ing and its unsuccessful 
attempts to recruit him — 
including once at gun- 
point. Despite the most 
celebrated 
kidnaping in 


recent history, the SLA 
never really amounted to 
much, he said. 


"When 1 got out, there 


was no SLA," the 3fryear- 
old convict recalled at the 
California Medical Facili- 
ty here. "Donald DeF- 
recze was in the Bay Area 
trying to find members, 
trying to get them to join. 
But nobody was going for 
it." 


WHEELER 
had 
met 


SLA leader 
DeFreeze 


through an inmate organ- 
ization called the Black 
Cultural Association. DeF- 
reeze was later transfer- 
red to Soledad Prison, 
from which he escaped. 


Six months later, on 


Aug. 
2, 1973, Wheeler, who 


was serving a term for 
batter}' on a police officer, 
escaped with the aid of 
what he calls "well-con- 
nected" radical acquaint- 
ances, but not the SLA. He 
says he left the prison be- 
cause he believed he was 
failing to get proper medi- 
cal 
attention 
for 
a 


lingering intestinal inflam- 
mation. 


Once a member of the 


now-defunct Maoist Ven- 
ceremos group, Wheeler 
said he traveled to New 
York and Chicago seeking 
medical attention, then re- 
turned to the Bay Area in- 
the fall of 1973. 


Radical 
acquaintances 


steered him to DeFreeze 
and several companions — 
including Nancy Ling 
Perry, Patricia 
Soltysik 


and Willie Wolfe, an out- 
sider who had attended 
BCA meetings at Vaca- 
ville. The four died with' 
SLA comrades Camilla 
Besieged 
suspect 
gives up 


A strongarm robbery 


suspect who barricaded 
himself inside his Carmeli- 
tos apartment with a high- 
powered .22 caliber rifle 
surrendered peacefully 
Saturday night after a 
Long Beach police Special 
Tactics and Rescue team 
surrounded the building. 


Arrested on suspicion of 


robbery, assault with a 
deadly weapon and resist- 
ing arrest was Henry 
Gray, 27, of 95814 Via 
Wanda. A 17-year-old girl 
who was in the apartment 
with him was charged 
with resisting arrest. 


THE 
five-man STAR 


team, along with other 
Long Beach units, was 
called in after Signal Hill 
police went to Gray's 
apartment with a warrant 
for his arrest in connec- 
tion with a robbery in Sig- 
nal Hill Saturday morning. 


According 
to Long 


Beach police Lt. Tony 
Prutch, the robbery vic- 
tim, 
Thomas Henry Jack- 


son, of 20H Junipero Ave., 
led Signal Hill police, to 
Gray's apartment about 
8:30 p.m.. 


With the police outside, 


Jackson, who knew Gray, 
went into Gray's second- 
floor apartment and asked 
for the return of a stereo 
set and various household 
items allegedly taken. 


THE SUSPECT then put 


a r i f l e under Jackson's 
chin and told him to get 
out, Prulch said. 


After Long Beach reen- 


forcements arrived, police 
spent about an hour trying 
to talk the suspect into 
surrendering, Prutch said. 


When police said it was 


his last chance, Gray 
came to (he front door, 
pushed the girl out and 
followed her, according to 
Prutch. 


A restless crowd esti- 


mated at 200 jeered police 
as they tried to talk the 
suspect into surrendering, 
dispersing only after po- 
lice declared an unlawful 
assembly. 


Hall and Angela Atwood in 
a fiery Los Angeles shoot- 
out less lhan a year later. 


"THEY CAME to me 


trying to find out whether 
! \vnuld help them start an 
organization," he said. 
"There were all of five 
people in it. It was partic- 
ularly this one dude with 
an idea, DeFrecze. 


"They were living out of 


books, man," Wheeler 
said. 'They weren't living 
everyday existence. 


"You 
can't readily 


equate what you read in 
books and reality," he 
went on. "To the people 
out there, trying to sur- 
vive takes priority over 
dreams. He {DeFreeze) 
wasn't in a real frame of 
mind; he didn't under- 
stand the people he said 
he wanted to help." 


Wheeler said he refused 


to join the SLA or help 
recruit because he op- 
posed killing and was 
preoccupied with getting 


an operation. He said he 
saw DeFreeze and other 
SLA members about five 
times after his escape and 
turned them down each 
time they solicited sup- 
port. 


Wheeler said he fled 


alone to Houston, Tex., 
then set up a false identity 
under the name Bradley 
Bruce. He underwent two 
operations and had an 
electronics job until his 
capture last July. 


"The whole picture sur- 


rounding the SLA is wrong 
— all the articles, assump- 
tions, speculations and 
probabilities," he said. 
"They distorted it out of 
context. I don't think the 
SLA has ever been ,impor- 
tant, other than to be a 
sensation, a story." 


Asked whether he be- 


lieves that Miss Hearst 
was brainwashed into join- 
ing her captors, Wheeler 
said: "I think It could' 
have been a little of both 
—coercion and trying to 


understand the cause—and 
I think maybe she got con- 
fused about what really 
was happening. 
I think 


that a lot of what she did 
was out of fear" of the 
SLA at first and later of 
the FBI. 


An FBI spokesman in 


San Francisco said Wheel- 
er is not wanted in connec- 
tion wjth any SLA activi- 
ties, including the April 
1974 
bank robbery in 


which Miss Hearst is 
charged.

S. Muskie, D-Maine, his 
Senate counterpart, both 
estimate that the new 
process has saved $10 bil- 
lion to f 15 billion this year. 


The procedures we re- 


prescribed in the 1974 
Budget Control Act, hailed 
as one of the most impor- 
tant 
congressional 


changes in many years. 


Under the law, the new 


system must be used in 
1976 and future years. 


But the two budget com- 


mittees decided to start 
with it in 1975 on a trial 
basis, even though there 
were many unusual head- 
aches,,including a record 
deficit in the current fiscal 
'year budget.

Military's 
pay beats 
civilians'

WASHINGTON - tyili-. 


tary personnel whose 
basic pay has more than 
doubled in the last decade 
now are drawing signifi- 
cantly more compensation • 
than their civilian counter- 
parts in the federal gov- 
ernment, according to a 
study by the Senate 
Appropriations 'Commit- 
tee. 


A major general, 
for 


example, draws |54,713 a 
year in pay and benefits. 
That is $13,465 more than 
received in. pay and bene- 
fits by a federal employe 
bojding the top civil serv- 
ice grade of GS-18. 


The combined pay and 


benefits for a 1st Lieuten- 
ant .total $21,729, which is 
$5,326 more than received 
by a civilian employe 
holding 
a 
comparable 


grade (OS-8 or GS-9) in the 
civil service. 
• 


A study comparing mili- 


tary and civilian compen- 
sation was contained in 
Hie committee's report on\ 
this year's defense/appro- 
priations bill. 


LIKE other congression- 


al committees which have 
hesitated to provoke the 
political wrath of the size- 
able military community, 
the Senate 
committee 


deliberately 
refrained 


from drawing the conclu- 
sion that military person- 
nel were better paid than 
their civilian counterparts 
in the government. Yet 
that conclusion was self- 
evident in tables in the 
committee report. 


The 
comparisons 


showed that from the rank 
of sergeant up through 
major general, military 
personnel were receiving 
anywhere from $3,610 to 
$13,465 more in overall 
compensation and benefits 
than civilian employes in 
comparable grades in the 
civil service. The only 
military ranks receiving 
less were privates and 
corporals, and even there • 
the monetary disadvan- 
tage was only about $500 
annually. 


The committee report 


suggested that the com- 
parisons 
undoubtedly 


would come as a "sur- 
prise" to '.'the majority of 
military personnel," who, 
it said, tend to understate 
their compensation. 


AS the report noted, the 


tendency among military 
personnel, 
when asked 


about their compensation, 
is to cite only their basic 
pay and housing and sub- 
.sistence allowances and to 
leave out such other bene- 
fits as a free retirement 
system, free health care,

entitlement programs and 
other items which Con- 
gress is powerless to con- 
trol in the short run.

— Riot-equipped police 
turned back thousands of 
antibusing demonstrators 
Saturday after the march- 
ers departed from their, 
parade route and converg- 
ed on a convention center 
where national Democrat- 
ic Party leaders were 
meeting. 


Some 200 policemen, 


several rows deep, cor- 
doned off the street in 
'front of the center and 
kept back the marchers. 
The officers held night- 
sticks across their- chests 
and wore gas masks. 
Some held fire hoses point- 
ed at the crowd. 


Police Chief John Nevin 


said officers had been told 
to spray water on the 
crowd, already shivering 
in chilly winds and tem- 
peratures below 40 de- 
grees, if protesters'tried to 
cross the street to the cen- 
ter. "If the water don't 
work, 'we'll use gas," 
Nevin said. 


The crowd dispersed a 


short time after several 
antibusing leaders 
were 


allowed inside the conven- 
tion center to speak with 
Democratic 
leaders. 


Mayor Harvey I. Sloane 
said no injuries were re- 
ported 
and no arrests 


were made. 


An estimated 5,000 to 


7,000 demonstrators bepan 
the march, which wound 
through the downtown 
area, but only a few po- 
licemen were visible along 
the parade route. March 
leaders said some of the 


demonstrators were from 
Boston, the scene of earli- 
er violence because of 
court-ordered busing to 
achieve desegregation.

I'm interested in buying a dia- 


mond solitaire and would like to 
know what would be a reasonable 
price for a good quality one or two- 
carat stone. I'd also like some ad- 
vice on selecting a reputable jewel- 
ry store. T.P.R., Long Beach. 


Prices are based on four factors, 


or four "Cs" - carat weight, clarity, 
color and cutting, and according to 
spokesmen in the jewelry industry, 
you can expect to pay from $2,000 
(o $5,000 for a high quality one- 
carat stone, and from 54,500 to $15,- 
000 for a good two-carat stone. 
They advise you to seek a jeweler 
from among the more conserv- 
ative, long established stores. One 
jeweler suggests that you ask a 
local banker to recommend a reli- 
able store. Sylvia Porter, syndicat- 
ed financial columnist, suggests 
that you avoid a jeweler who tries 
to sell you a "perfect blue-white 
diamond," which doesn't exist. The 
best-colored diamonds have the 
clearness of tap water— not too 
blue or yellow. Inferior diamonds 
sell'for much less (ban the above 
prices but reputable jewelers con- 
sider many of them to be barely of 
gemsfone quality and some sold as 
jewels, one noted, "should be on 
the end of a drill." (Nongemstone 
quality diamonds are widely used 
on cutting tools.) Tor help in select- 
ing a diamond, you can get a copy 
of the free booklet, "Diamond Buy- 
ing and Care Guide," at some 
jewelry stores, including C. C.

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Gun controls 
rise worldwide 
— doubts told

The day came this past July for the people of Italy 


to register their pistols and rifles and turn in any "arms 
of war" listed in the country's new gun control law. The 
police were not ready, for what they saw. 


Reported for the first time were 153,839 handguns, 


171,097 rifles and shotguns, and 154,821 sabers, daggers 
bayonets and scimitars. 


Handed to authorities were 15,487 machine guns, 


submachine guns, and army shotguns and pistols, along 
with 232,129 cartridges, 18 cannons, mortars and gre- 
nade launchers, and about 500 pounds of explosives. 


The new law, directed at growing political violence 


and armed robberies that had jumped 27.6 per cent in a 
year, also banned the carrying in public of clubs, sticks, 
bars, chains, slings, bolts and "any other object that in 
view of the circumstances of time and place can clearly 
be used to harm people." 


Italy had joined the growing club of nations that 


control guns. From Brazil to France to the Soviet Union, 
the trend is toward more restrictions on who can own 
firearms and how and when they can,be used. Some 
governments say that restrictions reduce crime. 


Even in the United States, one of the last nations 


with largely unrestricted gun ownership, control legisla- 
tion is being examined seriously in congressional com- 
mittees despite a strong progun lobby. 


BELGIUM ALSO HAS a strong gun lobby, which is 


credited with blocking government efforts since 1970 to 
strengthen a 1.933 gun control law. 


Several bills to restrict gun sales in Brazil are 


moving through the legislative process, including one by 
legislator Edgar Martins to require a "psychotechnical" 
exam for a permit to carry a gun. 


"Every day there are more armed criminals, and 


the guns used by those enemies of society generally 
come from those who get them without emotional and 
technical qualifications," Martins said. 


In France, where nearly half of all homicides last 


year involved guns, officials are less concerned about 
legal gun sales than they are about gun thefts and 
smugglings. 


"The sales of arms are not the main problem for us 


to curb crime," an interior ministry official said. "Arms 
are used either by gangsters and other underworld 
people who smuggle them from neighboring countries, 
or by ordinary citizens who use their hunting guns in 
crimes of passion. To forbid the manufacture and sale of 
arms to prevent crime would be as absurd as forbidding 
the making and selling of cars to prevent road acci- 
dents " 


'Government press reports in Russia, where hand- 


guns are rare but hunting guns can be bought with 
approval, indicate Soviet concern. 


"Something is wrong if a person can buy a hunting 


gun and not register it," the government newspaper 
Izvestia said in a February article. "In the last 18 
months, 7,000 unregistered hunting guns have been dis- 
covered in the (White Russian) Republic." 


GUN CONTROL PROPOSALS before the U.S. Con- 


gress would set stringent registration procedures but 
allow ownership for most law-abiding, mentally compe- 
tent adults. The laws of many nations, however, seek to 
limit ownership to certain classes of people or ban it 
altogether. 


' In Sweden, for instance, permission to buy and 


carry wea'pons is granted only to those who can prove 
they are members of the Swedish Sportsmen's Associa- 
tion, shooting and rifle clubs, or the Swedish Central 
Federation for Voluntary Military Training. 


Sweden's law was amended last year to lengthen 


prison terms for violators and add new qualifications for 
hunters. That may help explain a slight downturn in the 
number of crimes involving guns. 


Singapore's law is more exacting. "Private citizens 


are totally discouraged from owning guns," an official 
said. "Penalties are severe and it is very difficult to buy 
or sell guns." 


The situation is similar in South Korea, where even 


legitimate owners of guns must leave them in police 
custody when they are not being used for hunting. 
"South Korea has a very strict gun control law and it is 
unthinkable for ordinary Koreans or subversive domes- 
tic elements to acquire guns," a police spokesman said. 


_,!-., !t is difficult to measure the effectiveness of gun 
control laws in reducing crime, because many govern- 
ments either don't compile statistics on gun-related 
crimes or refuse to reveal them. But there are indica- 
tions that the laws are working in some countries. 


"I think our gun control system is very effective," a 


government official in Hong Kong said. "There have 
been only three homicides attributed to guns this year 
and only one in 1974." 


IN WEST GERMANY, the federal crime agency 


£ays it is difficult to statistically trace the effects of a 
1973 gun control law. But the number of crimes in which 
'guiis were fired dropped from 10,487 In that year to 8,081 
in 1974. 


Singapore police won't release homicide figures, but 


a police source said "armed robberies have declined 
sharply since the imposition of the death sentence on 
accomplices who do not even possess a gun."

Despite hard times, fis- 


cal safeguards enacted 
years ago. are working 
well enough to keep most 
of America's state govern- 
ments well ahead of their 
debt obligations. 


A few states in the 


Northeast have encounter- 
ed severe financial prob- 
lems as the recession has 
cut down on tax revenues 
while contributing to the 
number of people eligible 
for welfare, unemploy- 
ment benefits and other 
costly state services. 


But an Associated Press 


survey shows that in most 
of the country a conserv- 
ative 
pay-as-you-go 


approach to government 
spending has prevented 
financial discomforts from 
becoming the sort of finan- 
cial crises that have beset 
New York's city and state 
governments. 


Pay-as-you-go is a tenet 


of. the constitutions of 35 
states; they require the 


governors and legislatures 
to cut spending rather 
than incur deficits to pay 
for operating expenses. 


All states allow borrow- 


ing by means of bond 
sales for long-term capital 
projects such as highways 
and buildings. The major- 
ity, however, have erected 
barriers that effectively 
prevent their governments 
from getting too far into 
debt. 


North Carolina is an 


example of a state that 
feels its traditional policy 
of fiscal conservatism is 
paying off. Despite having 
one of the lowest per capi- 
ta incomes in the nation, it 
has a credit rating of 
AAA, the highest granted 
by the Wall Street rating 
firms. 


North Carolina has in- 


deed felt the recession's 
impact. Layoffs in the tex- 
tile and furniture indus- 
tries 
have 
pushed 


unemployment above 10 
per cent for most of the 
year. And, like most other 
states, North Carolina de- 


pends heavily on sales and - 
income taxes. When peo- 
ple are out of work, they 
buy and earn less. State 
revenues go down. 


So the state legislature 


faced a novel problem this 
year. For 10 years, infla- 
tion had made budgeting a 
matter of how to spend 
surplus money, the result 
of revenues that had in-

operating costs. This year, 
however, costs outpaced 
income, and the legisla- 
ture was forced by the 
constitution to forego 
some programs.

state was judged healthy 
by bond investors when it 
sold some previously ap- 
proved water pollution 
bonds in June.

cent, well below the pre- 
vailing market rate for 
municipals, now averag- 
ing almost 5 per cent but 
going as high as 11 per 
cent for New York State's 
short-term notes. 


North Carolina, where 


the voters must approve 
any bond issue, has built 
up a state debt of $458 
million. Debt service re- 
quires only 2 per cent of 
the state's revenue each 
year. 


The percentage of reve- 


nue required to service 
existing debt is a key indi- 
cator of a state's health 
for bond analysts, who 
look askance at a state 
which must devote more 
than 10 per cent of its 
revenues to retiring bonds. 


Across the country, 


stale debt loads vary. All 
bonds floated by Texas, 
. for example, are self-liqui- 
dating, paid off automati- 
cally from designated 
revenues, such as univer- 
sity dormitory rents. Cali- 
fornia devotes 2.1 per cent 


of its revenues to debt. 
Pennsylvania pays about 
4.4 per cent. Massa- 
chusetts is about 8 per- 
cent.

North Carolina, agricul- 
ture provides a healthy 
economic base. The major 
cities are newer and 
smaller than in the North- 
east industrial belt.

up to the amount produced

in 1972. Other domestic oil 
is now free from federal 
controls. 


California 
oil prices 


have been lower than the 
nationwide average be- 
cause the oil is. heavier 
and had been more costly 
to refine than other oils. 
However, state officials 
contend that new tech- 
niques have been de- 
veloped to make refining 
California oil less costly. 


The FEA 
spokesman 


said Zarb had decided that 
"an upward adjustment of 
the differential cannot now 
be justified." 


"Although the FEA 


fully recognizes the neces- 
sity for new price incen- 
tives to maintain old oil 
production at or above 
current levels, it finds no 
reason to believe that 
greater incentives are 
needed in California than 
in the rest of the nation," 
he said. 


The spokesman

there was no "particular

Judge Klein tells NOW courts

"Since the beginnings of 


this nation, judges, 99 per 
cent of whom are males, 
have utilized generaliza- 
tions and stereotyping 
about men and women in 
(heir reasoning to prolong 
the existence of blatantly 
sexually 
discriminatory 


laws," Mrs. Klein told 
delegates 
to the fourth 


annual convention of the 
California branch of the 
National Organization for 
Women (NOW) in Los Am- 
geles. The feminist group 
is holding two days of 
meetings. 


"Such generalities as all 


women are weak, fragile, 
emotionally unstable, shy 
and retiring, passive, un- 
able to handle money mat- 
ters nor make decisions, 


dependent, and akin to 
children in their need for 
care, play an all-too-fre- 
quent and large part in the 
collective American male 
thinking process," the jur- 
ist said. 


Mrs. Klein urged dele- 


gates to work for passage 
of the 
Equal 
Rights 


Amendment, which has 
been ratified by 34 of the 
required 38 states. 


"Whether ratification 


becomes a reality by 1979 
will depend on the pres- 


sures exerted upon legisla- 
tors in those state where 
the issue is pending," she 
said. 


Mrs. Klein called oppo- 


nents of the proposed 27th 
Amendment 
"well-fi- 


nanced, aggressive and 
articulate, if 
oftentimes 


misinformed factually." 


Mrs. Klein said passage 


of the ERA was needed to 
correct discrimination in 
all areas of the law. 


"It is not only in em- 


ployment that 
sexually 


discriminatory 
laws 


abound," she said. "An 
examination 61 laws relat- 
ing to credit, housing, 
education, sports, the mili- 
tary, marital and criminal 
legislation, etc., disclose 
the same faulty logic 
being used to justify dif-

SACRAMENTO (AP) — 


California may run short 
of timber if a federal court 
ruling banning the clear- 
cutting of trees in national 
forests is extended to the 
state, says a federal for- 
estry official. 


Ted Koskella, the U.S. 


Forest Service official in 
charge of resources in 
California, said in an 
interview that the ruling 
could cut timber produc- 
tion from national, forests 
in the state by as much as 
GO per cent. 


"We'd have to com- 


pletely rethink our timber 
management plans," Kos- 
kella said. 


One timber industry 


official said the ruling 
could prompt companies 
to strip private lands of 
(heir trees to make up for 
the loss of wood from na- 
tional forests. 


THE RULING in August 


stemmed from a suit 
brought in West Virginia 
by several 
conservation 


groups. It is not being 
applied in Western states, 
but it could be if a similar 
suit is brought and upheld. 


A federal appeals court 


ruled that both clear-cut- 
ting and thinning in the 
Monongahela 
National 


Forest in West Virginia 
violated the 1897 federal 
law which established the 
national forest system. 


Clear-cutting is remov- 


ing all trees in an area. 


Thinning means 
cutting 


selected trees, including 
young ones, in crowded 
areas. Both are common 
logging practices. 


The court said clear-cut- 


ting violated a rule that 
national forest trees must 
be marked before being 
cut for sale, and thinning 
violated other restrictions. 


THE SIERRA Club, one 


of the groups that brought 
the suit, said in its news- 
letter that the ruling 


meant "the Forest Service 
will have to give up tree 
farming and go back to 
practicing forestry." 


Officials 
say

forests hold about half 
California's 
commercial 


timber and yield about 
two-fifths of its lumber. 


George Craig of the 


Western Timber Associa- 
tion, a group of companies 
that buy timber, from na- 
tional forests, says those 
forests yield 2 billion 
board-feet of lumber a 
year in the state.

State university seeking funds as enrollment surges

State university officials will 


Jj'ask for $2,195,000 in additional 
<ffunds this week to offset a surprise 
enrollment surge that has unbal- 
{ a need-college budgets. 


Although they think they'll get 


tithe, money, planners at the 19 state 
[^colleges are weighing unpleasant 
•.'^alternatives .theylll have to resort 
f'fuCihis spring if the State Finance 
^•Department turns them down.-' 
jj-' i-Those alternatives include plac- 
r'jing lids on new enrollment—at en- 
Jitire colleges or in "impacted" 
yprograms—and laying off some 


part-time 
faculty. Larger class 


sizes are also possibile. 


Some, college officials believe 


that if enrollment continues sharply 
upward, instea'd of leveling off or 
growing slowly as they had expect-' 
cd, economy-minded state officials 
may push harder for imposing tui- 
tion. 


The enrollment increase, a na- 


tionwide phenomenon that appears 
to be caused primarily by unem- 
ployment, has already forced 
colleges in other, states to severely 
limit enrollments. 


The State University of New 


York has decided to hold enroll- 
ment at present levels for the next' 


five years at 20 of its campuses. 
Michigan State University is mov- 
ing to decrease its student body. 


When 
California 
enrollment 


records were tallied this fall, the 
state university system had three 
per cent more students than its 
budget provided for. The increase 
at Long Beach State University 
was 3.7 per cent (for a total of 
almost 33,000 students). Domihguez 
Hills had 5.1 per cent more than 
expected. 


Each state college has reacted 


in a different way to this fall's 
surge of students. But each has had 
to make contingency plans to cut 
back services next spring to make 


up for the overload this fall. 


FuUerton State University an- 


nounced a collegewide enrollment 
ceiling. 


At Long Beach State Universi- 


ty, college officials said enrollment 
lids would probably have to be 
placed on even more "impacted" 
departments than this semester 
and some part-time faculty would 
probably be laid off. 


"We hope the money conies 


through from the state," said LBSU 
vice president David Gray. "Other- 
wise we'll have to take some action 
in the spring. We can't operate this 
far out of balance." 


University system officials will 


ask (heir Board of Trustees to reT 
quest additional money from the 
State Finance Department Monday. 
"We're optimistic about getting it," 


one official said. (LBSU would get 
from $200,000 to $300,000). 


The proposal for more funds 


states that the enrollment jump 
"has placed critical demands on 
faculty and support resources 
necessary to accommodate 
the 


over-enrollments."

For one of the three, Deputy 


Public Defender Elvira Austin, the 
highlight was a tearful, joyous 
meeting with the 83-year-old grand- 
father and aunt she last saw when 
she fled Kiev in 19-13 with her moth- 
er and father. 


FOR DEPUTY City Prosecutor 


Ron Brodsky the trip was an eye 
opener, a surprise. 


And for attorney Richard 


Smith, the experience was both a 
surprise and a confirmation of 
previous convictions. 


The three were part of a group 


of 161 Americans on an Aeroflot 
inaugural flight from Los Angeles 
to Moscow Nov. 7-15. 


On the itinerary were Moscow, 


Leningrad, Odessa and Kiev—the 
museums, public buildings, cafes, 
streets and parks. 


IF THE TRIP was an endur- 


ance contest because of the time 
schedule, it was also an exercise in 
frustration because of the intransi- 
gence of Infourist, all agreed.

The Nebraska secrecy order is 


""different from the usual court 
..order barring law enforcement

"."rectly bars newspapers and others 


• Vffom publishing information re- 
pealed in open court and also 
•••from publishing information about 
;-"the defendant's criminal record. 
;''. The First Amendment to the 


X-.U.S. .Constitution bars any 
.„• abridgement of freedom of the 
_.j>ress, but Justice Blackmun sug- 


gested that while this amendment 
would come into play to protect 
reporting of the trial, it does not 
apply to news stories before the 
trial starts. 


The -justice's intentions are 


laudable. He >ishes, as did the 
trial court judge, to ensure that so 
far as possible jurors will not 
have been subjected to prejudicial 
publicity. Once a jury has been 
chosen,- Justice Blackmun must 
reason, it can be sequestered if 
necessary to protect its members 
from being influenced by news- 
paper and television reports on 
the case. 


IT MAY WELL be that in this 


particular case delaying the publi- 
cation of information will do the 
public no harm. But there can be 
cases in which such a delay would 
be harmful. It might increase pub- 
lic fears. It might even make it 
easier for a corrupt judge to dis- 
miss a case. 


Newspapers and broadcasters 


should use discretion in reporting 
information such as criminal 
records that might not be admissi- 
ble as evidence in a trial. Ordi- 
narily, publication of that sort of 
.information can be delayed until 
the jury verdict is hi without de- 
priving the public of information 
it needs to have. But the First 
Amendment clearly leaves the re- 
sponsibility for exercising such 
discretion with the press and not 
with the courts. 


An order issued by a Supreme 


Court justice in a case such as 
this is only temporary. His rulings 
do not become binding on other 
judges in similar cases. Justice 
Blackmun's assent to court-im- 
posed censorship is regrettable, 
however, and we hope it is a one- 
time anomaly that neither he nor 
other judges will repeat.

"Thus," the report went on, 


"we encounter repeated refer- 
ences to phrases such as 'dispos- 
ing of Castro,' which may be read 
in the narrow, literal sense of 
assassinating him, when it is in- 
tended that it be read in the 
broader figurative sense of dis- 
lodging the Castro regime." 


IT IS TOO bad, it seems to us, 


that the CIA did not apply to its 
search for synecdoches the imagi- 
nation of James Thurber, who be- 
came absorbed in the subdivision 
of synecdoche in which a contain- 
er is substituted for the thing 
contained. Thurber lay awake 
nights trying to think of an exam- 
ple of the reverse of this: the 
thing contained for the container. 
He finally found one, which as we 
recall required him to make up a 
small scene in which, someone 
brandished a milk bottle at a loud- 
mouth. "If you don't shut up," 
Thurber imagined him saying, 
"I'll smack you on the head with 
the milk." 


If the CIA really wished to 


speak enigmatically, it might 
have resorted to a metonymy 
similar to the one hi which "the 
White House" substitutes for "the 
President," as in "The White 
House has announced plans, ..." 
Havana might have been substi- 
tuted for Castro, as in "Let's light 
up a Havana,"

SACRAMENTO — There's a touch of

re-election effort in 1970 will illustrate. 


The then governor was traveling down 


the San Joaquin Valley in an incredibly 
plush converted bus which, reporters were 
told, had been used to take the stars of the 
"Lassie" television series to shooting loca- 
tions. 


Reagan was in a private compartment 


up front. The reporters and campaign staff 
were forced to endure the back of the bus, 
where there were large, comfortable seats, 
tables, a shower, a kitchen, and a bar, well 
stocked. 


What eastern writers will probably 


learn first about Ronald Reagan is that he 
digs organization, smooth, punctual, effi- 
cient organization. If the travel schedule 
reads "Arrive Topeka 11:32 a.m.," that is 
'when Ronald Reagan and party will arrive 
in Topeka. 


AND SO IN 1970 as reporters were 


moved comfortably from one valley town 
to another, handed advance copies of 
speeches at appropriate times (and given 
rime to write and file stories), there was 
little to abuse the still-existing prejudite 
that Ronald Reagan lived a life insulated 
from real people. 


He was deposited on a stage, cracked a

Medical malpractice 


EDITOR: 


One of the proposals now being ad- 


vanced by various medical groups is to 
limit physicians' liability for medical mal- 
practice damages to $100,000. Any balance 
of a jury verdict in excess of that would be 
paid from a state fund created by taxes on. 
insurance policies or group insurance poli- 
cies. 


Limiting the recovery for the victims 


of malpractice would imply those victims 
suffer less pain than the victims of other 
types of injuries. Not even a medical doc- 
tor could convince any patient of that. 


If the balance of the jury verdict were 


paid from a fund created by the contribu- 
tions of income from doctors who make in 
excess of $100,000 a year, the plan might 
have some merit. 


Unfortunately, the great majority of 


the medical profession is being forced into 
a high premium situation due to the prac- 
tices of some of the higher risk fields of 
medicine. Yet it is those same higher risk 
fields that are producing the higher in- 
comes for the practitioners. 


Perhaps the costs of medical malprac- 


tice could be reduced by simply requiring 
the doctor found to have not rendered 
appropriate care to contribute all fees re- 
ceived in the treatment of this particular 
patient toward the payment of the mal- 
practice insurance premium. In this way 
the doctor who practices good medicine for 
40 years without a malpractice claim 
against him will not be penalized for the 
carelessness of another practitioner.

I have spent two weeks here, 


talking to students at Case Western 
Reserve University, to the mayor 
of Cleveland, the superintendent of 
schools, to politicians of both 
parties and to the editors and re- 
porters of the . Cleveland Plain 
Dealer, the Cleveland Press, and 
the Ohio black press, dominated by 
W. 0. Walker of the Call-Post. 


Seeing the life of a city in these 


terms, you get a better understand- 
ing of American democracy. The 
Western Reserve University was 
founded in 1826, when John Quincy 
Adams was President. Thomas Jef- 
ferson and John Adams died that 
year on the same day, appropriate- 
ly on July 4. 


This university is not only edu- 


cating young. undergraduates and 
administering one of the best medi- 
.cal, dentistry, 
and 
nursing 


professional schoojs in the world 
but it is also dealing with the 
human'and technical problems of 
its own community here in Cleve- 
land. 


IT IS INVITING the old people 


of the Cleveland community into its 
classrooms, and it is making the 
thoughtful minds of its faculty 
available to help deal with the dis- 
tracting and troubling problems of 
this entire.northern Ohio area. 


Still, Cleveland, like Boston, 


and many other major cities, is 
now involved in a major political 
and legal problem over the racial 
integration of its public schools, 
and this is an 'odd and troubling 
situation. 


In. some 'ways,, Cleveland has 


been. more progressive on racial 
questions in the schools than any 
other American city. Forty per 
cent of its school-teaching staff is 
black, as compared to 5 per cent 
for Boston. Forty-five per cent of 
Cleveland's administrative staff is 
black. Two of the five leaders of 
the Board of Education here are 
black. 


Yet it is true that 57 per .cent of 


the'Cleveland school population is 
black and because of the "white 
flight" from the central city to the 
suburbs there is clearly segrega- 
tion of the races in the city schools. 


ACCORDINGLY, the NAACP 


has brought the Board of Education 
into the federal courts this ..past 
week, charging "intentional" seg- 
regation and calling for "compre- 
hensive reassignment of students" 
— which of course means substan- 
tial and controversial busing. 
' The local black leaders are 
very dubious about the wisdom of 
all this. Even the local NAACP 
leaders, in contrast with the nation- 
al NAACP leaders, have their 
doubts. 


And the whole community is 


wondering whether the racial situa- 
tion would be better after a court 
order for busing than it is now. 


•The' other day, Henry Kissing- 


er, the secretary of state, asked, 
"Why do we insist on tearing our-' 
selves apart?" and this is what 
many people in the Cleveland com- 
munity are now asking about the 
situation here. 


NEW YORK - The outlines 


were generaUy known but still it 
was hard to credit the details dis- 
. closed in Washington about the 
Central Intelligence-Agency's plots 
to assassinate foreign leaders and 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion's efforts to assassinate 
the 


character and career of the Rev. 
Dr. Martin Luther King. 


In fact, if King was right in 


believing that the £BI was trying 
to drive him to suicide — and docu- 
mentary evidence appears to sup- 
port that interpretation — then the 
bureau can be said to have tried to 
assassinate him physically. 
Its 


method was only slightly more 
devious than the CIA's poisons and 
its deals with Mafia killers. 


CAN THESE things actually 


have been done in the name of the 
American people, by their author- 
ized security agencies, through the 
consent or indifference of their 
elected political leaders? The an- 
swer is "yes," and that fact has to 
be faced in all its implications be- 
fore anything effective can be done 
to prevent such obscene actions in 
the future. 


The Senate InteUigence Com- 


mittee, for example, is going to 
offer legislation to outlaw assassi- 
nation plots against 
foreign 


leaders. But what good will that do, 
if nothing else is done? Both CIA 
and FBI officials have shown them- 
selves repeatedly willing to ignore 
and break the law. Even the com- 
mittee's own report tells how a 
former CIA official, Richard Bis- 
sell, waved aside suggestions that 
planning to kill Patrice Lumumba 
might be legally a murder plot; 
and Richard Helms, the former 
CIA director and still this country's 
accredited ambassador to Iran, 
told the committee himself that it 
had never occurred to him to check 
on the agency's legal authority for 
the mail intercepts it used in snoop- 
ing on American citizens. 


But the intelligence committee 


is centering its recommendations 
on greatly improved congressional 
oversight, including a joint House- 
Senate Oversight Committee. Here 


-^again, the intention is good, but if 


nothing else is done little will be 
changed in the actual operations of 
the FBI, the CIA and other security 
agencies. They have shown time 
and again their ability to co-opt or 
to dupe their congressional over- 
seers, not to mention their sup- 
posed political masters in the 
executive branch; and a major rea- 
son why they so frequently disclose 
their great desire for more formal 
oversight arrangements 
is that 


they know such committees as that 
now being proposed usually become 
the ardent defenders and propo- 
nents of the agencies supposedly 
being overseen and controlled. 


The more important necessi- 


ty, without which oversight is likely 
to be futile, is for Congress to re- 
write and sharply restrict the 
missions of the security agencies to 
clearly defined activities. The open-

ended authority the CIA now has to 
do virtually anything either direct- 
ed by the National Security Council 
or not specifically prohibited by it 
is one root of its troubles. Another 
probably is the linkage between its 
intelligence-gathering and analysis 
function, and its covert operations. 


NOT ALL covert operations are 


bad — for example, the clandestine 
organization of democratic labor 


' unions in third-world countries 


where there might otherwise be no 
such unions — but to vest the 
power to conduct them in a huge 
secret agency that also provides 
the government's basic intelligence 
estimates give that agency too 
much power to influence rather 
than serve foreign policy. And the 
very scope of the CIA's mission 
now insures that it can usually find 
some justification and necessity — ' 
not to mention means — for doing 
almost anything it thinks useful to 
"national security." 


Somewhat similarly, the FBI's 


sweeping authority to conduct 
counterespionage operations gave 
it the opening to engage in domes- 
tic political spying; since American 
Communists or Fascists or dissi- 
dents might become foreign agents,

they had to be watched and report- 
ed on, in the bureau's view. And 
Congress itself, by requiring such 
abominations as the "security 
register" of Americans • to be ar- 
rested and confined in the event of 
a war, gave the bureau an even 
broader mandate to check up on 
the political views and activities of 
thousands of citizens. 


BUT OVERNIGHT, new laws 


and more restricted missions still- 
will not "control" the security 
agencies unless the example is set 
for them at the top, in Congress 
and Ihe executive branch. Who 
stood up to, and demanded account- 
ability from, J. Edgar Hoover.in 
his prime? In fact, when President 
Johnson and Congress combined- to 
exempt him from mandatory re- 
tirement in 1965, they gave him 
license to pursue his own peculiar 
version of "national security" — 
including his war on Martin*Luther 
King, which became known at (he 
time both in the White House and 
Congress. 


As for the CIA, if its efforts to 


murder Fidel Castro and Patrice 
Lumumba were not actually order- 
ed by President Kennedy, >the 
agency still drew in no small part 
its impressions of what was desira- 
ble and permissible from the 
political atmosphere in which, it 
operated. More than any other '/ac- 
tor, that atmosphere, in the execu- 
tive branch and Congress, deter- 
mines finally whether oversight 
and the law will prevail or become 
ciphers.

'GOP Too Exclusive' 
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LBSU audience told 
Reagan a 'potential 
rhazarcP to President

The Illinois Congressman who holds the third- 


ranking position in House Republican leadership said 
in Long Beach this weekend that Ronald Reagan is a 
"potentially hazardous" threat to President Ford's 
political health. 


But Rep. John B. Anderson, who aligns himself 


with Ford in the growing intraparty struggle between 
the two candidates, said Reagan would have to do 
more than "tick off a lot of charges" about what's 
wrong with the country "if he's going anywhere." 


"Reagan's conservatism is not mirrored in the 


country to the extent that he could win the race for 
president," Anderson said. 


Although he avoided strongly attacking Reagan 


liimsclf, Anderson denounced the ultraconservative 
economic philosophy of unnamed Reagan supporters. 


Noting that some Republicans have charged that 


Ford's deficit budget disqualified him from claiming 
the mantle of fiscal conservatism, Anderson said the 
nation's recession gave Ford no choice. 


"I don't think the future of my party lies with 


latter-day Neanderlhalism in fiscal'policy," he said. 
"Americans want new ideas, not a retreat behind old 
cliches." 


ANDERSON, chairman of the House Republican 


Conference and second-ranking Republican on the 
House Rules Committee, made, his remarks in a 
press conference and In a speech to about 75 persons 
Friday at the Graduate Center of Long Beach'State 
University. His talk was sponsored by the college 
administration. 


He said the Republican Party is in trouble with 


the nation's voters because of its "elitism." 


"The party is becoming more exclusive instead 


of appealing to a broader spectrum in society " 
Anderson said. "The GOP must respond to the needs 
of a new and changing clientele." 


It's vital to the party's health that its leaders 


ask, "What are we doing wrong that millions of 
Americans have deserted us?", he said. 


Anderson said that only 21 per cent of the 


country's registered voters are Republicans, as op- 
posed to 38 per cent in 1940. He said 96 per cent of the 
parly's members are while, only 18 p?r cent are 
under 30 and 81 per cent are Prolestants. 


Only 15 per cent of the nation's college students 


consider themselves Republicans, as opposed to 32 
per cent Democrats, Anderson said. 


AT THE SAME time, an increasing number of 


Republican incumbents are being defeated or arc 
retiring, he said. 


Although Anderson noted that the party faces a 


"potentially divisive fight" between Ford and Rea- ' 
gan, he said it's too early to term Reagan's presiden- 
tial bid so divisive that it will damage the party. 


"It's not the candidates who wiU cause such 


division, but over-eager supporters looking for a 
fight," Anderson said. 


He said that Re'pulicans should look for new 


solutions to problems such as welfare instead of 
suggesting "patchwork solutions" such as crack- 
downs on welfare fraud. 


"Reform of the welfare system will take total 


consolidation of all systems into a single, cash-dis- 
pensing agency," he said. 


"People will listen to the party that gives them 


ideas for positive reform," Anderson said.

More folks read more books 
than ever at L.B. libraries

Circulation of books and 


periodicals in the Long 
Beach Main Library was 
up 21.8 per cent in the fis- 
cal year ending last June 
30 and has jumped another 
21 per cent in the past four 
months, City 
Librarian 


Frances Henselman re- 
ported. 


That gain, and a 9.9 per 


cent increase at Burnett 
Branch Library, helped in- 
crease circulation in the 
Long Beach Public Li- 
brary system by 4.2 per 
cent over fiscal 1973-74, 
Mrs. Henselman said. 


A study of circulation 


figures indicates that the 
increase at both the Main 
Library 
and 
Burnett 


Branch stems from 
the 


purchase of a large quan- 
tity of books for the two 
facilities, she said. 


. "It 
shows that when 


people have the materials 
they use them," she said. 


USING MONEY which 


was the library's share of 
possessory-tax 
litigation 


on oil two years ago, the 
Main Branch added 21,638 
books in 1974-75. 'It had 
purchased 13,666 in 1972- 
73, by comparison. 


Burnett Branch, at the 


start of last year, began 
receiving 'federal 
funds 


under a special program, 
and most of the money has 
gone into book purchases, 
Mrs. Henselman said. 


The branch bought 4,376 


books last fiscal year, as 
compared to 1,957 the 
prior year. 


From July through 


October of this year, she 
said, the Main Library's 
circulation figures have 
increased another 21 per 
cent, and Burnett has 
recorded a 30 per cent in- 
crease.

Jim Ryan, chairman of. 


LBSU's Academic Senate, 
said he believed some

grown larger because of 
this fall's enrollment 
surge and the class size 
trend in recent years has 
been upward. 


"Administrators 
arc 


reluctant to put a lid on 
enrollment because it 
would put them in a poor- 
er position to get more 
funds," Ryan said. "But 


the larger classes get, the 
less effective professors 
can be and the less learn- 
ing will take place." 


Although college offi- 


cials have considered dis- 
missing part-time faculty 
next spring, Ryan said the 
long-term trend seems to 
be to hire more part- 
timers to cope with in- 
creased enrollment, in- 
stead of recruiting more 
expensive full-time profes- 
sors. 


However the college 


reacts to this fall's enroll- 
ment increase, no one 
wants to over-react and 
discourage too many stu- 
dents-from applying. 


If the up-trend continues 


for "several semesters, 
that's probably what col- 
lege officials will end up 
doing. But if it's only a 
one-time "blip" in enroll- 
ment, patterns, 
turning 


away too many students 
could be disasterous. 


"We've been working to 


attact more students for 
the past several semesters 
because we were worried 
about falling enrollment," 
one college official said. 
"If^word gets around that 
we're overcrowded—and 
enrollment suddenly drops 
off—then we'll have more 
budget troubles."

Back when this' writer 


was in the Marine Corps, 
we used to call the type"of 
action taken this we«K by 
the-Los Angeles Board of 
Harbor Commissioners as 
"blowing smoke." 


The board passed a 


resolution praising Spyros 
S. .Skouras for serving as 
.chairman of the-Admiral 
of the Ocean Sea Awards 
Committee, which will 
host a dinner to New Yorks 
honoring Sen. Warren G. 
Magnuson, D-Wash., who 
is chairman-of the Sen- 
ate's Interstate Foreign 
Commerce Committee. 


It just so.happens that 


Skouras is owner, presi- 
dent and chairman of the 
board of Prudential Lines. 
It also so happens that 
Prudential recently an- 
nounced it is moving from 
Long Beach Harbor to Los 
Angeles Harbor. 


Los Angeles port offi- 


cials were understandably 
happy with the return of 
the shipping line to their 
port and estimate the 
move will increase port 
revenue by about $250,000 
a year. The company, then 
known as Grace Line be- 
fore it was purchased by 
Skouras in 1967, called at 
Los Angeles Harbor for 
nearly 40 years before 
moving to Long Beach. 


In a resolution adopted 


by the Los Angeles board, 
Skouras was saluted for 
"...serving -in an instru- 
mental role in paying trib- 
ute to .a great and out- 
standing ' 
American 


(Magnuson)." 


The 
commission 
had 


previously voted to spend 
$550 for a full page adver- 
tisement in a souvenir pro- 
gram to be distributed 
during the New York ban- 
quet and to authorize a 
harbor 
representative, 


possibly Mayor Tom Brad- 


ley, a city councilman, or 
a harbor commissioner, to 
fly to New,York to attend 
the Magnuson dinner. The 
air (are, hotel, taxi fares, 
and other incidental ex- 
penses would be-paid by 
the harbor department out 
of port revenues. 


Magnuson is sponsoring 


a Senate bill that would 
extend U.S. coastal juris- 
diction out to 200 miles. 
Owners, operators, skip- 
pers and more than 2,000 
fishermen who man the 
commercial fishing boats 
operating out of San Pedro 
and San Diego oppose 
adoption of the Magnuson 
bill. Supporting them are 
thousands of cannery 
workers who process the 
fish landed by the fishing 
boats. So do the workers 
making the cans in which 
the 'processed fish are 
sealed: So do the truck 
drivers who haul the can- 
. ned fish. 


The reason? 
It is feared that if Sen. 


Magnuson's bill becomes 
.law (a similar bill already 
has cleared the House of 
Representatives) 
that 


many of the 148 maritime 
nations will take similar 
action. Already 11 nations 
have claimed the 200-mile 
jurisdiction. 


The general manager of 


the 40-boat Fisherman's 
Cooperative in San Pedro 
has stated that if the fleet 
home-ported in Los An- 
geles Harbor were prohib- 
ited from fishing within 
200 miles of the coasts of 
Mexico, Central America 
and South America it 
would "kill" the fleet and 


eliminate thousands of 
jobs • of Terminal. Island 
cannery workers—mostly 
women 
of 
minority 


groups. 


John. Royal,-'secretary-, 


treasurer of the 550-mem- 
ber Local 33,Fisherman's 
Union, labeled the- action 
by the commission salut- 
ing Sen. Magnuson as a 
"slap in the face" to the 
California fishing indus- 
try. 


Royal, who served as a 


member of the 
Harbor 


Commission 
for 
four 


years, asked: 


"Has 
the 
commission 


allocated any monies to 
honor our own California 
senators and congressmen 
who have and are fighting 
to protect our 
fishing 


industry? 


"At the risk of sounding 


like a disgruntled former 
harbor commissioner, 
which I am not, I wonder 
a.bout the legality .of 
spending nearly a.thou- 
sand dollars to pay tribute 
to a man who is backing a 
law that could kill the 
Southern California fishing 
industry," Royal said. 


The harbor commission 


officially has 
taken a 


stand against adoption of 
the 200-mile limit. Asked

the danger. There's going 
to be a temptation here to 
over-buy and take on a 
house that you really can't 
afford to maintain on your 
relatively fixed income. 


So, start a little bit 


backwards

band (who is several years 
older and will reach 65 
first) cannot prove that he 
is, in fact, in joint owner- 
ship of the house, because 
his name is not legally 
present on the deed? As 
you may know, quite a few 
marriages were set up this 
way to protect the wife if 
something happened to the 
husband. 


One other point. In the 


case of inheriting a home 
(no cash consideration, 
just "love and affection"), 
what value would be 
placed on (his home so 


that the gain, or loss, 
could be computed after 
the purchase of-a second 
home at $40,000? Mr/ W.H. 
(Buffalo, N.Y.) 


ANSWER; If th.e hus- 


band's name isn't on the 
deed as joint owner, then, 
as far as the law is con- 
cerned, he's not a joint 
owner no matter how 
much he may be so in 
reality. That means that, 


in order to capitalize on 
the over-65, once-in-a-life- 
time capital gains treat- 
ment on the sale of your 
home, you're either going 
to have to wait until you, 
yourself, are 65 or, prefer- 
ably, change the papers 
now to joint ownership. 


What about 
a 
gift 


house? The value put on it 
is the "fair market value" 
at the time the inheritance 
was made.

sophomore safety picked 
off a Rich Leach pass at 
the Michigan 33-yard line 
in the dying minutes and 
raced to the Wolverines' 
three. One play later, with 
just over two minutes to 
go, fullback Pete Johnson 
rammed in for the clinch- 
ing touchdown as a record 
regular season college 
crowd of 105,543 sat stun- 
ned. 


"I think the quarter- 


back (Leacli) underlhrew 
the ball," said Archie 
Griffin's younger brother 
of the play which clinched 
a Rose Bowl trip for Ohio 
State. 


Ray's 
performance 


helped erase some of the 
sting that Archie felt from 
the Wolverines' defense. 
The 1974 Heisman Trophy 
winner settled for 46 
yards, ending his national 
record 
of 31 regular 


games of more than 100 
yards rushing. 


Woody Hayes, Ohio 


State's irascible 
coach, 


was nearly as startled as 
his little defensive star. 
".We thought we could get 
into field goal range after 
we tied it up. But we did- 
,n't figure on Ray inter- 
cepting and taking the ball 
to the three," said Hayes. 


Hayes paid tribute to 


the 
Michigan defense, 


especially in shutting off 
the older Griffin, major 
college football's all-lime 
rushing champion w i t h 
.5,177 yards. 


"That's the best defense 


Arch has seen in his ca- 
reer," said Hayes. "But it 
doesn't worry him that his 
streak was stopped, any 
(more than it does me. All 
'he's interested in is win- 
ning." 


HAYES will be leading 


the undefeated Buckeyes 
to the Rose Bowl for a 
fourth successive year. 
Who would he prefer to 
play? 


"I have no preference,"

We had 
fo gamble late in the game 
and you know what hap- 
pened when we had to go 
to the air," said Schembc- 
chler, who has lost only 
four games—all to Ohio 
State—in his last 70 regu- 
lar season contests. 


"No loss is easy to take,

those projects, such as the artificial reefs at Redondo 
BeachrHuntington Beach, Ventura Marina and even the 
Bolsa Chica program. 


About.Bolsa Chica, he said that the department had 


acquired some rights to the marshlands from Signal Oil 
and Gas, and that immediate plans called for levees and 
water control to protect the now-degraded area. He 
foresees limited public use. for some time when the 
preliminary work is done. 


In the end, however, he thinks that Bolsa Chica 


should have an entry to the ocean, with certain types of 
fishing and. a program similar to that of Upper Newport 
Bay, which he calls one of the most important projects 
that the DFG has undertaken in years. It and Bolsa 
Chiea are the only wetlands between the San Francisco 
Bay region and the Mexican border. 


When Fullerton was asked to define "special inter- 


ests," he said: "We must not forget one special interest 
—fishing and hunting." 


On offshore oil drilling, he said'that the department 


was very much involved and also very much concerned 
and that the state and federal governments must pro- 
ceed with extreme caution, particularly in the areas 
around such faraway fishing fishing grounds as those 
offered by the Cortes Bank and others. 


ONE OF HIS MAIN CONCERNS is the recent 


opinion given by a federal judge that the federal govern- 
ment has the right to use the .water in California's rivers 
and streams the way it sees fit. That means, said 
FuUerton, that the federal government could dry up 
streams in the north where steclhead and salmon run 
and eventually spawn. He is convinced that every per- 
son interested in the outdoors should let his Representa- 
tive or Senator hi Washington know that we don't want 
that. 


He hammered away at the decreasing habitat for 


fish and wildlife, citing such figures as these: Thousands 
of miles of steelhead streams already lost; three million 
acres of wildlife habitat lost since 1900; 90 percent of the 
coastal marshlands lost for all time; 30,000 acres being 
lost each year to subdivisions] highways, farms.

up in Now York City, fie was crazy about 
movies and dreamed of becoming a film 
star himself.

"I spent as much" lime in the movie 


(beaters as I did in school," lie told me 
the other day at lunch.in the Polo Lounge 
of the Beverly Hills Hotel. "The truant 
officers knew where to look tor me. 


"I used to dream that maybe some- 


day I'd gel to make a screen lest and 
would become another Errol Flynn or 
somebody like that." 


Adams rose to fame in television 


rather than the movies-— he is best 
known for bis portrayal of the bumbling 
Agent 86, Maxwell Smart, in the "Get 
Smart" series for five years — but he 
remains a movie nut. 


And he has parlayed his love of films 


and.his TV comedic talents into a new 
television series this fall, "Don Adams 
Screen Test." 


ON THE SHOW, which is meant to be 


funny bul also has a serious purpose, 
Adams provides amateur acting hopefuls 
the opiwUinity to win a role in the 
movies or on another TV show. 


The series, taped at Universal 


Studios, is a nationally syndicated show 
— rather than a network offering. In the 
Los Angeles-Long Beach area, it airs on 
KWBC (Channel <l) on Saturdays from 
7:30 to 8 p.m. In.other cities, it might be 
Iclecasl on a different day and in a 
different time period. 
. 


"In New York, we've been No. 1 in 


our time'period for five weeks," Don told 
me. He admitted it hasn't been doing that 
well in Los Angeles, where it is up 
against "Space: 1099," "Wild, Wild World 
of Animals," "Lawrence WclkShow" and 
"Let's M a k e a Deal," among other 
Ihings. The show is being preempted this- 
weck, incidentally, by a special on Chan- 
nel 4. 


At least it's nol up 'against "Get 


Smart," a former Emmy-winning come- 
dy series that still is being carried twice 
a day on Channel 13 in syndicated reruns. 


ADAMS, WHO got his own first big 


show business break in l&) by audition- 
ing on the .''Arthur Godfrey Talent Seoul 
Show," offers novices the chance to do a 
screen test with a famous performer in • 


re-creating a (unions scene f r o m 
a 


movie. 


The series was Don's, idea, and he is 


the executive producer, bosl and on-cain- 
era "director." He talked noted directoi 
.Marty Paselta into taking over the job of 
producer-director. 


"I got the idea from the out-takes 


that all TV shows have," be said. Out- 
takes, he explained, are the goofs and 
flubs that occur during the. taping of a 
show but are never seen on the air. 


"These out-takes are often funniei 


than anything on the show," he pointed 
out. "They're funny hecausc they're nol 
written/they're not contrived.. 


"It's human comedy. It's people with- 


out their masks on—goofing up." 


The three-time Emmy Award winner 


said "Screen Test" lends itself well to 
out-takes because there are no rehear- 
sals. 


"The performers do it cold turkey," 


said Don. "They ha'vecue cards, but don't 
even have to use them. I direct them on 
camera, shooting a show wilhin a show. 
It can be pretty hilarious •— and lots of 
fun." 


DON LOOKS upon the show as "sort 


of a combination of the old Sid Caesar 
movie routine, 'Candid Camera' and 'Ar- 
thur Godfrey's Talent Scouts'" all rolled 
into one. 


. He ran newspaper ads last April ask- 


ing: "Do you want to be a movie star?," 
with forms for contestant to fill o.ut and 
mail in. From more than 5,000 responses, 
about 2,200 unknowns were invited to the 
Universal Studios back lol one Saturday 
in May to be interviewed by 20 casting 
directors. After studying reports by the 
casting, directors, Adams and Pasetla 
winnowed Ihe lisl to 400 semifinalists. 
who were given follow-up auditions and 
interviews. 


Then in May and June and early 


July, the first year's 24 shows were taped 
before audiences at Universal. Six of the 
amateur thespians.were'notified to be in

gets a role in a movie or TV show. Both 
the winner and the loser gel a tape 
casette of his or her screen lest, plus 
movie equipment.

if it never carried another 
sports event? Easily. 


But it isn't at all certain 


that the sports establish- 
ment would exist if televi- 
sion coverage 
suddenly 


evaporated — not jn its 
present form,- anyway. 


"Television money is so 


important," says ABC 
sports czar Roone Ar- 
ledge, "that if it wer_e 
withdrawn, the whole 
structure 
would 
f a l l 


apart." 


That 
isn't 
network 


hyperbole. The fees paid 
by television for the right 
to place cameras at sports 
events provide millions of 
dollars \p sports. 


"Thece isn't a single 


NFL tealn that could oper- 


of the 26 NFL teams re- 
ceives more than $2 mil- 
lion a year from the 
league's sale of TV rights. 


Executives in other 


sports sing a similar tune. 
A national television con- 
tract often can spell the 
difference between suc- 
cess and failure for a new 
organization — - not only 
because of the financial 
implications but also be- 
cause of the fan interest 
generated through mass 
exposure of the game. 


NBC, for example, is 


generally credited'as the 
savior of the old American 
Football League. Back 
when the AFL was floun- 
dering in 1964, NBC paid 
$42 million for a five-year 
contract.

agreed to a merger. 


When (he World Foot- 


ball League blasted off 
last year, NBC, CBS and 
ABC already were glutted

E. M. (Bud) Erickson,

Besides providing extra 


cash to boost the prize 
purse, Eriekson reports, it 
focuses new attention on

advertisers 
who realize

That's how dependent

And 
for its part, the television 
industry, while it could 
survive without sports, 
isn't about to try. Sports 
events generated an esti- 
mated $284 million in 
advertising sales last year 
at ABC, NBC and CBS 
alone. And there were mil- 
lions more for local TV 
stations. 


So the relationship is 


rather complex and deli- 
cate. From the outside it 
might be said .that'televi- 


sion is subsidizing many ot' 
the sports it covers, but on 
the inside it is accepted by 
both TV and sports execu- 
tives as simply the way 
their businesses operate.

(lay — Caroline Kennedy is a quixotic mixture of 
personalities. She is a sensitive teen-ager, pathetical- 
ly seeking the approval of "her friends. She is an 
uninhibited young hoyden, acting silly and engaging 
in uproarious slunls when the mood comes upon licr. 
She is a serious-minded young woman who thinks 
deeply about the world and her place in it. 


But she is not yet ready to enunciate her views 


alxnit herself and the world in a formal interview. On 
the telephone, she.tells why, simply but poignantly: 
"I've never been interviewed before." There is a 
pause and she continues: "I'm afraid the questions 
will bring up memories from the past." 


Her voice is low and strong with a cultivated 


Eastern prep school accent which bears no trace of 
the flat Bostonian tones of her father or the little-girl 
brenfhiness of her mother.

Cnrolinc and her brother John have been among 


the most closely guarded children of our times, but 
for her the sheltered days are over. 


AFTER GRADUATION from Concord Academy, 


Caroline went to England for a year's study at llie 
London art auction house, Sotheby's. With 49 other 
students, she will spend the year in an art-apprecia- 
tion course which includes visits to galleries and 
museums in England and on the continent, attending 
lectures and learning how, to appraise the value-of 
works of art. Caroline had applied and been accepted 
at Radcjiffe College, the women's division of Harvard 
University, bul decided to put off .college in favor of a 
year's art study. 


Her'slay in London has not been without inci- 


dent. On'Oct. 23, a bomb exploded outside the resi- 
dence of Hugh Frascr, a member of Parliament with 
whom she was staying. One man, a leading British 
cancer specialist, was killed in the blast. No motive 
has yet been discovered for the bombing, but police 
said they did not believe Caroline was the target. 


If there are many sides to Caroline, the facet

-IT'S A UNIFORM VIEW'

Is it true love? Or mere infatuation?

According to statistics released by Army 


National ROTC headquarters 
in Monroe, 


Va., .the number of women cadets has more 
than'doubled since campus ROTC programs 
:first began accepting women three years 
:ago.

"Our .percentage-is going up all the

•assistant for the Army ROTC program at 
-UCLA.

"The first two years we made special*

he admitted. 


"But this year we haven't done much at 
'all." 


The same kind of increased participation 


iwas reported by Maj. Isadora Washington 
:Jr., a recruitment officer for the Air Force 
;ROTC program at USC. 
; 
"As of 31 October 1975 we had 15 women 


enrolled in our program," Maj. Washington 
said. "This compares w!!li eight women en- 
rolled as of 31 October 1974." 


Total enrollment in USC's AFROTC pro- 


gram, which involves students from 41 col- 
leges and universities in the Southern 


excel i 


California area, is 240 students, Maj. Wash- 
ington said. 


Maj. Washington, who is also a professor 


of aerospace science at USC, explained (hat 
the Air Force has long been an advocate of 
female participation in its officer training 
programs. 


Women first participated in an AFROTC 


experimental program in 1956 and have 
been admitted to campus programs on a 
regular basis since 1970. 


"In fiscal 1970 there were six women 


nation-wide in Air Force ROTC programs," 
he said. "This year (here are 2,246 women 
participating in programs at 168 colleges." 


WHY THE SURGE of interest among 


women in ROTC programs? 


There are several reasons, military 


spokesmen agree. A major factor — or at 
least the most immediate one — is that 
participation in ROTC offers a way of fi- 
nancing the ever spiraling cost of higher 
education. 


"I read about the four-year scholarships 


that were available i/you got in the ROTC," 
said Gale Wuchner, a Long Beach State 
University freshman who is enrolled in 
UCLA's Army ROTC satellite program at 
LBSU. 


"I didn't get the scholarship," the 18- 


year-old 
prc-medical student 
explained. 


"But I thought I'd try it out anyway to see 
howl liked it." 


In addition to the four-year tuition and 


expenses scholarship, Army ROTC offers 
three-, two- and one-year scholarships for 


qualified students. Air Force ROTC cadets 
may compete for four-, three- and two-year 
scholarships. 


Participants in advanced programs of 


either service (juniors and seniors) receive a 
$100 a month stipend. Scholarship recipients 
and those who receive the monthly stipend 
must agree to a period of active duly service 
upon graduation. 


No commitment is required of freshmen 


and sophomore ROTC participants. 


"Our experience .has been that women 


compete favorably with men for scholar- 
ships," Maj. Washington said. "Of the 15 
women now participating in our program, 
Iwo are on three-year scholarship pro- 
grams." 


Military spokesmen believe that favora- 


ble publicity about the military as an equal 
opportunity employer and expanded oppor- 
tunities for women also have contributed to 
the increased participation of women. 


They explained that women arc now 


fully integrated into the military service, 
barred only from flying planes (other than 
helicopters), serving aboard warships and 
bearing arms in combat. 


Another factor, they added, is that the 


service is viewed as a good job in an uncer- 
tain economy.

"It makes me feel alive 
again!"), Barbara Cook, who has one of the most 
beautiful voices ever heard by man, electrified the 
stately old A very Fisher Hall with her moving rendi- 
tion of "The Man I Love." Elizabeth Ashley got 
sawed in half by Doug Kenning of "The Magic Show" 
while singing "Do Do Do What You Done Done Done 
Before," Kilty Carlisle Hart made one of her rare, 
magic appearances shimmering like a summer sun- 
dae in pink lemonade chiffon while her still gorgeous, 
lyric soprano voice hauntingly recreated "My Ship" 
from "Lady in the Dark." a show Ira 
Gershwin 


worked on with Kitty's late husband, Moss Hart. As I 
said, it was one of those nights that made history and 
made you wonder where all that beauty and genius 
and wit has gone in the declining years of musical 
l healer. 


We soon found out where it went when they 


brought out Jerry Orbach, a tone-<ieaf mediocrity 
who appears in the current musical, "Chicago." This 
was the kind of evening that separated the men from 
the boys, and poor, ossified Orbach proved what 
league he belongs in by turning out to bo the night's 
only non-professional embarrassment. For some 
mysterious reason lhat can only he explained by the 
producers, Orbach was handed a plum in two of 
Gershwin's greatest triumphs, 'How Long Has This 
Been Going On" and "S'Wondcrful." He turned them 
into dirges, his voice wandering unsteadily through 
several keys beyond his range and ability. 


BUT IT WAS ALSO the kind of night in which 


even a grave error like lhal could be forgiven. 
Quickly dismissed by mild, polite applause, he was 
immediately replaced before the audience whispers 
of astonishment could accelerate by the magnificent 
Chita Rivera, who woke everybody up to a standing 
ovation with her splashy production number. "Sam 
and Delilah" from "Girl Crazy." 


And (here was more: Bobby Short, demonstrat- 


ing [he ease and polish lhat has crowds filing in to 
hear him nightly at the Cafe Carlyle, waxing "I Can'l 
Get Started" to a thrilling sheen. Gotham, that daffy 
singing trio, appeared in safari suits and pith helmets 
doing Gershwin's pastiche, "Sunny Disposish," and 
[hen the fireworks exploded. Another big-game hunt- 
er skated forth from the wings lo tumultuous ap- 
plause. Her name was Bette Midler, and if anybody 
still needs proof lhat Ira Gershwin is jusl as relevant 
and applicable to 1975 as he was to the music of the 
better musical years, she sealed the legend in gold. 


After selling off a few kegs of her own dynamite 


with the obscure comedy tune "My Cousin From 
Milwaukee," she gleefully chided the audience ("This 
is the classiest night I've ever been associated with"i 
and the orchestra ("We're all working free tonight 
except the hand — right, fellas and gals?"), and paid 
her own rhythmic tribute to Ira Gershwin by singing, 
with great feeling and emotion, her own contempo- 
rary arrangement of a song lhat could well be the 
theme of all artisls who have achieved individuality 
and originality. The song was "They Can't Take That 
Away From Me," and until you hear Bctte Midler 
sing Ira Gershwin, you don't know what love is. 


What seemed like 10 high school marching bands 


suddenly descended upon Lincoln Center at (hat pre- 
cise moment, playing "Strike Up The Band" while 
baton-fwirling nymphels and acrobats and cheerlead- 
ers turned the night into a cheering, screaming, 
riotous circus of joy and happiness. And above it all, 
(he smiling caricature of Ira Gershwin beamed down 
from Ihe massive stage with amusement and pride. A 
great night for a great man, and long may his 
cherished lyrics reign supreme. 


ANOTHER KIND of patchwork quilt musical 


evening is currently packing them in on Broadway. 
It's called "A Musical Jubilee." and while it is not 


especially well directed or interestingly choreograph- 
ed, it docs provide a cornucopia of enchanting musi-

Spotlight on melton coating 


The word "melton" evokes a mental 


picture of a man's overcoat of many years 
ago, heavy, elegant and practically inde- 
structible. The fabric was' phased out to 
make way for lighter weight more casual 
topcoats. 


Now, 
melton is being reintroduced; 


recognition of one of the all-time classic 


franees 
diet rich 


wool fabrics, which is just the ticket for 
today's smart sports outerwear for women 
and men. 


There has never heen a time when cold- 


weather sportswear was more in demand, 
whether in spectator styling or designs for 
rugged, active wear. Melton is also favored 
by designers of women's wear, who use it in 
long roomy coats, pea jackets, duffel coats 
and in wrap styling. 


Mundane "overcoat" colors have given 


way to orange, bright blue, camel color, red, 
green and bright plaids. 


THE ORIGINAL melton was designed 


with a purpose: to provide the fox-hunting 
gentry of wooded Melton Mowbray in Lei- 
cestershire, England, with a sturdy, warm 
cloth for riding habits, which could be super- 
bly tailored. 


Melton is still created in very much the 


same way. There are varyinc weights, and 
quality depends upon the richness of the 
wool used. It is a plain woven woolen cloth, 
which is deliberately felted. 


The newly woven cloth is run through 


warm, soapy waier, then pounded and twist- 
ed to make the fuzzy woolen fibers interlock. 
After a cold 'rinse, which shrinks the weave 
and tightens the interlacing yarns, it goes 
through another torturous process. It is 
drawn through a series of rollers covered 
with fine wire hooks, which pluck up surface 
fibers. 


This napping process gives the tough 


fabric a soft, smooth feel. The felting and 
napping combination makes the fabric 
warm and increases its durability. Melton 
has a distinctive appearance, being subtly 
napped and nonlustrous. 


MELTON IS unique among felted and 


napped fabric such as kersey, beaver cloth 
and woolen broadcloth in that it has the 
shortest raised nap. In addition to all the 
other processes that melton goes through, it 


is double-sheared in order to get the clos^- 
cropped effect. 
i 


There is not a' large amount of meltcjh 


retail yardage or ready-to-wear, but if tte 
wool growers of America have anything to 
do about it, you'll be seeing a lot more of 
this fabric and other wool classics. More 
sheep arc being raised in more scientific 
ways to nroduce more wool. 
> 


It is expected that as petroleum feed- 


stock for the textile industry gets higher 
priced, fashion designers and clothing manu- 
facturers will turn more and more to woj>l 
as a basic fiber. 
,; 


Meanwhile, when you find a beautiful 


piece of melton for home sewing, treat it 
with the care it deserves. You'll find it 
shapes and stitches like all fine wool. Oftcri, 
it is in (he pressing process that your carefiji 
work may be negated. 


Though melton is sturdy, its napped sur- 


face requires a light hand with the iron. To 
prevent overpressing, which gives a shiny 
look, use low iron temperature, light pre$- 
sure and a barely damp, not wet, press 
cloth. You can control the amount of mois- 
ture by dampening one-third of the clolli 
then roll and wring to distribute moisture. •;' 


Press all seams as they are sewed. Do 


not wait until the garment is completely 
constructed.

Pots, pans kept mirror

Finished metals are, at 


least in my opinion, beau- 
tiful materials. They are 
made in many degrees of 
hardness and are there- 
fore very versatile. But to 
keep them looking bright 
requires occasional clean- 
ing and polishing. 


This formula will keep 


all metals looking the way 
they did when they came 
from the mills. Take one- 
eighth cup of TRI SODI- 
UM PHOSPHATE (TSP) 
(available at paint or 
hardware stores) and dry- 
mix with one cup of ordi- 
nary SODA ASH (also at 
hardware store) and add 
one-fourth cup of BAKING 
SODA, available at your 
grocers. Dip a damp cloth 
or sponge in the mixture 
and rub the metal. Rinse 
with clear water and dry 
with soft cloth. 


The cost of making your 


own metal polish and 
cleaner is approximately 
five cents per ounce. To 
determine your savings, 
divide the cost of your 
store-brought brand by the 


number of ounces if con- 
tains. The compare the 
per-ounce cost — you'll be 
surprised at how much 
you can save (or so little 
effort.

In the end, Onassis succeeded in the difficult

V>'f)nassis' funeral last Spring, "but I really did love

CAROLINE has always had a warm relationship 


w;ith her mother, a tribute to Jacqueline Kennedy 
Rnassis' determination to remain close to her chil- 
plren despite the incredible pressures of her own life, 
tfl'm a woman above everything else," Mrs. Onassis 
ojice said in a rare moment of self-revelation. "I love 
'children and I think that seeing one's children grow 
up is the most delightful thing any woman can think 
about." Throughout the years since the assassination. 
Jackie has fought hard to isolate and ihsidate her 
children from an intrusive world, to encourage their 
independence and at the same lime lo give them her 
presence and support. As far as it was possible under 
the extraordinary circumsfances of their position, she 
wanted to give Caroline and John a normal child- 
hood. 


Her efforts have been largely successful. Caro- 


line has weathered the difficult adolescent years with 
only minor squabbles over allowances and late hours. 
One family friend points out: "They have never had 
that love-hate relationship which exists so frequently 
among mothers and daughters." Declares I.em Bill- 
ings: 
, "I've never seen any children so beautifully 
brought up. That's why I really admire Jacqueline. 
It's the greatest thing she has ever done — a woman 
with all her problems, to raise two such normal and 
"attractive children. She's a wonderful mother." 


• 
There is, however, a difference in Caroline's 


attitude toward her parents, a difference one can 
readily understand and which Jackie doubtless real- 
izes. A perceptive classmate who knows her well 
sums it up thusly: "She loves her mother, but she 
reveres her father." 


' Another measure of Jackie's success in raising 


her children in the face of fearful handicaps is thai 
Caroline has grown up truly unspoiled. Though aware 
of her celebrity status, she comes across as unaffect- 
ed, gacious and unfailingly polite. Because she is 
Caroline Kennedy, she gets awesome attention. 
;Ueads of state will often extend invitations lo her 
•vyjien she visits their countries — last March, after 
Onassis died, she and John were invited to lunch with 
French President Valery Giscard d'Eslaing in Paris. 
(Discard presented her aunt, Eunice Shriver, with the 
Legion of Honor medal for her work with handicap- 
ped children in France when her husband, Sargenl 
Shriver, was U.S. ambassador.) She is impressed by 
these courtesies but will never expecl or demand 
blue-ribbon handling from anyone, anywhere. She is 
iripre concerned about the opinions of her friends and 
classmates than any perquisites she may receive as a 
'celebrity. 


SHE IS, IN FACT, acutely sensitive lo the atli- 


tudcs of her peers. Thus her recurring bouts of 
despondence when she senses — or thinks she docs — 
'thai her friends may consider her "arrogant." Juan 
Cameron says: "It means a lot to her not to be 
thought arrogant, and she really isn't. I've never 
seen any signs that people feel this way. I keep 
telling her but sometimes she doesn't believe me." 
; One recent incident underscored her vidnerabil- 


ity. After classes one day, in Brigham's ice cream 
shop on Main Street, she and several girl friends had 
finished their snacks and were deep in talk. Two boys 
from Middlesex came in and waited for a table in the 
crowded place. Finally one walked over to Caroline's 
group and said: "Come on girls, you're finished. Why 
don't you leave?" Caroline, engrossed in the conver- 
sation, replied over her shoulder: "We're talking. 
Please don'l hurry us." The second boy whispered to 
his friend: "Hey. that's Caroline Kennedy." To this, 
the youth responded, using an obscenity: "I don't 
give a — 
who she is. She doesn't have to be so 


arrogant." 


Everyone in the vicinity heard and turned to 


look. Caroline flushed and her eyes filled with tears. 
She put her hands over her face, rose and quickly left 
the shop. She cried, not because of the four-letter 
word which she doubtless knew as well as any teen- 
ager, but because she had been accused publicly of 
being arrogant, the very thing she has tried so hard 
not to be. 


But Caroline does not weep much or often. Most 


of the lime she is ebullient, with an off-beat sense of 
humor that delights her friends and would astonish 
people who still think of her as a sad and serious 
little girl. To her Concord classmates interviewed at 
the school and in the village she is "punchy" ... 
"impulsive" ... "notorious for her pranks" ... 
"outrageous in a fun-loving way." Incident upon 
incident bears out the assessment: 


Once she poured bubble bath liquid into a foun- 


tain dispensing ice water. At Brigham's one after- 
noon she lost a dare game and had to pay a "penal- 
ly" — perform a Hawaiian hula in the middle of Ihe 
floor and afterward kiss a strange boy. Uninhibitedly, 
she wiggled her hips in the aisle, kissed the youth and 
sat down to applause and laughter. 


Early last spring, Caroline and a friend, Sarah 


Logan of Boothbay Harbor, Maine, managed to lock 
themselves out of their dormitory at 7 a.m. On a 
whim, they had gone outside. To their shock, the door 
clicked shut behind them. They shrugged and, in 
slippers and robes, began walking the short distance 
to the town center for breakfast. On Ihe way a 
policeman in a squad car picked them up and return- 
ed them to school, arousing the occupants of the 
dorm. The law (irmly told Caroline and friend not to 
go wandering around Concord in the future in night- 
clothes. 


She played hide and seek — literally — with the 


Secret Service agents who guarded her night and day 
until she was 16. It can now be told: they lost her 
frequently or, rather, she lost them. Once she slipped 
away to Boston in a car to hear her uncle, Sen. Ted 
Kennedy speak. The agents, who thought she was in 
her dormitory, were amazed and chagrined to learn 
by radio that she was 17 miles away. Another time, 
she boarded a bus but left it at once through a rear 
door without being observed. The agents followed the 
bus while Caroline went her own way. 


HER INTERESTS, ranging over a broad spec- 


trum, peak and ebb as she. grows and changes. Her 
newest artistic hobbies are painting, writing poetry 
and growing house plants which she would buy her- 
self at the Concord Flower Shop on Walden Street. At 
15, she became an eager photographer, reaching such 
a level of expertise that her mother planned an 
exhibition of her character studies and nature pic- 
tures in New York. It was quickly cancelled when the 
press heard about it and Ihe show threatened to get 
out of hand. However, her $1,000 Lcicaflex, one of (he 
world's most expensive cameras, is used less these 
days as her enthusiasm roams elsewhere. 


Her passion for horses, begun in childhood and 


flaming throughout much of her adolescence, has 
also dimmed. If was supplanted last year by a new 
excitement, unpublicized until now — flying. 


Skiing and tennis have been favorite sports for 


years, but this'year Caroline has taken to jogging in 
the countryside, field hockey and lacrosse. Last sea- 
son, she was first-string defense for the Concord girls 
lacrosse team and performed credibly, though the 
team lost more games than it won. 


What is she like in more personal terms as she 


nears 18? She is five feet, six inches tall, has a heavy 
sprinkling of freckles across the top of her nose anil 
under her eyes and, like most teen-agers, is concern- 
ed about her weight. ("She always thinks she's too 
fat," Juan says, "so she eats a lot of yogurt and 
salads.") She resists temptation for days/then back- 
slides with pizza, rich desserts and, occasionally, 
beer. When the little rolls of fat would accumulate 
around her middle, Juan would tease her about her 
"tires." 


She is in perfect health. Except for a bout of 


acne at 1C and the usual colds and sore throats, she 
has never been ill, though at times she seems to court 
diaster. One freezing day, for example, she came in 
to H.S. Howe's jewelry store in Concord wearing only 
a sleeveless blouse. "Goodness, aren't you cold?" a 
clerk asked her. "Nope," Caroline replied, "f have a 
metabolism like a snake." 


She wears her light brown hair in cascades down 


her back, a pony tail or, when the mood strikes her, 
one long braid. Her daily costume is teen-age modern 
— blue jeans and top, a down parka, when the 
mercury really dips. 


She is nol a big spender. Recently in Concord she 


bought a pair of above-calf suede boots with crepe 
soles — "the cheapest ones we had." a clerk says — 
and paid for them wilh a crumpled check pulled from 
a dungaree pocket. Other purchases would usually he 
small — flowers for sick friends, silver earrings for 
pierced ears f.?7.50), occasionally books and records 
— and bubble gum at Richardson's drug store! 
Jackie keeps both children on limited allowances. 
Once when she and her son John visited Caroline, the 
boy came down for breakfast early at the Colonial 
Inn and told manager Benoit: "1 can't sit down. I

PUERTO VALLARTA, Mexico - As the 60-foot 


trimaran pulled away from the dock, bikini-clad 
ciities'were swabbing themselves with lotion. It was 
only shortly after nine in the morning but already the 
sun was bearing down through a smog-free, cloudless 
sky. ,. 


About -15 of us "turistas" were off on a day-long 


cruise down (he coast from this picturesque fishing 
village with its hand-made cobblestone streets to a 
remote isolated sand-covered cove. Although there 
was no. wind, the captain of our boat, the Bora Bora 
hoisted the mainsail as shade for those among us sun 


It was somewhat of a surprise to learn that our 


fare for the (rip ($14 per person) included free cock- 
l.iils — all day! 


During the smooth leisurely cruise southward 


our skipper stopped near a rugged mini-sized rock of 


Ojhral.lar. A young crewman, I'hillipe. swam to the 
rock and slowly made his way up to the top of the (10- 
foot high rock island. As cameras clicked Phillipe 
made .a graceful arching swan dive into the ocean. 
His derring-do was warmly lauded by the Bora Bora 
passengers as he climbed back aboard. 


•Upon reaching the cove the boat was maneuver- 


ed dose to shore and anchored. The shout went up. 
"Everybody in the water!" The water was unbeliev- 
ably warm and as clear as a bottle of Sparklelts. 
Wading ashore we explored the cove which boasted a 
small clear stream cascading down the steep moun- 
tain side and into several cool pools at the back of (he 
cove. 


GETTING BACK to the boat was no problem 


even for those who couldn't swim. The non-swimmers 
were put onto inflated air mattresses and floated 
back to the boat. 


It was lunchtime. The buffet lunch consisted of 


fried chicken, cheeses, hard rolls, watermelon, pa- 
paya, bananas and cold beer. We'ate and drank in 
the shade of a light canvas (arp rigged by the crew 
which extended f r o m gunwalc-to-gunwale of the 
boat's 28-foot-wide cockpit area. 


Our trip to our own secluded cove near Mismo 


ly.i (where Richard Burton and Ava (Jardner starred 
in the movie "N'ight of the Iguana") about 15 miles 
south of Puerto Vailarta was on the second day of a 
four-day trip arranged by Acromcxico, the national 
airline of Mexico. 


The airline has flights leaving Los Angeles Mon- 


day, Wednesday and Friday for the 35* hour flight 
which includes a brief stopover at Tijuana's new 
modern airport. Round trip fare is $196 plus a $3 
departure fee. The planes arc a stretched version of 
the Long Beach-built McDonnell-Douglas 115-nasscn- 
ger DC-9's. Catering to passenger's needs, and com- 
fort is a team of friendly, bilingual, pretty dark-eyed 
hostesses. 


We spent three nights in the newly-opened (two 


days before) modern, nine-story, 234-room Holiday 
Inn located between the downtown section and the 
new steamer dock north of the city. The nights at the 
inn seemed short. That's because much of the late 
evening hours were spent in the hotel's huge mean- 
dering pool, so large there is an island complete with 
palm trees in the center of the fresh water pool,

NEAR THE SHALLOW end where the water is 


thigh-high deep, bathers can wade up to a cocktail 
bar and sitting on stools in the water may order such 
exotic drinks as a Coco-Loco served in a freshly- 
opened coconut.

Room rates at the Holiday Inn vary from $28 for 


a single to $32 for a double occupancy modem air- 
conditioned room. 


At this time of the year in Puerto Vailarta the

atlire is informal. There is no need for sport jackets 
nor evening dresses for the ladies. Only need for 
taking a jacket or coat is in case the weather is chilly 
when leaving or arriving at the airport in Los An- 
geles.

Tourist Card prior to entering Mexico. These may be 
obtained from the Mexican Consulate or at' the 
Aeromexico ticket counter before departure. Return- 
ing U. S. citizens must have in their possession proof 
of citizenzhip, which may be a birth certificate, 
passport or voter registration receipt.

•r Q. Is it a lad that a general named Alexander Haig 


was once acting President of these Uniled Slates? If 
so, what son ol President was he?—(.. T., Carhnn- 
dale, III. 
A. In the final year of the Nixon Presidency, 1973-74, 
Gen. Alexander Haig, Nixon's chief of staff, pretty 
much ran the office. As Henry Kissinger revealed, 
Nixon "barely governed" during that period. Nixon 
was so unnerved by the Watergate scandal that 
he found it difficult to function completely on any 
project except the containment of Watergate. He 
became distraught, indecisive, neurotic, anxious, 


.^worried and, finally, in a desperate effort to save 


himself, dishonest and deceitful. Haig thereupon 
administered the Presidency. Haig was an excellent 
administrator but he was shortsighted, gullible, and 
in the judgment of many, more obsessively loyal to 
Nixon than to the country. Haig's role, for example, 
in executing Nixon's firing of Archibald Cox as 
Watergate prosecutor in October, 1973, was an 
example of a political general in action at his very 
worst. History's assessment of Alexander Haig as 


^..Nixon's chief of staff will be tinged with doubt.

Q. What is the origin ol the leud between writer 
Core Vidal and lackie Kennedy Onassis, whose 
mothers in turn married stockbroker Hugh Auchin- 
closs? I understand they have not seen or talked to

A. Jackie Onassis and Core Vidal some weeks ago 
occupied the same elevator in the Rilz Hotel in 
London. They smiled politely at each other, said 
nothing. Their feud started in 1963 when Vidal, a 
fast man with a quip, desctibed the Kennedys as 
"The Holy Family," predicted that Bobby Kennedy 
was being groomed for the Presidency, and later said 
of Teddy Kennedy: "Nature designed Edward Ken- 
nedy for a humbler job—he would have made a 
good bartender."

It is said in many quar- 


ters that Sanjay dominates 
his mother with an iron 
hand, that he is waiting 
in the wings to take over 
as the third Nehru gener- 
ation of power in India. 


* Sanjay is indisputably 


his mother's most imuor- 
tant adviser. It was he 
who prevented her from 
resigning this past sum- 
mer when the Supreme Court 
of India was ruling on 
Indira Gandhi's conviction 
for illegal campaign prac- 
tices. It was he who ral- 
lied public support for 
his mother. It is he who 
insists that his mother 


^•stonewall all. charges and 
steamroll all opposition. 


Even before Indira 


Gandhi proclaimed a state 
of emergency, son Sanjay 
was involved in a plethora 
of scandals related to 
corruption, blackmail and 
sex. Yet his official 
record reveals only minor 
charges of disorderly con- 
duct and financial fina- 
gling. 


Sanjay who was educated 


in India and England was 
sent to the Rolls-Royce 
factory in Derby, England, 
where he took a 15-month 
course in mechanics, a 
course which allows him to 
call himself an engineer. 
His mother placed him in 
charge of producing the 
Maruti, the so-called peo- 
ple's car, and he badly 
bungled the entire project. 


He lives with his mother 


in New Delhi and according 
to those Indian journal- 
ists who are not afraid to 
talk, it is he who rules 
the roost.

ating last month. Channel 
62 in Detroit is owned by 
the International Free and 
Accepted Modern Masons, a 
black fraternal organiza- 
tion.

ly. But now, if you can af- 
ford it, you can purchase 
it from a firm called "Red 
Morning Light." Originally 
started in Kiev, it now 
has 1400 academicians, 
workers, psychologists, 
housewives and students in 
its employ. These people 
provide every imaginable 
kind of service from gro- 
cery shopping to marriage 
counseling. They will or- 
ganize a wedding--provide 
the wedding gown, flowers, 
orchestra, getaway car and 
plan the post-ceremony 
party. To prevent it from 
degenerating into a drink- 
ing orgy, they will even 
order the exact amount of 
alcohol based on age and 
constitution of all the 
guests. 


This state service 


agency controls its own 
finances and even adver- 
tises in newspapers and on 
television and radio. The 
demands for its services 
are so great that it now 
employs retired persons 
for some of its jobs. Ac- 
cording to Soviet law, any 
pensioner who works in a 
menial job can get his 
full pension in addition 
to his wages.

ABIGAIL 


Historians of 
the feminist 
movemen~t, in 
this country 


usually start their 
accounts with mid-19th- 
century figures like Eliz- 
abeth Cady Stanton and 
Susan B. Anthony. However, 
a far-earlier spokes- 
person for women's rights 
is now beginning to get 
her due. She's Abigail 
Adams, wife of John Adams, 
one of the Founding Fa- 
thers and the second Presi- 
dent of the United States. 
Thanks to a WNET public 
television series, "The 
Adams Chronicles," which 
starts next January, and to 
"The Book of Abigail and 
John," a selection of fam- 
ily letters just published 
by Harvard University 
Press, Abigail is taking 
her place as a spunky, out- 
spoken feminist far ahead 
of her times. 


Although her husband 


left her at home with the 
children in Braintree, 
Mass., while he was in 
Philadelphia from 1774 to 
1778 with the Continental 
Congress, Abigail kept 
reminding him to "Remem- 
ber the Ladies" as she 
pressed her demands for 
laws to protect and 
educate women. 


"Remember all Men would 


be tyrants if they could," 
she wrote him, then added 
half-seriously: "If par- 
ticular care and attention 
is not paid to the Ladies 
we are determined to 


foment a Rebellion, and 
will not hold ourselves 
bound by any laws in which 
we have no voice, or Rep- 
resentation." In another 
letter she complained: "I 
can not say I think you 
very generous to the 
Ladies, for whilst you are 
proclaiming peace and good 
will to Men, Emancipating 
all Nations, you insist 
upon retaining an absolute 
power over Wives."

n the American history books, Alf M. 


Landon and lames A. Farley are al- 
ready indelible fixtures as characters 


-e-i in the political drama of this century. 
But Alf Landon and |im Farley, 88 and 
87, are also involved in today's world. 
They are as active, keen and cheerful 
as ever. 


Both men will regard next summer's 


national conventions as occasions for 
nostalgia. The upcoming Presidential 
campaigns will mark Ihe 40th anni- 
versary of Ihe race between Gov. Alf 
Landon of Kansas, Ihe Republican, and 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt, running for 
his second term in the White House. 
Managing 
FDR's strategy that year, 


1936, 
was 
Postmaster 
General 
Jim 


Farley. 


Landon and his wife still live in 


Topeka, Kan., the state capital. Their 
home is a stately white mansion with 
eight massive columns in front, set back 
from a country road. Most every morn- 
ing, he is out early in a turtleneck shirl, 
riding pants and black knee-high boots. 
A short, slight figure of a man, he 
covers several miles on horseback. He 
rides past cornfields and alongside a 
river, stopping to chat with farmers

along Ihe way. 


To them he is a familiar figure, smil- 


ing from behind black-rimmed spec- 
tacles and puffing on his ever-present 
pipe. In style and outlook, Alf Landon 
is "just folks" the way he always was, 
preferring to dress casually and eat 
lunch at a place called Tommy's, where 
both the food and the people are 
down-lo-earth like himself. 


Keeping at it 


At home and at a small office in 


downtown Topeka, Landon plunges 
into a day filled with telephoning, an- 
swering mail and studying. He talks 
with workingmen, scholars and public 
figures, gaining their views on current 
problems. And he's always working on 
some new speech that might take up 
pressing issues of our age. 


If Alf Landon is the country squire, 


then Jim Farley is the urban gentleman, 
living in the heart of Manhattan in New 
York City. In his 12th-floor suite at the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, he wakes reli- 
giously at 6 a.m. to catch the latest radio 
news. By 7 he is showering and then 
watching TV while he dresses in his 
business suit. 


At 8 a.m. the tall, affable Irishman is 


downstairs in the hotel for breakfast. 


at his usual table. And after a quick 
shave in the barbershop, he is off on 
his walk to a nearby building on Madi- 
son Avenue. .Up on the 18th floor, he 
puts in a full day behind his desk at 
the Coca-Cola Export Corp., where he 
is honorary chairman of the board. 


Farley's office, like Landon's, is filled 


with photographs of Presidents and 
other public leaders whom he has 
known intimately through the years. 
The former Democratic national-chair- 
man is still in frequent contact with a 
dazzling array of prominent 
friends 


who seek his opinions and predictions. 
At the moment, too, he is completing 
a book of recollections. 


"It will cover all my political activi- 


ties," he says, "from the beginning in 
Stony Point, N.Y., when I was elected 
town clerk in 1911." By any standard. 
it was an incredible journey through 
the labyrinth of American politics. 


But the high point was probably that 


1936 election. The Republicans that 
year had great hopes for Alf Landon. 
As leader of the liberal GOP faction in 
Kansas, he had won election twice as 
Governor despite national Democratic 
sweeps. At the convention, delegates 
answered Roosevelt's "New Deal" with 
a "sound, sensible, friendly" candidate, 


a "Kansas Coolidge" who was both 
thrifty and progressive in outlook. 


"Frugal Alf" toured the country from 


the back of a campaign train. The 
papers played up his Methodist back- 
ground, his Midwest twang, his love for 
home, family and squash pie. They 
printed stories about his folksy ways, 
such as betting nickels on baseball 
games and wearing'his clothes until 
ihey wore out. 


Balanced budgets 


A tireless and active speaker, Landon 


explained how he'd balanced his state 
budgels .by declaring, "Don't spend 
what you haven't got!" An influential 
poll even had him winning. 


Meanwhile, Jim Farley was managing 


President Roosevelt's reelectiorr cam- 
paign.with typical optimism and flair. 
When the poll showed Iandon ahead, 
Farley pointed solemnly to the fact that 
it had been taken by telephone. "So 
it has to be wrong," he said with a grin, 
"because the Democrats who are going 
to vole for Roosevelt by Ihe millions 
don't even have any phones." 


Then, five days before the election, 


Farley outdid his own reputation as a 
prophet. He forecast not just a Demo- 
cratic landslide, but that Landon would 
carry only two states, Maine and Ver- 
mont. When the voles were counted, 
the prediction proved right. "As Maine 
goes," Ihe old saying went, "so goes 
the nation." Wilh impish glee, Farley 
turned the phrase around and quipped 
"As Maine goes, so goes Vermont." 


Landon and Farley provide a study in 


similarities and contrasts. Both had the 
"feel" for politics, a common touch, 
enabling them to gel along with people 
in all walks of life. Al the same time, 
Farley was the practical politician, the 
eternal Democrat and loyal party man,

while Landon was uncomfortable with 
any restrictions on his independence. 


"I always loved politics," Landon 


says, "but I never liked being tied down 
to party positions that I didn't agree 
with. The words 'liberal' and 'conserva- 
tive' don't mean much to me. 1 take 
different stands on different issues." 


When he left the Governor's office 


shortly after his Presidential campaign, 
Landon remained in Topeka but retired 
to private life, attending to his business 
as an independent oil producer. But 
since then he has continued to speak 
out, especially on foreign policy, and 
over the years his views have been 
singularly his own. 


As early as 1955, Landon urged 


detente with Russia and China "so long 
as we're not foolish about it." He has 
been critical of the United Nations for 
having been "oversold at the start" and 
for raising false expectations. In the 
1960's, he supported inquiries into the 
commitments that the United States 
was making on behalf of Vietnam and 
the rest of Asia. 


Opposed Ike 


He has also proved an independent 


when 
it comes to supporting Re- 


publican candidates. "My record for 
parly regularity hasn't been too good," 
he observes. 


In 1952, for example, he was against 


.Eisenhower's nomination because "I 
didn't think his military background 
fitted the demands of a President." A 
strict moralist, Landon was also wary 
of Nixon's alleged use of campaign 
funds 
for personal expenses. After 


listening to Nixon's "Checkers" defense 
speech that year. Landon turned to his 
wife and said, "Well, it's corny, but 
maybe he got away with it." 
'"I wasn't for Nixon in '60 or '68, 
either," Landon recalls. "I didn't sup- 
port Coldwater's nomination, for that 
matter. I felt better about Nixon when 
he moved toward detente, but then 
came Watergate. That was a shocking 
and terrible disaster, not because of 
Mr. Nixon personally at all, but be- 
cause we're al such a crucial stage of 
world affairs in this nuclear age. For 
the President to resign, it's bound to 
raise the question of just how stable 
our government is, from the viewpoint 
ofvOther nations." 


Wary of Nikita 


At the moment, Landon's attention 


is focused on the shaky settlement in 


„ the Middle East and our delicate rela- 
? tions with the Soviet Union. Written 
3 promises, he says, are not enough. 
S 
"When Premier Khrushchev came to 


5 the United Stales," he explains, "I said 
p I was willing to sleep in the same bed- 
^ room with him, but not leave my wallet 
o in my pants hanging over the back of 
3 ,1 chair." 


Farley's noie calls the shot in 79.36: 
"As Maine goes, so goes Vermont," he 
chortled over stunning Landon defeat. 


What is needed, Landon says, is a 


peace agreement based on "good trade 
relations." "The Soviet Union needs 
and must have imports of food and 
grain from us, and we need their influ- 
ence for stability in the Middle East." 


... A wheat-for-oil trade with Russia 


could, Landon believes, nol only boost 
our economy but help in other areas 
such as limitation of arms. "It could 
provide a real basis for the strongest 
kind of agreements," he goes on. 


In New York, meanwhile, |im Farley 


is certain lhat what this country needs 
is a good Democrat in the White House. 
He considers Lyndon Johnson our last 
great President, joining the ranks of 
Washington, Jefferson, Jackson, Lin- 
coln, Wilson, FDR and Truman. 


"A President needs good advisers," 


he says. "The trouble is that few people 
like to take an opposite point of view. 
I remember Cabinet 
meetings with 


Roosevelt, where very rarely would 
members disagree wilK him. I guess 


they were afraid of losing his favor. I 
always spoke up. I wasn't always right, 
but I'd tell the truth as I saw it." 


In 1940, Farley spoke up a bit loo 


loudly. He opposed Roosevelt's run- 
ning fora third term and, at the Demo- 
cratic convention lhat summer, he even 
permitted his own name to be put up 
as a Presidential candidate. (His wife 
Elizabeth, who died in 1955, never for- 
gave FDR for having "misled" her 
husband into thinking he would not 
run for another term in the While 
House.) After Roosevelt's renominalion, 
Farley resigned both as party leader and 
as Postmaster General, positions he had 
held concurrently for nearly eight years. 


There has never been a national 


chairman like him, in either party. 
Farley's influence over patronage was 
monumental, with literally thousands 
of government jobs flowing out of his 
office. "I've always believed in the two- 
party system," he explains. "And to the 
victor belongs the spoils. After all, 
members of a President's own parly are 
inclined to be more loyal and helpful 
to him." No one, however, accused Jim 
Farley of possessing anything less than 
total honesty and integrity. 


Find the jobs 


Such a repulation has stood him well 


over the years. He has traveled all over 
the world, as a kind of American 
ambassador, and serious Democratic 
candidates still come to him for advice. 


"I tell them we can win on the issue 


of unemployment," he says. "There are 
at least eight million out of work, un- 
doubtedly more. It's the paramount 
problem. We have to get building con- 
struction moving again. If that industry 
is busy, you have the others, too, like 
carpenters and road builders and elec- 
tricians and so forth. The automobile 
business, too, has to improve." 


What about the political system it- 


self? Has the state of the art declined? 
Is government corrupt? Both Farley and 
Landon look on the bright side. 


On his 88ih birthday the Governor pays a visit to Topeka's isndon Junior High 
where students turn out with the Kansas sunflower, his campaign symbol. 


Farley: "Politics starts down in the 


election districts, at the grassroots. Even 
if you take the money out of it, you 
won't stop people from going to the 
polls. And the independent vote can 
always sway elections." 


Landon: "There can still be a grass- 


roots movement, and that's the dom- 
inant saving grace in America. I always 
appreciated the men and women who 
got out and worked in their precincts 
more than I cared for the fat cats who 
gave the money." 


Few are corrupt 


Farley: "Corruption exists as a small 


percentage. Out of the thousands of 
men and women I recommended for 
public office, all politically, none ever 
betrayed my trust." 


Landon: "On the one hand, you have 


the love of power and control. It's a 
factor that has to be recognized. But 
there's also a genuine spirit of public 
service, a sense of responsibility, at 
every level. You don't have to be a 
candidate or hold public office in order 
to serve. And that spirit is what makes 
our unique American system work." 


Alf Landon says he will not attend 


the Republican Convention next sum- 
mer, even though it will be held in 
nearby Kansas City. "It 
gets awful 


hectic," he says, "and I try to take good 
care of myself." He did, however, send 
a note to President Fo'rd, saying that in 
1977 he would like to celebrate "your 
first full term in office and my 90th 
birthday." 


Jim Farley does hope to attend the 


Democratic Convention in New York 
City as a delegate-at-large. "I've been 
at every one since 1924 up until the 
last, in 1972," he says. "The McGovern 
crowd kept me out and, besides, I had 
a heart attack that year. I'm glad this 
one will be here in Manhattan and not 
Los Angeles, but I would've gone out 
there anyhow." 


A word for 'Scoop' 


Does Farley know which Democrat 


will be nominated to run for President? 
"Certainly nol, but I hope it won't be 
Ted Kennedy. He says he won't run, 
and he shouldn't. And I've told 'Scoop' 
Jackson that he just isn't lightings fire." 


In Topeka, Kan., Alf Landon sits 


down and writes a letter lo a friend in 
the news media, saying that he still 
believes "lhat the basic weakness of 
our foreign policies since our infancy 
as a republic is trying to reform the 
world en masse in our own image." 
In New York City, Jim Farley tells fel- 
low Democrats that they had better 
avoid the bitterness of recent years and 
get behind a candidate who can win, 
"because the Democratic parly has 
always shown the ability to handle the 
problems of this country well." At 88 
and 87, their moments in the limelight 
have come and gone; but they remain 
two splendid examples of elder states- 
men in our midst.

The Anchorhids 


. You've heard of eyewitness 
news and action news. Now 
there's "kid news." In an unusual 
educational project in the San 
Francisco Bay area, sixth-graders 
are putting togetJier news broad- 
casts which are aired weekly over 
three cable and commercial TV 
stations: 
KEMO-TV, 
General 


Electric Cablevision and Moraga 
Cablcoision. 


Four anchorkids appear on 


each of the programs, which run 
from 20 to 30 minutes. Using a 
format similar to adult news 
broadcasts, the anchorkids pre- 
sent international, national and 
state news along with entertain- 
ment, sports and school events. 
Other children appear on tlie 
show holding props, such as 
photos of President Ford or 
trophies won in athletic meets. 


The TV project, known as 


Newsroom 6, kicked off its season 
this fall with a celebrity inter- 
view with YiiZ Brynner. Elcven- 
and 12-i/enr-old reporters fired 
questions at the actor about his 


bald head. Brynner, who once 
sported long brown lochs, told 
the kids he first shrined his head 
for the leading role in "The King 
and I" at the suggestion of his 
costume designer. He reoealcd 
that poodle clippers were used to 
crop his hair. 


Newsroom 6 is the brainchild 


•of Elizabeth Frandscn, a former 
advertising account executive 
and mother of two boys from 
Walnut Creek, Cal, who pro- 
duces the shows for four school 
districts. Once a week, students 
go to a cable TV station where in 
two hours they rehearse and tape 
the final program. Each sixth- 
grade class takes a turn prepar- 
ing a show, and Mrs. Frandsen 
estimates that by the end of the 
school year more than 2400 chil- 
dren will have appeared on TV. 


Who's footing the bill for 


Newsroom 6? Mrs.. Frandsen 
drummed tip financial support 
from several local sponsors who 
arc given plugs during commer- 
cial breaks. "We want kids to 
know how TV works," she says. 


Shy Men And Dates 


Two Indiana University as- 


sociate psychology professors 
have found so many undergrad- 
uate males intimidated by fe- 
males that they've offered two 
free courses to help them: "Get- 
ting Along Better With Mem- 
bers of the Opposite Sex," and 
"IncreasingSelf-Confldenceand 
Assertion." 


Associate professors John 


Cottman and Robert Levenson 
have enrolled approximately 75 
students in each course.

Fleming, 22-year-old son of the 
late Ian Fleming, creator of James 
Bond,'took his life last month with 
a massive dose of barbiturates in 
his mother's flat in London. 


Caspar Fleming inherited $800,- 


000 when his father died in 1964. 
Later he worked as salesman of an- 
tiques. 


"I think he felt very strongly that 


he had not got a proper place in 
life," says Dr. William Knapman, 
who treated Caspar. "He always 
had great difficulty sleeping and 
began taking barbiturates when he 
was 16. Over the years the dosage 
increased along with trips to the 
hospital to cure depression." 


Bob Dylan's New Band 


Bob Dylan recently completed 


a new aJbum which won't be re- 
leased until early next year. His 
new group features on bass the 
talented Rob Stoner, who used 
to accompany Don McLean of 
"American Pie" fame, Howard 
Wyeth on drums, and Donna Shea 
on fiddle. 


Some of Dylan's new songs are 


"Hurricane," an old-style Dylan

Born With a Smile Instead of a Slap

T 


hey are known as "I.eboyer babies," 


and perhaps as many as 400 of 
them have been born in this coun- 
try in the past six months—400 


children who have spent their first mo- 
ments on earth smiling, instead of being 
slapped inlo a scream. 


And because of it, they may grow up 


to be different from the rest of us. 


That, at least, is the claim of Dr. Fred- 


erick Leboyer, a 57-year-old French 
obstetrician and author of the inter- 
national best seller, Birth 
Wilhoul 


Violence. It is his dramatic—and con- 
troversial—new method of child deliv- 
ery which has captured the imagination 
of many Americans. 


"The Leboyer method is really ter- 


rific," says Mrs. Carol Case of Carson 
City, Nev., one of a growing number 
of women who have had Lcboyer-style 
deliveries. "It's very natural and peace- 
ful—a very rewarding thing to go 
through. And it's especially nice for the 
bnby." 


"I.eboyer," says Dr. DeWitt Baldwin 


in nearby Reno, "believes that birth 
should be as gentle a process as pos- 
sible. I happen to support that."

Essentially, I.eboyer's method is de- 


signed to ease the baby's transition into 
the new world. 


"Yes, hell exists..." he states in char- 


acteristic poetic style in Birih Without 
Violence. 'This hell is not at the end of 


life. It is here. At the beginning." 


After delivering more than 9000 


babies in the conventional manner, 
Leboyer says he found himself less and 
less able to accept either as normal or 
inevitable the cries and screams and

generally pained and even tormented 
expressions of the newborn infant. 
Why, he began asking himself, must 
the new human being, emerging from 
the darkness and silence of the womb, 
be brought out in a btoze of blinding 
lights and loud voices? 


Other questions followed: Why must 


we insist on making the infant's first 
breath traumatic when nature has sup- 
plied the means for a far gentler initia- 
tion into life? Why, when the spine is 
cu rved in the fetal position, do we hold 
the newcomer upside down and jerk 
its back straight? Why is the baby— 
"after the terrifying ordeal of being 
separated from the womb"—then im- 
mediately separated from the mother? 
In short, why do we treat the infant not 
as a human being—but as an object? 


We do it, Leboyer says, not out of a 


sense of cruelty, but because we never 
really through! about the infant, never 
recognized that the infant is a person. 


"It took me years to see this simple 


truth," the veteran obstetrician told 
PARADE during a recent visit to the 
United Slates. "The newborn is a sensi- 
tive, feeling human being, and in the 
first few moments after birth, he should 
be treated that way. We must introduce 
a baby lo the world gradually." 


The method 


So, about four years ago, Leboyer 


developed his method—involving the 
following basic steps: 


• The ordinarily 
intense, bright 


lighting of the delivery room is con- 
siderably dimmed—and no one speaks 
above a whisper. 


• The infant, as soon as it is out, is 


placed stomach down on its mother's 
warm abdomen lo retain the pre-birth 
curved position of the spine. 


• Wailing up to six minutes before 


the umbilical cord is cut, doctor and 
mother gently massage the baby. 


• After the cord is cut, the baby is 


bathed in water similar in temperature

lo its familiar environment inside the 
mother. 


"A lot of lender loving care—and 


sonic plain old common sense—that's 
wh.il Leboyer is all about," says Dr. 
David Kliol of the Brookdale Hospital 
Medical Center in Brooklyn, N.Y. 


But not everyone agrees. Reaction 


from the U.S. medical community to 
Leboyer—and, in turn, to his "dis- 
ciples"—has ranged all the way from 
mild interest to amusement to, in 
some cases, open hostility. At best, say 
some critics, Leboyer's techniques are 
unnecessary; at worst, they are down- 
right dangerous. 


Many doctors, for instance, object to 


the darkened delivery room, arguing 
Ihnl a well-lit environment is essential 
to check the color of the baby and to 
make sure that he's not sluggish. They 
contend loo, that babies are held up- 
side down to make sure fluids aren't 
clogging their breathing tracts. As one 
physician put it: "Perhaps none of Ihese 
things are very nice to look at—or even 
maybe lo experience—but safely and 
precaution must take precedence over 
both appearance and psychology." 


'They ridicule me' 


Leboyer's response is pointed. "They 


ridicule me," he says of his skeptical 
colleagues, "by 
misrepresenting my 


method and pushing it to extremes. Bui 
there should be no misunderstanding 
about what I'm saying. Whenever there 
is reason to believe lhat breathing is not 
all right, or there is difficulty in oxygen- 
nlion, I say, 'Co ahead! Turn up the 


lights and do whatever you want—use 
suction, give oxygen.' I am not denying 
Iho progress of obstetrics. I am only 
saying that birth is a physical and an 
emotional affair—and you cannot deny 
this second aspect. 


"You know, I gel more questions 


about the business of the slap than any- 
thing else. Somehow, people have a 
feeling that you musl initiate breathing 
in the child. It is because they are so 
conditioned by their cars, which they 
turn on with a key. But the baby is nol 
a machine. The moment the head of the 
child is oul the breathing is there. You 
can see it yourself in a film I've made. 
So there is no necessity lo do anything 
—at Icasl not with the vast majority 
of normal, healthy babies. But modern 
man feels he musl help nalure- that 
nature is waiting for him to help it. ll 
is sheer arrogance." 


Born to cry 


"In modern obstetrics," Dr. Kliot ex- 


plains, "we've come lo feel that a baby 
born crying is a healthy baby—and, so, 
we lend to feel that we must slimulale 
him to cry," 


Before retiring nearly two years ago, 


Leboyer had delivered over 1000 babies 
with his new method. He slill performs 
a delivery now and then; but, he points 
out, the important fact to note is thai 
other physicians are picking up where 
he left off. In New York, Nevada, 
Illinois, California, Florida and other 
stales, Leboyer-style deliveries have 
taken place—perhaps as. many as 400 
in all—a small, but nevertheless, signif- 
icant number, given the resistance and 
opposition of many conservative hos- 
pital administrators. 


Because of Ihis opposition, most of 


the physicians performing Leboyer-style' 
deliveries have, until now,, been reluc- 
tant lo discuss them openly. 


"There's another factor, loo," 
says 


Dr. Kliot", who has performed over 
50 Leboyer-style deliveries. "You must 
understand that the wrong kind of 
publicity —.sensationalist publicity — 
could sel Ihis concept back 10 years— 
or even kill it altogether." 


Adds his partner in the deliveries. 


Dr. Max Lilling, who directs a special 
high-risk newborn unit al Brookdale 
Hospital: "We were brought a tech- 
nique by our patjenls. What Dr. Leboyer 
had to say appealed to them, and they 
wanted very much to give it a Iry. And 
though we were somewhat skeptical 
at first, we went along with their desire; 
and I have to say I've been impressed 
with what I've seen so far." 


"It was fantastic," says Joyce Meren- 


dino of Brooklyn. "When Dr. Kliot put 
my baby on my stomach 1 stroked her 
back and she picked up her head and 
looked around. She's a very alert baby." 


"Before," 
says 
another 
mother, 


whose first child was delivered in the 
traditional manner, "it seemed I heard 
my litlle girl crying all night. This time, 
my lillle boy was quiet as can be." 


"I've been absolutely amazed by the 


results," says Dr. Henry Davis, a family 
praclitioner who delivers babies at the 
Carson Tahoe Hospital in Carson City. 
"I've delivered at least 35 babies with 
the Leboyer method in the last five 
months—and I just can't say enough 
aboul it. These babies are so different 
from the others, so graceful in their 
movements. They seem lo be reaching 
out instead of protecling ihemselves. 


"Our son believes everybody loves him," says Dr. Henry 
Davis, a Carson CHy, Nev., family practitioner, ol his 


10lh child, Michael—a Leboyer baby. Dr. Davis has per- 
formed about 35 Leboyer deliveries since the spring. 


"My wife and I recenlly had our 10lh 


child with the Leboyer method—a col- 
league of mine did the delivery. All I 
can say is thai our son Michael seems 
to believe that everybody in'the world 
loves him. He's so calm . . . he didn't 
even cry wheri he had to have an in- 
jection—only four hours after birth! I'm 
convinced that the Leboyer method re- 
sults in a better child." 


Whether or not that's true is, of 


course, the critical question. Leboyer 
believes thai Ihe way an infanl is treated 
during roughly the first 10 minutes after 
birlh sets the pattern for Ihe rest of his 
life. 


"As adults," he said in slightly ac- 


cented but flawless English, "we are 
constantly re-experiencing what we 
have experienced as a baby. The infanl 
whose birth is violent, frustrating and 
difficult will nol have an easy life." 


The scientific approach 


However, his message is not so easily 


accepted by Ihe scientific community. 
Says Dr. Lilling: "There is 'nothing we 
can really comment on in an accurate, 
scientific manner; and until we can— 
until ihere is some solid research to 
back up what we Ihink we know and 
understand the medical establishment 
will probably not be persuaded." 


But what of the 1000-or-so children' 


Leboyer has delivered in his native 
France—who now range in age from 
8 months to 4 years—might nol they 
provide us with the answer? One hun- 
dred and four of the children are being 
studied at Ihe Sorbonne in Paris; and 
while the child psychologist in charge 
of the study are unwilling to share their 
findings with the public before publica- 
tion of an official report somelime with- 
in the next two years, this much has 
already leaked oul: Leboyer children 
are noliceably different—in their over- 
all attitude and behavior, and, more 
specifically, their unusually avid interest 
in the world around them. 


Growing interest 


Meanwhile, Ihe interest in Leboyer— 


despite official caution and even op- 
position—continues to grow: "We've 
been inundaled with phone calls ever 
since Birth W/fnoul Violence first ap- 
peared," says publicist Maria Temechko 
of Alfred A. Knopf Inc., Leboyer's pub- 
lisher. "Most of the calls have been 
from pregnant women—some quite 
frantic—demanding lhat we pul them 
in louch with an obstetrician who will 
agree to a Leboyer delivery." 


"I've 
had calls from around the 


country," says Dr. Davis, "from women 
willing to fly out-here to Nevada so 
they could have a Leboyer delivery. Bui 
I couldn't permit that kind of thing be- 
cause it would be ethically questionable 
and obviously hazardous from a medi- 
cal point of view . . . It's a shame more 
doctors aren'l doing Leboyer deliveries, 
though, because I know that if they 
ever tried il—just once—they'd never 
go back lo Ihe old way."

Contests Dunned? 


to participants in competitions limited to one sex. However, two Re- 
publican Congressmen from Alabama have introduced an amend- 
ment that would again allow colleges to give such scholarships.

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Coeds at North Texas State U. where heauly contest winners, including two recent 
Misses America, abound. With colleges no longer offering scholarships based on such 
contests, lack dl money may shut many young women off from going to college. 


A 


pproximately $10 million in schol- 
arships are awarded 1o beauty 
contest winners every year. Many 
of these beauty contests are uni- 


versity-sponsored or related. 


According to Title 9 of the Educa- 


tional Amendments Act of 1972, the 
specifics of which became law only last 
summer, any federally funded uni- 
versity, coltege, or junior college which 
gives scholarships at functions which 
limit participation to one sex is in viola- 
tion of the law. Such is the case with 
many beauty contests. 


Two Republican Congressmen from 


Alabama, lolin Buchanan and Jack Ed- 
wards, are up in arms over Title 9. 
They've introduced amendment 
HR9308, which would permit any col- 
lege to give scholarships to beauty con- 
test winners. 


At present, women who enter uni- 


versity-sponsored beauty contests in 
which only females participate are leg- 
ally prevented from cashing in on their 
scholarships. 


What kind of women will enter col- 


legiate-sponsored beauty contests if 
scholarships or tuition credit is not 
available? 


"If scholarships aren't offered, only 


those women who want to break into 
dance or movies will enter these uni- 
versity beauty contests," predicts Jean 
Stein, America's 1962 Junior Miss win- 
ner. "I think these contests will be- 
come talent shows. You know, kind of 
like Ted Mack's Amateur Hour. " 


To date the Civil Rights Division of 


the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare has not prevented any col- 
legiate beauty queen from using her 
scholarship funds. 


However, Title 9 has prevented uni- 


versities from giving scholarships to 
participants in beauty contests like the 
Miss America Pageant. For instance, 
Janice Walker of the Birmingham News, 
who runs the Miss Alabama contest, says' 
that about 80 per cent of the $150,000 
worth of scholarships that were once 
available to contestants in that state has 
now dried up. 


Abides by the law 


The University of Alabama ended its 


scholarship support as soon as the law 
was passed, says university 
official 


Cathy Randall, adding that even the 
winner of the Miss University of Ala- 
bama title receives no tuition help. 


Similarly, universities may not now 


offer scholarships to twirlers and major- 
ettes. 


And the government appears to be 


sticking by its guns. "If any federally 
assisted university sponsors or is asso- 
ciated with the promotion of a beauty 
contest and we believe there was dis- 
crimination against any 
participant, 


we'll take action," explains Dale Pullen 
of HEW's Civil Rights Division. 'The 
question is lo what extent the university 
in question was involved in a beauty 
contest."
